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In 1880 the Presbyterian Board of Home Missions established an In- 
dustrial school for native boys at Sitka, Alaska. In 1882 a girls’ depart- 
ment was added. In 1884 it was made a contract school with United 
States Government, and the facilities for industrial training increased. It 
continued to grow in numbers and usefulness until March, 1885, when 
there were 61 girls and 42 boys in attendance. During the first years of 
the school it had the efficient support of Captains Glass, Lull, and Beards- 
lee, Lieutenants Simonds, Bolles, and other officers of the Navy stationed 
in Alaska waters. In the fall of 1884 the first civil officers arrived and the 
law was extended over Alaska. 

As the securing of the civil government was largely due to the friends “of 
the school, (see Appendix; Report of Commissioner of Education for 1882— 
’83,) they had a right to expect the friendly co-operation of the new officials. 
Further, the native races compose fifteen-sixteenths of the population to 
be cared for, and have a claim upon the attention of the officers. — Still 
further, Congress had voted an appropriation for the education of these 
people, and the most important services the officers could render the 
Government and the country was to throw their whole official influence 
in favor of the education of the native races up to American citizenship. 
Had they done this—had they followed the example of the naval com- 
manders that had preceded them, and made the natives feel that the 
officers really desired the regular attendance of the children at school— 
all of the native schools would have continued to make progress and pro- 
duce results satisfactory to the Government. 

But, very strangely and unexpectedly, Governor Kinkead, (the few 
weeks he spent in Alaska of the year he was governor, ) United States 
Judge Ward McAllister, Jr., United States Marshal Hillyer, and Deputy 
Marshal Sullivan directly or indirectly threw their influence against the 
--schools, and the native parents soon learned that the officers did not care 
whether they sent their children to school or not. The most open opposi- 
tion, however, came from United States District Attorney E. W. Haskett. 
Mr. Haskett was an intemperate man and spent much of his time at the 
saloons. Incited by the misrepresentation and cursing of the missionaries 
which he daily heard, he evidently conceived the idea that it would be a 
popular thing to join the hue and cry against them. His first effort was 
to revive and fan the old race prejudice between the Russian Creoles 
and the natives, which he did until there was danger of bloodshed. 
Secretly pushed forward by others, as it is believed, he sought to disturb 
the school in the occupancy of the land upon which are situated the 
school buildings and improvements. 

Following the precedent made in the organization of the Territory of 
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Oregon, and afterwards that of Washington, Congress in the organic act 
providing a civil government for Alaska enacted as follows: 

And provided also, That the land, not exceeding 640, acres at any station now 
occupied as missionary stations among the Indian tribes in said section, with the 
improvements thereon erected by or for such societies, shall be continued in the 
occupancy of the several religious societies to which said missionary stations re- 
spectively belong until action by Congress. 


Mr. Haskett, working upon the race prejudice of the Russian Creoles, 
made them believe that the Government was giving to the Indians land 
that their children would some day need. This resulted in two or three 
so-called “ citizens’ meetings,’’ mainly composed of Creoles, at which 
resolutions were adopted and sent to Washington protesting against the 
industrial school being allowed the use of the land reserved by Congress 
for it. At these meetings the United States District Attorney was the 
chief speaker, and in his incendiary harangues assured them that the school 
had no right to the land where its buildings are, and that if any Russian 
wanted any of the land claimed by the school all he had to do was to go 
and occupy it. As a consequence one of the simple-minded Creoles went 
into the front yard of the school, staked out the corners of a house, and 
commenced getting out the foundations. Several others were preparing 
to do the same thing. 

This necessitated the immediate construction of a fence in front of the 
school grounds. Upon the setting of the posts, Mr. Haskett encouraged 
the Creoles to make a complaint that the school was obstructing a public 
highway, because the fence was not 30 feet from the center of a road used 
as a public highway, but which has no legal status as such. The fence 
was the same distance from the road as every other fence on it, and was 
built in uniformity with them. Through misrepresentations to the court 
an injunction was secured against all the ofhcers and employés of the 
school, forbidding the completion of the fence, the clearing out of under- 
brush and erading of the land, construction of walks, or even any work 
upon the school buildings themselves. 

The plan as outlined by Mr. Haskett was in substance as follows: That, 
at the May term of court, the temporary injunction should be made per- 
petual, and an order be procured from the court directing the removal of 
the school buildings within a given time. Upon the non-removal of the 
buildings, they were to be taken down by the officers, and the expense of 
the destruction of their own property charged against the Board of Home 
Missions in New York City. 

The following is a copy of the temporary injunction :

To the Honorable Court aforesaid, and to the 
Honorable Judge McAllister, sole Judge thereof : 
Part 1. The above-named Nicholas Shumakoff, Alexander Bourdoorkofsky, 
Elias Bolshanan, Olympy Meloskin, Peter Chernoff, and Dimitrius Sepiagan, peti- 
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tioners and complainants in the above entitled action, represent that they are resi- 
dents of Sitka, Alaska, and by virtue of the treaty m made between the United States 
and the Russian Government, dated the 20th day of June, 1867, they are citizens of 
the United States of America. 

PART 2. That the above-named defendants, Sheldon Jackson, Alonzo E. Austin, 
and John G. Brady, pretend to be missionaries and agents employed by the other 
defendant, the Presbyterian Home Mission Society of the city of New York, a cor- 
poration incorporated, as plaintiffs are informed and believe, under the laws of the 
State of New York, for the purpose of receiving donations from the people through- 
out the United States, and distributing the same among the so-called missionaries 
wherever they may be within the borders of the said United States ; ; the true style 
and name of such corporation plaintiffs do not know. 

PART 3, ‘That said defendants have located upon and are now exercising control 
of a part of the original town site of New Archangel, or Sitka, Alaska, and are at- 
tempting to locate Indians thereon, unlawfully, wrongfully, and for the purpose of 
securing from the United States Government a grant for 640 acres of land for the 
sole use and benefit of defendants, and, without any authority whatsoever, have sur- 
veyed and laid off and staked and set apart boundary lines for town lots, and have 
had and procured Indians to clear off and cut away the timber located thereon for 
the purpose of claiming said lots as the property of said Indians or defendants, and 
thereby, by fraud, false and fraudulent representations made to said Indians, and 
without authority from the United States or in conformity with the laws thereof, 
have publicly declared and threatened to establish an Indian village at a place in 
said town site never at no time heretofore occupied by Indians as a village within 
the memory of plaintiffs; that said acts are not at the instance or request of the In- 
dians located at Sitka, or New Archangel, aforesaid. 

That the Indian village is now situate at the west part of the town site of Sitka, or 
New Archangel, and the Indians have during the winter of 1884 and 1885 erected 
within their said village last above named from thirty to fifty new, good, substantial 
frame buildings for their own use and benefit, and are occupying and living in the 
same, and are preparing and erecting more buildings with their own money and 
labor without the aid of the United States Gover nment, or legacies, donations or con- 
tributions from missionary or other societies, or any other persons or corporations 
whatsoever; and said defendants are now attempting by fraud, false and fraudulent 
representations and false promises, tokens, and devices with intent to cheat, wrong 
and defraud said Indians, the plaintiffs and the residents of said Sitka, or New Arch- 
angel, to erect and establish said Indian village at the east and central part of said 
town site aforesaid, and in this manner placing said Indian dwelling on each side 
of petitioners and the Russian-American and other white residents and the business 
part of said town site, wherein are situate the stores. shops, Government buildings, 
barracks, offices both civil and military, and the Russian Greek church’s parsonage, 
common school house, and private dwelling houses of the inhabitants thereof. 

PART 4. That the said town site has been designated by the Congress of the 
United States the capital and seat of Government for the Territory of “Alaska, and 
the defendants as above plead are taking control of and converting to their own use 
all of the outlaying space or commons which are suitable for the erection of proper 
public buildings or residences or business sites for the citizens or residents of said 
town aforesaid, at such seat of Government as aforesaid, and that the said acts, 
doings, pretenses, and representations are frauds with or on said Indians, as well 
as the impositions upon petitioners and other residents of Sitka. If defendants are 
permitted to continue in their unlawful course, as herein set forth, the petitioners 
and residents of said town aforesaid would suffer irreparable loss and be greatly 
damaged in the value of their own property, real and personal, now situate within 
said town site aforesaid. 

Road. 


PART 5. That there are situate on said town site a road made of rock and gravel, 
recognized as McAdam, erected in the first instance by the Russians, the ancestors 
and predecessors of complainants, about eighty years ago, and latterly improved by 
the United States soldiers and sailors as members of the United States army and 
navy. 

That from the Russian road heretofore plead to Indian River are three other 
roads and two bridges across Indian River, erected by United States military and 
naval authorities, all of which roads, trails, and bridges are in continual use for 
wood roads, a public walk, park, and places of public resort by the resident and the 
United States officers stationed at Sitka, Alaska, as well as the tourist and visitor 
to our town and territory. 


Cranberry Patch. 

That there is located on said town site a cranberry marsh which is of great value 
to the natives and Indians, and defendants are attempting to appropriate the same 
to their own use and benefit for the profit they may realize from the sale or use of 
the fruit grown on said town site. 

Cemetery. 


And that there is situated on said town site a cemetery wherein are buried soldiers 
and sailors formerly in the service of the United States, as well as other citizens of 
the said United States and civil officers of the same, 

That defendants have erected buildings on the road leading to said cemetery, 
and are now attempting to use said cemetery as a mission station by closing all access 
thereto. 

That on the town site heretofore plead, the United States naval and military au- 
thorities have cleared, cut off, and removed therefrom the timber, and improved the 
same at great trouble and expense for the use and benefit of the United States Gov- 
ernment and the people resident within the said town site of New Archangel, or 
Sitka, and for the use of said cemetery heretofore plead in the aggregate about 200 
acres of land, all of which improvements, generally and severally, the defendants 
are appropriating to their own use and benefit by force of arms wrongfully and 
without right in law or equity. 

That said defendants are unlawfully and wrongfully, and with unlawful, illegal, 
malicious, and wicked intent, in violation of law, erecting other grades or strips of 
ground and gravel and planks for their own use and benefit inside of said town site. 

PART 6. That defendants are by themselves and a large number of Indians under 
their control. maliciously and wickedly and with intent to injure, deface, destroy, 
cut down, and consume the timber and ornamental trees in said town site aforesaid, 
unlawfully and without cause of any kind, aud in violation of the laws of the United 
States. ; 

That defendants have procured Indians to go upon said town site and commit 
acts of unlawful waste and trespass. 

That said defendants have wickedly and maliciously obstructed the ancient trail 
on road-walk, highway, or passage-way made by the Russians and Americans, and 
used by said Russians and their descendants from 80 years ago to the present time 
by erecting a long line of posts set in the ground, to which are nailed planks and 
timbers of various sizes and lengths along and in said road, and the ditch or drains 
for the use of the said trail, road, or highway, and a part thereof is thereby and 
therewith obstructed by such erections, builded and made in an unworkmanlike man- 
ner, such as to destroy the beauty of said walk, street, or highway, or convenience 
of the same. 

That the said street, road, highway, or thoroughfare is the only highway or pas- 
sage-way from the main business portion of the town of Sitka to Indian River, the 
2astern boundary line of said town plat regularly surveyed and recorded in the office 
of the town recorder of the town of Sitka, Alaska, in accordance with an ancient 
municipal organization. 

That said stream has its source or head in the mounatins at some point in the in- 
terior of Baranoff [sland unknown to plaintiffs, and the water therein is fresh and 
pure, and suitable for use for the citizens and residents of Sitka, and the only 
stream of water from which such water can be procured at said town aforesaid, and 
that the obstructions so erected by defendants are of such character as to prevent 
the free use of said roads for teams to haul water from said river to persons desiring 
the same in said town aforesaid. 

That the only means of bringing or conveying said water from said river to said 
town is by animal labor in wagons or carts with barrels or casks therein or thereon. 

That in said Indian River heretofore mentioned are large amounts of salmon, trout 
and other fishes of various kinds used by the residents of Sitka for food, and should 
defendants be permitted to control the lands and river in controversy herein, the 
residents and people aforesaid would be deprived of the free use of the same. 

PART 7. That defendants Sheldon Jackson and Alonzo E. Austin as missionaries, 
and John G. Brady as an interested person and party, as well as a regular United 
States Commissioner, an office created by Congress in an act approved May 17, 1884, 
entitled an act providing a civil government for Alaska, and the said John G. Brady 
having been appointed by the President of the United States and confirmed by the 
Senate of the United States, and duly commissioned as provided by law, entered 
into a wicked, unlawful, unholy, wrongful and unwarrantable conspiracy to perform 
the acts, matters and charges set out in this complaint for the writ of injunction. 
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That defendants herein are at this time still engaged in carrying out their wicked 
and unlawful conspiracy, to the detriment and injury of complainants and other 
residents of said town interested in this cause of action. 

Said John G. Brady, United States Commissioner, as a magistrate, ex officio justice 
of the peace, and probate judge, &c., &e., has absolutely refused to issue writs upon 
complainants presented to him in behalf of persons, citizens, residents and officers 
of the United States, when said complaints were against his co-defendants. 

That all of said defendants have made threats against the parties interested in the 
ultimate result and judgment of this honorable court. 

That unless defendants are restrained from establishing and maintaining an Indian 
village at the east part of said town there will be Indians on all sides of the citizens 
and residents of said town of Sitka, and in case of Indian trouble would endanger 
the lives of our entire population. 

That said defendants herein within the last thirty days caused serious trouble with 
the Indians to such an extent that defendants were compelled to apply to the United 
States Marshal and Indian police in the District of Alaska for protection from 
said Indians, and are liable, and plaintiffs verily believe will cause more trouble to 
such an extent as to endanger the lives of our entire people unless restrained. 

That the shed and buildings erected on the road extending to the cemetery here- 
tofore referred to, as well as to the posts now planted in the old Russian road, known 
and designated as Lincoln street, in the records of said town of Sitka, Alaska, are 
public nuisances, and without the abatement of the same will be a great damage and 
inconvenience to plaintiffs and residents of said town aforesaid. 

That unless said defendants are restrained and stopped from proceeding further 
in the erection of their obstructions to roads, and destroying, defacing and injuring 
the property situate within said town site of Sitka, that defendants “will erect still 
more and other dangerous and obnoxious nuisances, to the great damage and annoy- 
ance of said town and the citizens thereof. 

That plaintiffs are not prejudiced or at enmity with the missionary cause when ex- 
ercised within the scope of missionary, religious, Christian or educational purpose in 
Alaska, but make this application in good faith and for the purposes set out in this 
our complaint in the furtherance of justice and good conscience. 

Plaintiffs further aver that this application is made in their own behalf and in 
behalf of all the residents of said town of Sitka, Alaska, and the resident citizens of 
the entire Territory of Alaska who severally and collectively have an interest in the 
welfare of Alaska and the capital of said Territory. 

Plaintiffs further aver that a reasonable attorney fee for them in the procurement 
of a final judgment and decree herein for their attorney would be $500, which should 
be recovered from defendants. 

That petitioners are without adequate remedy at law, and make this application i in 
equity. 

That application for the writ of injunction has not heretofore been made and re- 
fused by any court or judge in reference to the allegations herein plead, to the best 
knowledge and belief of petitioners. 

That plaintiffs served a notice in legal form on the Presbyterian Home Missionary 
Society of New York that application would be made for the writ of injunction. 

Wherefore your petitioners, complainants and plaintiffs in this action, would 
humbly pray the court for the issuance of a writ of injunction against the above- 
named defendants, Sheldon Jackson, Alonzo E. Austin, John G. Brady and the 
Presbyterian Home Missionary Society of New York city, of the State of New York, 
and all the persons interested therein or employed by, with, or for the same directly 
or indirectly, including all their teachers, empioyees, servants, laborers, Indians and 
all persons with whom they are now or may hereafter become associated with, both 
male and female, old and young, from performing in any manner, or from directly 
or indirectly any or either of the following acts or offenses, to wit: Exercising con- 
trol on any part of the town site of New Archangel, or Sitka, District and Territory of 
Alaska, claimed by defendants for a mission, from locating Indians thereon or estab- 
lishing an Indian village thereon. 

From interfering with or obstructing either or all roads or trails thereon, or the 
cranberry marsh thereon, or the cemetery thereon and the road thereto, or erecting, 
continuing or maintaining any building or fence or nuisance thereon. 

From erecting, digging, or continuing other grades or things thereon. 

From cutting, defacing, injuring, distiguri Ing or mutilating in any manner any- 
thing whatever growing thereon, or by obstructing or continuing posts planted on 
Lincoln street, or Russian road. thereon, or continuing the conspiracy now being 
enforced, or either of defendants entering into other conspiracies of the same or 
similar character Ss 
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From endangering the lives of the residents of Sitka or exciting the Indians to acts 
of violence or lawlessness, and that your petitioners, complainants and plaintiffs 
herein, may have final judgment decreeing said injunction perpetual and for ever- 
lasting, and that they have judgment against said defendants for the costs, attor- 
neys’ fees, disbursements and expenses, and for such other and further relief as may 
be decreed by your honorable court just and equitable in the premises,

THE PRESIDENT OF THE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA to Sheldon Jackson, 
Alonzo E. Austin, John G. Brady, and the Presbyterian Home Mission Society 
of New York City, and their clerks, attorneys, agents, superintendents, ser- 
vants, workmen, and all other eithers in their employ or in any way under their 
authority or order, Greeting: 


Whereas it has been represented to me in the District Court of Alaska that de- 
fendants Sheldon Jackson, Alonzo E. Austin, John G. Brady, and the Presbyterian 
Home Missionary Society of New York City have located upon and exercise con- 
trol over certain lands situate in said district within the town site of Sitka, and 
described without legal survey as follows, viz. : 

Commencing at the east corner or thereabout of the lot or lots claimed by N. M. 
Haley within the said town of Sitka, Alaska, commencing on tide bank on the 
Russian road in Lincoln street, taking the beach bordering Sitka Bay at the point 
first mentioned ; thence running in an easterly direction to the mouth or debouch 
of Indian River into Sitka Bay; thence taking the center of Indian River at ebb- 
tide mark in the channel of said river, following the meanders of said river up its 
stream towards its head or source in the mountains to a point generally known as 
the Jeff. C. Davis road with said river; thence taking on the north side of said road 
the center of a small creek that empties its waters into the said Indian River ; thence 
following the center and meanders of said creek up and to the top of the divide and 
over the same until the said line intersects the ditch erected, dug, and formerly used 
by the Russian American Company as a waterway ; thence along the banks of said 
ditch until intersected by the northeasterly corner of certain lands claimed as re- 
served by treaty of the Russian Greek Catholic Church; thence back to the place 
of beginning, compass of the said lands unknown, the title of which is now in dis- 
pute, have cut down the timber of said lands, have created obstructions, to wit, 
buildings on said land, have obstructed a road crossing said lands and leading to In- 
dian River, have cut down, destroyed, defaced, and mutilated ornamental trees 
standing on said road : 

Now, therefore, I do strictly command and enjoin you, the said Sheldon Jackson, 
Alonzo KE. Austin, John G. Brady, and the Presbyterian Home Missionary Society 
of New York City, and your clerks, attorneys, agents, superintendents, servants, 
workmen, and all others either in your employ or in any way under your authority 
or orders, under the pains and penalties which may fall upon you and each of you 
in case of disobedience, that you forthwith and until further order, judgment, and 
decree of this court, desist from exercising control over those certain lands the title 
of which is now in dispute, cutting down the timber on said lands, erecting ob- 
structions, to wit, buildings on said lands, obstructing the road crossing said lands 
and leading to the National Cemetery, obstructing the road crossing said lands and 
leading to Indian River, cutting or destroying or mutilating the ornamental trees 
bordering on said road substantially as prayed for in said bill of complaint. 

Witness the Honorable Ward McAllister, Jr., Judge of the District Court of

At the May term of court the injunction was dissolved, on a demurrer 
to the petition, on the ground that the complainants were not adjoining 
property holders and had no legal right to complain. 

The same result would have been reached if the case had been tried on 
its merits, as all the allegations in the complaint were untrue. 

On the 18th of October, 1867, Alaska was formally turned over to the 
United States. 

In anticipation of its rapid development hundreds of men flocked there, 
particularly from California and the Pacific Coast, and attempted to lay 
out a town site. In anticipation of a great city, they included in the town 
site many square miles of forests and swamps, and which remain forest and 
swamp to the present day. 

Major-General Rousseau, U. S. A., in command at Sitka, foreseeing 
this effort to lay out a town site, wrote to Washington for instructions. 

The matter was referred by the Secretary of War to the Secretary of 
State, and by him transmitted to the Secretary of the Interior, leading to 
the following correspondence : 

DEPARTMENT OF THE INTERIOR, 
WASHINGTON, D. C., October 26th, 1867. 


Str: In reply to your communication of the 24th instant in relation to attempts 
of American citizens to acquire preémption rights to lands at Sitka, in the newly 
acquired ‘l'erritory of Alaska, I have the honor to enclose for your information a 
copy of a report this day made to me by the Commissioner of the General Land 
Office upon the subject of your inquiries. 

Such claims and settlements are not only without the sanction of law, but are in 
direct violation of the provisions of the laws of Congress applicable to the public 
domain secured to the United States by any treaty made with a foreign nation ; 
and if deemed necessary and advisable, military force may be used to remove the 
intruders. 

This Department has no officers at Sitka, nor in any other part of the ‘* Russian 
purchase,’’ and must rely on the State Department to cause the necessary orders in 
the premises to be communicated to our authorities there.

GENERAL LAND OFFICE, October 26th, 1867. 

Str: I have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of the Department letter of 
yesterday, enclosing a communication of the 24th from the Honorable Secretary of 
State, by which the Department is advised that citizens of the United States are 
attempting to make claims and settlements at Sitka within the ‘* Russian purchase ”’ 
under the town site and preémption laws, and I have the honor to state that soe 
settlements are illegal and contrary to law. (See Act of March 3d, 1807, vol. 2, p. 
445, U.S. Statutes.) 

In the absence of specific legislation by Congress providing for the organization 
of land districts within the ** Russian purchase and the extension of our system of 
surveys over the same, settlement and claims under the town site and preémption 
laws are unlawful and cannot be recognized under existing laws.

GENERAL: In the absence of specific legislation by Congress for the organization 
of land districts in Alaska, Glaims of preémption and settlements are not only 
without the sanction of law, but are in direct violation of laws applicable to the 
public domain. 

Military force may be used to remove intruders if necessary. 

Will you have the goodness to instruct Major General Halleck to this effect by 
telegraph, and request him fo communicate the instruction to Major General 
Rousseau at Sitka ?

Before the above decision reached Sitka, the people had commenced a 
city government, with a mayor and common council, &c., &c. They had 
laid out (on paper—no attempt even was made to grade and improve their 
streets) streets and alleys through the woods and swamps, trackless then 
and ever since. 

As their town site claim was illegal, their city government soon fell into 
disrepute, and was at length abandoned. 

For over twelve years past there has been no vestige of it, or any evi- 
dence, except on paper, that it ever existed or was needed. The United 
States census of 1880, thirteen years after the purchase of Alaska, gives 
the total white population of Sitka at 157. At present time the number 
is still smaller, independent of the Creole Russians. 

As the Department of the Interior decided in 1867 that Sitka town 
site claim was illegal, of course there is no legal town site, and we could 
not have erected our buildings on ‘‘ the original town site.’’ 

When we were looking around for a location for the Native Industrial 
School, we were urged by the best citizens of the place, the Collector of 
Customs and the commanding officer of the United States man-of-war 
stationed there at the time, (the collector and captain being the only repre- 
sentatives of the Government, ) to locate where we are. 

In selecting the location we went outside of the existing village and 
beyond all the existing fences and improvements, on ground that was un- 
claimed and unimproved woods and swamps, and expended over one 
thousand dollars in removing stumps, ditching the swamp, and grading, 
in order to prepare a sufficient area of land for the school buildings. 

The site occupied is beyond and outside of the village, as laid down on 
the ‘United States Coast and Geodetic Survey’’ Map of Sitka Harbor 
and Approaches, printed by the Government as late as April, 188r. 

Upon the acquisition of Alaska in 1867, a company of United States 
troops was stationed at Sitka. In procuring their fuel they first cut the 
trees accessible from the beach. When those nearest to the beach were gone, 
they naturally cut those adjoining, all the time penetrating farther into 
the woods and farther from the beach. After the first rise of ground at 
the beach the land is swampy, and in order to get out the fire-wood the 
troops made a temporary corduroy road. The farther they penetrated the 
forest for wood the longer the road grew, until when the troops were with- 
drawn in 1877 it was nearly half a mile long. After the departure of the 
soldiers the road was practically abandoned. It commences on the beach 
and abruptly terminates in the woods. Its commerteement, ending, and 
whole course is on the land reserved by Congress for the school. 

In order to inclose the school buildings and secure better discipline, the 
superintendent of the schools needed to fence across this former wood 
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road. This he had a legal right to do, but he refrained from doing so 
until the school constructed a better road at the side of the school grounds 
to take the place of the former wood road through them. The new road 
is better and more convenient to the village than the old one, and when 
extended will make a straight street from the beach to the cemetery. (See 
the record of the court on the change of roads, page 14.) The cemetery 
has no road to it, but is reached by a trail through a swamp from the wood 
road. 

Previous to the American occupation, the Russians had a trail along the 
beach from the village to Indian River. During the administration of 
General Davis, Military Commander, this trail was widened out into a road, 
and no effort has been made at any time by any of the missionaries to ob- 
struct it. On the contrary, they, more than any one else, are interested 
in its preservation, because they have the only four-wheeled wagon in 
Sitka. It may be said, in passing, that there is not a single horse or ox 
in Sitka, and but one mule. 

Along this road, in front of the school property, has been constructed a 
neat rustic fence. 

AS to monopolizing the cranberry marshes, that would be impossible, 
for they are found everywhere in that region. 

Further, the missionaries have no desire to build an ‘‘ Indian village ;’’ 
but they do feel it incumbent on them to encourage the educated and 
trained young men that leave the industrial school to erect small and cheap 
but neat cottages for themselves. Being educated out of and away from 
the barbarous customs of their fathers, they are naturally unwilling when 
they leave school to settle down in the old way in the native village. They 
are ambitious to have their own home, live in a civilized way, and earn 
their own living, like other energetic young men. 

Many of these young men are consistent church members, and will 
make valuable citizens. 

The District Attorney, learning that we expected to go east on the March 
steamer, had Mr. W. B. Styles,’ Rev. A. E. Austin and me, subpcenaed 
as witnesses before the grand jury to be held in May, in order to annoy us. 

As I expected to return in May, I was proceeding to carry out my plan 
of departure, when the District Attorney attempted to get an order from 
the court restraining my leaving the country. Failing in that he attempted 
to raise a mob and take me from the steamer by force. This was pre- 
vented by the firmness of Secretary Lewis, acting governor. About the 
time and after my departure the difficulties of the school culminated. 

Upon the rrth of March, the United States monthly mail steamer ar- 
rived, bringing an Indian woman of questionable character, who claimed 
possession of one of the girls inthe school. The girl is a half-breed, about 
12 to 14 years of age, and an orphan. She is a good English scholar and 
quite attractive in her personal appearance. The woman claimed to be a 
relative, (I believe a cousin.) She had no papers of guardianship or any 
proof to support her claim ; nor was she the guardian of the girl even ac- 


cording to Indian customs. The white father had left his illegitimate child 


and her mother. The mother died. On her dying bed, as I was informed 
and believe, she gave the child to Mrs. A. R. McFarland, superintendent 
of the Girls’ School and Home at Fort Wrangel, to bring up in that 
school. And after the death of the mother the child was taken from her 
mother’s house to Mrs. McFarland’s. If any one was entitled to be con- 
sidered the legal guardian of the child, in a country where, at the time, 
there was no law applicable to such a case, it was Mrs. McFarland. The 








1. A former teacher of the mission. 
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officers of the school very properly refused to let the child go. The wom- 
an then, at the instigation and with the assistance of some evil-disposed 
white men, took out a writ of habeas corpus. A special term of court was 
held at 8 o'clock in the evening. The officers of the school were refused 
a hearing,’ and the girl was given into the custody of the woman. 

Last winter an Indian sorcerer and his wife brought their daughter, 
about twelve years of age, and placed her in the school for five years. A 
short time afterwards, having an opportunity of selling her to some visit- 
ing Indians, they came and asked to take her out of the school. This 
was refused by the superintendent. They then offered to send her brother 
in her place. The superintendent replied that he would take the boy if 
they wished, but would retain the girl. They then offered him $10 in 
money if he would let the girl go. Failing to procure her, they hired two 
Indians to steal her. These men were concealed in the woods, near by, a 
week before they were discovered and captured. While these events were 
transpiring the first girl had been taken from the school on a writ of adeas 
corpus. Encouraged by this, the same white men as in the first case, as- 
. sisted the sorcerer in securing a writ, and the girl was produced in court. 
Upon this occasion the judge ruled— 

(1) That the verbal contract of the Indian parents in placing their 
child in school was not binding. 

(2) That as a white man cannot make a contract with an Indian, a writ- 
ten contract would be illegal. 

(3) That if the officers of the school attempted to restrain the children 
from running away or leaving whenever they wished, they would be liable 
to fine and imprisonment. 

Judge Dawne, who succeeded Mr. McAllisteras U. S. Judge of Alaska, 
upon opening his court took an early opportunity of reversing these de- 
cisions, and decided that the natives of Southeast Alaska were not Indians; 
that they could make contracts; sue and be sued, and do whatever any 
one else could do before the law. 

The decisions of Judge McAllister left the officers powerless to main- 
tain discipline. If a child failed in his lessons, quarreled with his 
schoolmates, neglected his work, or transgressed the rules of the school, 
and any attempt was made to correct him, in a fit of anger or sulkiness 
he could leave the school. The court had thrown the doors wide open, 
and evil-disposed men took special pains to inform the natives and en- 
courage them to remove their children from the school. 

To add to the difficulties of the situation, about that time one of the 
school girls died of pneumonia. She had careful nursing and every needed 
attention, even to the medical attendance of the surgeon on the United 
States man-of-war, the Pinta. After the burial some one started the story 
that the matron had bewitched the girl and caused her death. Soon there 
was an excited mob at the school clamoring to take their children home 
for fear the matron would kill them also. If the civil officers had then 
used their influence with the Indians to quiet the excitement and keep the 
children in school, they would have succeeded, and both parents and chil- 
dren would have been thankful after it was all over. On the contrary, the 
Marshal, the Interpreter, and especially the United States District Attor- 
ney, helped the matter along, so that, through their influence and the su- 
perstitious fear of the Indians, in a few days forty-seven children were 
taken out of school and remanded back to the filth, superstition, degrada- 
tion, and vice of their native condition. 

Among those removed from the school was a girl seventeen years of

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age who -had been sold into prostitution by her own mother. In some 
way she had escaped and found both an asylum and a home inthe school, 
but now she was turned loose to destruction. 

Another girl, of fifteen, and her sister ten years of age had been picked 
up on the beach at a mining camp. They were without friends or home, 
almost without clothing, and in a starving condition. Through neglect 
and cruel treatment, the younger one was almost blind. These orphan 
sisters were taken into the school, fed, clothed, and kindly cared for. 
Medical attendance was provided and the blind one restored to sight. The 
sisters were making fair progress when the break came and they were 
taken in charge by anaunt. The elder one was sent into prostitution, and 
the aunt is living off the wages of the child’s shame. The younger one, in 
a few days, escaped from her relatives and returned to the school. When 
her aunt came for her she clung to one of the lady teachers and had to be 
taken away by force.. Again she returned to the school and again was 
torn away. She returned the third time. It seemed so inhuman and 
outrageous to force the poor child into a life that she was making such 
desperate efforts to escape, that the officers of the school refused to let her 
relatives have her, preferring that, if she must be taken away, the respon- 
sibility should rest upon the court. 

Another girl, of fourteen, when about to be sold into prostitution for 
the benefit of a distant relative, escaped from her grandmother, who was 
guarding her, and came to the school. As a result of the decision of the 
court, she, too, was remanded back to the care of her heathen relatives, 
and has been lost to a virtuous life. 

Another, a girl of about seventeen, was being sold into prostitution by her 
stepmother and aunt. The two women, quarreling over the division of the 
blood money, came to settle the dispute before Mr. A. T. Lewis, clerk of the 
court. Mr. Lewis, whose influence is on the side of humanity and the 
schools, took the girl from her unnatural protectors, and placed her in 
the school. She, too, has gone back to her former abode of cruelty. 

Some three years ago, a little girl was accused of witchcraft. The tribe 
bound her with a rope. A stalwart chief, holding one end of the rope, 
walked in advance, dragging the child after him, while another came be- 
hind holding the other end of the rope. These men were the admiration 
of the tribe for their bravery in holding between them a puny, starved girl 
of ten. She was rescued by Professor Austin, who was in charge of the 
school, and given a home. During the troubles she was returned to the 
tribe, and may yet be tortured to death as a witch. 

Another was the slave of a prominent chief. After his death his two 
widows treated her so cruelly that she ran away, and was found hid under 
the church. She was taken into the school and furnished protection and 
a home. A man that married one of the widows claimed her as his prop- 
erty, and tried to get possession of her, but in vain. But now that the 
school is powerless to protect the orphan, the escaped slave and the help- 
less child, she has gone out from under its care, and her future remains to 
be seen. 

Another, to prevent being married to her stepfather and becoming a 
plural wife with her own mother, ran away and came to the school. For 
a long time she did not dare visit her mother, and when at length she ven- 
tured to visit home, they locked her up in a room to keep her. After some 
days she again escaped and returned to the school. Now, under the hos- 
tile influences that surround the school, she has been led away, and is 
living a life of sin in a mining camp. 

And thus also among the boys. 
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One had been soldas a slave twice before he was brought to the school. 
Another had been shot as a slave and a bullet sent crushing through his 
shoulder. Another had been tied up as a witch and kept four days with- 
out food, when he was rescued. Another when born was about to be 
killed by his parents to save the trouble of taking care of him. <A neigh- 
boring woman took pity on the babe and removed him to her own house. 
When the school commenced he was placed in it. Many others had come 
under the protection of the school through trials and dangers. They were 
making good progress in books and industrial pursuits, and advancing 
in the ways of civilization. The older ones were looking forward to the 
erection of American homes for themselves, when the break came and the 
work was greatly set back. 

Nine months later, when sufficient time had elapsed to show some of the 
results, the Rev. A. E. Austin, writing to a friend in the East, says : 

“* * * This very week one of the girls, who ran away last summer, came to 
us sobbing as if her heart would break, begging us to take her back into the Home 
again, but she has led such a wicked life since she left us, we were compelled to 
refuse her, although our hearts ached for her. Florine, a beautiful child, is in her 


grave, and all the. older ones, $0 far as we know, have gone to destr uction. Iam 
glad that the guilt of this crime does not rest on my soul.’?? * * 


From March to May was a series of petty annoyances by the officials. 
Children were encouraged to run away from school, and parents incited 
to remove their children. 

Hearing that a teacher had punished a child in school, a warrant for 
assault and battery was made out, but not served. 

Rey. A. E. Austin, upon one occasion, preaching to the natives upon 
the rebellion of Absalom, quoted his words: ‘(Oh that I were made judge 
in the land,’’ &c., I] Samuel oie & 

This was reported to the Judge. Having sent for the District Attorney 
they, together, searched the Statutes for authority to arrest Mr. Austin for 
‘“contempt of court.’’ 

In May was opened the first regular term of court ever held in Alaska. 

On the grand jury were placed Russian Creoles who did not under- 
stand the English language. When the attention of the court was called 
to it, District Attorney Haskett replied that he could make them under- 
stand sufficient for his purpose. He also nominated a foreman he could 
use, and it was currently reported that he and the foreman were overheard 
entering into a combination to ‘‘go for Dr. Jackson.’’ 

As soon as the case could be reached in court the temporary injunction 
against the Mission property was dissolved. 

The District Attorney then bent all his engeries to procure indictments 
against me. The grand jury were plied with false statements and misin- 
terpretation of law, until after being in session 19 days, it is not strange that 
they were worried into finding 13 indictments, five of which were against 
me. On the five, it is said, that the jury stood 12 to 11. The U. S. Dis- 
trict Attorney knew so little law that, it is said, not one of the 13 indict- 
ments was drawn up in a legal manner, and that consequently all of them 
could have been thrown out of court on a demurrer. 

One of those against myself was for writing a letter to the foreman of the 
grand jury, which I hada right todo. The other four were for building 
fences, walks, and other improvements for the school upon Government 
lands reserved by Congress for the purpose. 

Congress forbade the “importation, manufacture, and sale of intoxicating 
liquors’’ in Alaska. And yet there are at least thirty saloons in South- 
eastern Alaska where intoxicating liquor was openly sold, and the District 
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Attorney was a daily customer. The lowest kind of dance houses were 
in full blast without a license, native girls from twelve to fifteen years of 
age were frequently outraged, slaves were bought and sold by the natives; 
but the U. S. District Attorney had no time to bring these trivial offenses 
before the grand jury. It was more important for the public welfare ‘‘to 
go for the missionaries.’ 
The letter written to the foreman of the grand jury was as follows: 
Sirka, ALASKA, May 20, 1885. 
Mr. FULLER, Foreman of the Grand Jury. 
DEAR SiR: Learning that the grand jury have matters before them pertaining 
to myself, I ask to be heard before they come to a decision. 
Believing that your jury are honorable men desiring to hear all sides before 
acting, I remain, 
Yours truly, 
SHELDON JACKSON, 
U.S. General Agent of Education. 


Iam advised that, under the following section of the laws of Oregon 
(which, as far as applicable, are extended over Alaska), I had a clear 
legal right to be heard before the grand jury, and that was all that the 
letter asked. 

Laws of Oregon as amended in 1880, Section 166, page 28 provides: 


In the trial of or examination upon all indictments, complaints, information, 
and other proceedings before any court, magistrate, jury, Grand Jury or other 
tribunal against persons accused or charged with the commission of crimes or 
offenses, the person so charged or accused shall, at his own request, but not other- 
wise. be deemed a competent witness, the credit to be given to his testimony being 
left solely to the jury under the instructions of the court, or to the discrimination 


_ of the magistrate, grand jury, or other tribunal before which such testimony may 


be given. 


The grand jury received my letter, and by a vote invited me to testify 
before them, which I did; and then they turned around, and under the in- 
structions of Judge McAllister, indicted me for writing the letter. 

When it reached the court, however, the indictment was set aside. 

The four indictments for obstructing the public highways were set for 
trial at the November term of court, and I was placed under $2000 bonds 
to appear for trial. 

On the roth of August, under instructions from Washington to establish 
certain schools to commence in September, I went aboard the mail steamer 
with school desks and furniture for the Government school at Wrangell, 
and with charts, maps, &c., for the schools at Hoonah, Haines, Juneau, 
Wrangell and Jackson; also with the papers and instructions necessary to 
set them in operation early in September. I was also expecting to visit 
Killisnoo and see what arrangements could be made for a school there. 
Just as the gang-plank was to be drawn in and the steamer leave, I was 
arrested by Deputy Marshal Sullivan, and with unnecessary rudeness 
hustled off the steamer, locked up in a cell, and denied even an empty 
box to sit upon. After the steamer was out of reach, I was taken before 
the judge, arrangements made for increasing my bonds to $3200, and I 
was set free. 

As we have only one mail steamer a month, they accomplished their 
purpose in detaining me at Sitka. 

This was the last outrage and the end of the power of the officials, as 
the next mail steamer brought their successors. 

The new United States District Attorney, Col. M. D. Ball, gave early 
attention to the indictments pending against me. 

Finding that the matter on which the four indictments for obstructing 
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a road were based was not, under the laws of Oregon, a criminal offense, 
nor an 7xdictable offense, but at most a misdemeanor, cognizable before a 
justice of the peace, and also finding that the obstruction in the one case 
was purely technical and in the others an alteration of the road which 
came within the spirit of the law, he moved that they be set aside. 

The exact grounds on which the indictments were set aside are stated 
in the following entry on the records of the court:

ON INDICTMENTS Nos. 19, 20, 21. 


In these cases the indictments are set aside and defendant’s bail exonerated upon 
motion of the United States District Attorney made for the reason that the indict- 
ments are, neither of them, endorsed ** A True Bill,”? and such endorsement, signed 
by the foreman of the Grand Jury, as required by Sec. 6, Ch. 7, page 348, and ap- 
plied by See. 115, Ch. X, page 355, Criminal Code of Oregon, upon Sec. 715, Ch. 
X, page 445, of which said indictments are founded, and which omission has been 
held by the court as sufficient ground for dismissal in case No. 18. 

Aud the District Attorney asks to have it spread upon the record that he will not, 
of his own motion, nor unless required to act upon the complaint of some party who 
shall feel aggrieved by the alleged obstruction, take further action in the premises— 
for the reasons— 

Ist. That the Code of Oregon, Sec. 5, Ch. I, page 461, provides in express terms 
that offenses defined in section 715 (under which these indictments are found) shall 
be subject to the jurisdiction of Justices of the Peace, whose authority is conferred on 
United States Commissioners in this District, under section 5 of the Organic Act. 

2d. ‘That the known and well-defined facts which constitute the alleged offense are 
not such as, in his opinion, would warrant a conviction by atrial jury—the obstruc- 
tion in one case being purely technical, and not supported by reason for its applica- 
tion, and in the others an alteration having been made which comes within the spirit 
of the Oregon law, (its letter not being capable of being applied for want of county 
court machinery,) in that it not only does not ‘* materially inerease the distanee to 
the injury of the public,”’ but in fact is in all respects *S equal to the old for the con- 
venience of travellers,’? and will be, when completed, superior. 

Which request is granted.

The setting aside of the indictments by the court, and the removal of the 
offending officials by the President, closed the persecutions in Alaska. 

The opposition was then transferred to Washington. The removed 
officials and their friends have sent repeated misrepresentations to the De- 
partments and used the public press to blacken my character, impeach my 
credibility and belittle the efficiency of my work, on the one hand, and, on 
the other, excuse the conduct of the ex-officials. 

To meet these misrepresentations I call particular attention to the testi- 
monies contained in the Appendix to this pamphlet. 


APPENDIX. 


A Sworn Statement of Facts in relation to the Troubles in the Native Industrial and 
Training School at Sitka, Alaska, in 1885, by Prof. A. J. DAvis, late Super- 
intendent. 


On the 11th day of March, 1885, I arrived at Sitka, Alaska, and at once assumed 
charge of the Indian school as its superintendent. 

The steamer on which [ traveled from Portland, Oregon, to Sitka had among its 
passengers an Indian woman who took passage at Victoria, B. C. From all that I 
observed while on board the steamer, together with what [ gathered from conversa- 
tion with others on the route, I had every reason to believe the woman to be of 
very doubtful character. This woman claimed to be a cousin of one of the young 
girls in the Training School, and soon after her arrival at Sitka she had issued a writ 
of habeas corpus for the person of the young girl in question. The girl was taken 
before Hon. Ward McAllister, U. S. District Judge. As soon as [heard of the pro- 
ceeding I hastened to the court. ‘his was about 9o0°clock Pp. M. When I arrived in 
the court room the evidence for the plaintiff was almost all heard. When I sueceeded 
in gaining the attention of the court I stated that I was now superintendent of the 
school aud desired to be heard, adding that from what I had seen and heard while 
on the steamer I did not regard the woman a fit person to whom to confide a young 
girl. The court refused to hear me further, and peremptorily decided that the 
woman could take the girl, which she did accordingly, and left on the steamer early 
on the following morning. Neither time nor opportunity was given me to secure 
counsel or make a defense, Subsequent events did not change my opinion of the 
character or purpose of the woman. 

The effect of the ruling of the court in this and a subsequent case was to cause 
almost one-half of the children to run away from the school and to prejudice the na- 
tives against placing other children in the institution. The fate of many of the 
larger girls who ran away may be inferred. A letter just received from one of the 
employés of the school states : 

**One of the girls who ran away last summer came up to the house sobbing as if 
her heart would break, and begged us to take her back again. She had lived a very 
wicked life since leaving the Home, so with aching hearts we were compelled to re- 
fuse her.” 

I have many reasons to believe that some of the civil officers at that time in the 
Territory were inimical to the school, and were responsible for much harm done. 

My connection with the schoo] made me cognizant of much that Hon. Sheldon 
Jackson did while he had charge of the institution, and while I was in the ‘Territory 
I failed to see any disregard on his part of the lawful rights of parents and citizens. 
His zeal, encrgy aud thorough devotion to the work are to be commended. He was 
abused and persecuted by those who should have seconded his efforts, and many acts 
were resorted to in order to hinder his plans. 

I deem it due to Dr. Jackson that the above facts should be known and that he 
should be permitted to complete the work he has begun and continued with so mueh 
efficiency and personal sacrifice.

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A Sworn Statement of Lieut. T. DIX BOLLES, U.S. N., concerning the persecution of 
Dr. Sheldon Jackson by Government officials in Alaska. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March 5, 1886. 

My attention having beeu called to the statement published in the edition of March 
Ist, New York ‘* World,’ in reference to the removal of Judge McAllister, which 
article contains also a fierce attack upon the reputation of Rev. Sheldon Jackson, 
Edueational Agent for Alaska, said article purporting to be derived from the papers 
in the case as filed before your Committee, I desire to place myself on record as pro- 
testing against the falsity of much therein stated. 

As a naval officer on duty in Alaskan waters in 1881-4-5, I am able to speak from 
personal knowledge, and as an outsider to the issues, from an unbiased standpoint. 

Up to the time the civil government relieved the Navy from control of Alaskan 
affairs, the schools. under charge of Dr. Jackson, had been steadily advaneing in 
scope and usefulness. Not very shortly after, in the fall of 1884, various members 
of the civil government, both in their actions and in their conversations with me, 
showed that there was a strong feeling against the Mission Schools and their teachers, 
not simply against Dr. Jackson, but others. One went so far as to say *‘he would 
break them up.”’ 

The District Attorney, an intemperate man, even openly by words incited the 
Russians and Indians to overt acts of violence and arson. 

The course of Judge McAllister in permitting a woman—not the mother of the 
child—to take the child away from the school where its parents had placed it, was 
the opening wedge for numbers of others and led to a loss of almost one-half of the 
scholars, many of them young girls, who represented to their parents just so much 
coin by the sale of their virtue. 

No attempt was made to carry out Article 14* of the Organic Act, the anthorities 
being afraid to uphold the law as passed by Congress. (Lhis statement was made 
to me by Judge McAllister.) 

The liuw was used as acover to screen personal animosities, and persistent efforts 
were made tocripple and demoralize the schools. Finally an official act of the court. 
so grossly brutal and unjust, was perpetrated,t that the Governor and Marshal, who 
had before been only too glad to throw difficulties in Dr. Jackson’s way, came out 
openly with their condemnation, saying that ‘*such conduct was illegal and improper, 
passing beyond decency.”’ 

In regard to Dr. Jackson, I can from personal knowledge say that he is zealous 
and earnest in his efforts for the good of the Indians and the educational interests 
of Alaska, and faithful in the discharge of his duties. 

I have found him truthful and honest, in fact an earnest, hardworking, faithful, 
Christian man. ‘These virtues being the antithesis of Alaskan ideas, naturally have 
produced bitter foes.

Statement of Rev. ALONZO E. Austin, Presbyterian Clergyman at Sitka, Alaska. 


SITKA, ALASKA, April 1, 1885. 


DEAR FRIEND: Your kind letter reached me by last steamer and found us all in 
great trouble, and we have been eating the bread of affliction ever since. 

IT can hardly hold my pen in my hand to-day. 

The civil government of Alaska, from which we hoped so much, has inaugurated 
its reign by practically breaking up our Mission. Dr. Jackson left for Washington 
by last steamer, and [ suppose you will hear through him some account of the com- 
mencement of our troubles, but he will be surprised to hear how far they have gone. 
We had then overahundred boys and girls in our Home. ‘To-day we have less than 
fifty, and before the steamer arrives I fear we shall not have twenty, and it may 
be we shall have to suspend entirely.

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You will wonder how this can be possible. The night Dr. Jackson left the Judge 
issued a writ of habeas corpus at nine o’clock Pp. M. and took one of our girls, 
between twelve and thirteen years of age, and turned her over to a cousin, a vile 
woman, who came up on the steamer from Victoria and carried her away with her. 
Soon after this an Indian doctor’s girl was taken away from the Home in the same 
way, although her parents brought her to us not two months before, and put her in 
the Home for five years, as we proved by the matron and our interpreter. The Judge 
decides that a verbal contract is not binding, and that a white man has no right to 
make a contract of any kind with an Indian. 

It is evident that all the officers of the civil government are opposed to us, with 
two exceptions—be ié said to their praise—Mr. Lewis, the clerk of the court, who is 
a true friend, I think, and Hon. J. G. Brady, U.S. Commissioner. The District 
Attorney is a notorious drunkard. He applied to Rev. J. G. Brady, (who was the 
first missionary to Sitka,) United States Commissioner, for a warrant to arrest me 
for punishing one of the boys, but he would not grant it. The parents of the boy 
tried to get him away, but he would not go, although he is not over ten years of age. 

The Judge has granted an injunction, restraining us from building or making any 
improvements on our lands, &e. 

The civil authorities employ a Russian interpreter, and they have three native 
policemen who are paid by them. I think these facts will help you to understand 
the situation. 

A few Sabbaths ago [ preached on the rebellion of Absalom, and quoted his words, 
**Oh, that I were made judge in the land,’’ &c.; I[Samuel. Some one told the Judge 
and Marshal that I said they were hypocrites, liars, &c., and I hear they were furious 
and were going to arrest me at once, but found they were mistaken. I could not 
understand the matter until I happened to think of the seripture quoted. Do not be 
surprised if you hear I am in the guard house. I do not feel I deserve such honor 
for the Master, but I am ready to go if He wills. 

What we need is to have the present Judge, District Attorney and Marshal re- 
moved at once; and if we cannot have Christian men in their places, do let us have 
moral, sober men at least. Whiskey is plentiful; dance houses abound; but it 
seems that about the only thing the present Government can find to do is to break 
up a flourishing Indian school. 

There is danger that this trouble will reach all our mission stations in Alaska, and 
there is danger that some of the missionaries may be killed by Indians, who will hear 


the most exaggerated account of our troubles, 
Sincerely yours, ALONZO E. AUSTIN.

That she is personally acquainted with the Rev. Sheldon Jackson, D. D., general 
agent of education in Alaska, having been intimately associated with him in mission 
work for more than six years in New Mexico, and for the last eight years con- 
tinuously in Alaska. 

That she has the utmost confidence in the honesty, veracity, integrity, and up- 
rightness of the said Jackson, and that she has always found him to be, and that 
she believes him to be, an earnest, conscientious Christian gentleman. 

That she has read the article in the New York World of March Ist, A. D. 1886, 
entitled ‘‘Mr. Ward McAllister’s Son,’ and that in so far as regards the charges 
therein made against the character of the said Jackson she knows them to be false 
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and utterly without foundation, and she believes them to have been made maliciously 
and from personal animosity and spite.

Sworn Statement of Rev. EUGENE 8. WILLARD, of Haines, Alaska. The effect of 
the misrule of the Government Officials upon a Tribe 200 miles distant. 
Threatened Massacre of the Mission Family. 


In 1881 I and my family located as missionaries among the Chilcat people at 
Haines, 200 miles north of Sitka. 

When the troubles commenced at Sitka we and a lady associated with us were the 
only white people at our station. News of the troubles spread rapidly from tribe 
to tribe. When the word reached our people that ‘* the new white men ’’ (Goyern- 
ment officials) said the teachers were ‘‘ no good,”’ that they maltreated the children 
under their care, ‘*S starved, beat, and witched them to death,” it was believed. Our 
people became insolent and unteachable, suspicious and contemptuous toward us. 

The children in our school home, through their affection for us personally, could 
not be induced by all the arts of their friends to leave us, and were happily saved 
from forcible removal by the firm and decided stand which we took to shield them. 

Hoochinoo making became for the first time in the history of our mission open 
and fashionable. Men, women and children were drunk. Children of the village 
were prohibited by their people from attending the day school, and finally the lives 
of our two babes were by the tribe ordered to be taken as payment for the life of a 
chief’s daughter, who, while in the training school at Sitka, had died of pneumonia. 
She had every attention that careful nursing could give her, including the services 
of the surgeon from the United States ship Pinta. 

So hindered was our work by this attitude of the people, directly traceable to the 
influence of Government misrule at Sitka, that it became necessary to suspend the 
mission work at Haines. 

In direct contrast to this has been the work of Dr. Jackson, first to enter the lists 
for the enlightenment of the native people of Alaska; his unchanging course has 
been one of unflinching endeavor, through difficulties, opposition and calumny, to- 
ward the best good of the ‘lerritory and the elevation of its people. 

During our nearly five years’ intimate connection with him in Alaska, we have 
never known his zeal to flag, even under a steady ten hours a day work in the rain, 
on school premises. In the discharge of his duties as a servant of the Government, 
as agent of education, we believe that he has been no less faithful, and that he has 
been honest, efficient, and trustworthy.

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The Hon. JOHN Eaton, LL.D., U. S. Commissioner of Education, whose posi- 
tion makes him responsible for his selections, in an official communication to the 
Honorable the Secretary of the Interior, April 9th, 1885, concerning the appointment 
of General Agent of Education in Alaska, says : * 


“* * * In looking for the proper person to become such agent I find no one 
either so well qualified or so strongly recommended as Mr. Sheldon Jackson. He 
has repeatedly visited considerable portions of the country and written a book which 
is a popular source of information in regard to its people and their progress, and led 
the way in the establishment of the schools at present taught in the Territory, and is 
now their superintendent. He was unanimously recommended for the position of 
Superintendent of Instruction by all of the private organizations some time since 
aiming to promote education in Alaska, and by a considerable number of prominent 
men. [have known Mr, Jackson thoroughly for a considerable number of years. 
He is a Christian gentleman of excellent ability, great energy, and, I believe, 
specially fitted to carry through successfully the plan of establishing schools in that 
far-off country.” 


Again, in a reply to a communication concerning the troubles in Alaska, General 
Eaton writes in vindication of Dr. Jackson as follows : 


DEPARTMENT OF THE INTERIOR, 
BUREAU OF EDUCATION, 
WASHINGTON, D. C., August 24th, 1885. 

Str: [have given these matters careful consideratiou and wouldjremark as follows : 

(A) First, respecting Dr. Jackson’s qualifications as General Agent of Education 
in Alaska. He is admitted, I believe, by all who know him to be a man of good 
ability and great energy, and of thoroughly upright character. He has had a course 
of instruction in one of the colleges of the State of New York, and the training of 
one of her theological seminaries. He is widely known as a speaker and writer ; 
indeed, there is indefinite evidence of his literary qualifications. Personally I have 
known him for a number of years, especially in connection with his interest and 
efforts for the promotion of education in the territories, and more recently in Alaska. 
In all my intercourse with him I have never seen anything to lead me to doubt his 
qualifications for the duties assigned him, but I have seen much to convince me of 
his fitness for them. In addition to his ability, his culture and large experience, I 
have known of his special interest in the Territory of Alaska. I believe he has done 
more than any other one man to make the condition of that Territory known to the 
people of the United States and to create the sentiment out of which has come the 
legislation establishing a government for that neglected country. He has urged the 
subject in the columns of many newspapers and spoken in most if not all of the 
great cities from the Pacific to the Atlantic, and before various educational organi- 
zations, local and national. 

In his conferences with me he has shown a ready appreciation of the fact that edu- 
cation in Alaska should not be exclusively in letters, but specially adapted to the 
people in their environment, and fitted to prepare them most speedily to improve 
their condition, to make them intelligent, virtuous, industrious, and skillful in the 
pursuit of their various avocations and in the discharge of their duties to each other 
and as citizens of the country now responsible for their government. He has been 
specially efficient in establishing mission schools in that far-off country by the aid 
of his own church. He has been the agent in seeking the co-operation of various 
other denominational agencies of education and has had their hearty approval and 
assurance of co-operation. In addition, I may say that I believe that there is an 
indefinite number of those who know Dr. Jackson who fully concur in the opinion 
I have stated. I find in the proceedings of the last National Educational Associa- 
tion, embracing educators of various religious denominations and from all parts of 
the country, among the resolutions unanimously passed the following : 


‘* EDUCATION IN ALASKA. 


** Resolved, That this association rejoices to know that Congress has provided for 
schooling the children of Alaska, and that Dr. Sheldon Jackson has been designated 
as agent to organize these schools. We know of no one so well qualified as he is 
for this distant and difticult task, and we send him our heartiest greetings. 

. (Signed) ‘*F, Louis SOLDAN, President.

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Second. he grand jury on the subject of education observes : 


‘* We recognize the long established policy of our government to encourage schools 
and educational facilities, and would say that our Russian citizens are as a class 
poor and unacquainted with the rights and privileges of American citizens, and that 
non-sectarian schools, by fair, honest, and upright persons, not prejudiced in favor 
of any sect or creed, should be established for the benefit of the white children of 
Alaska Territory.”’ 

It will be observed that this opinion of the grand jury has reference only to the 
white children of Alaska Territory, which, according to the Census Report of 1880, 
had only 430 whites in a total population of 33,426, or, if the proportion should hold 
true there as it does often in other localities, that one-fifth of the population may be 
reckoned of school age, their consideration had reference only to the white school 
population of only 86 out of a total school population of 6,685. 

Moreover, it appears that they were unmindful of the law under which the Ter- 
ritory was organized, and under which they were acting, which provides in Sec- 
tion 13— 


‘“¢The Secretary of the Interior shall make needful and proper provision for the 
education of children of school age in the Territory of Alaska without reference to 
race.” 


It should be observed also that the white children are mainly centered at a few 
points. On this point I should also observe that Dr. Jackson, the General Agent 
of Education in Alaska, in order to avoid any race difficulty that might possibly 
arise, recommended that there should be at each Sitka and Juneau two schools, and 
thus any race irritation avoided. 

Moreover, the teachers supplied to open the schools at Sitka and Juneau were not 
of Dr. Jackson’s own religious denomination, and therefore he could not be sub- 
jected to the charge that he was imposing his own sectarian views upon the schools 
which he was organizing. I have hoped that there would be an opportunity to 
refer these data to Sitka and obtain further explanations. 

Meantime, Professor Davis, whom I have known as a correspondent of this office, 
and for a number of years as superintendent of schools in one of the counties of 
Pennsylvania, and who has resided for some time as a teacher in Sitka, a man, I be- 
lieve, of the highest character and of excellent ability to judge of the facts, 
assures me of Dr. Jackson’s fitness and efficiency as General Agent for Education 
there. 

Professor Dall, an eminent scientist, who has spent considerable time in explor- 
ing Alaska, who prepared the first elaborate volume in English on that country, 
and who has been entrusted with the compilation of the material for the maps of 
Alaska published by the Coast Survey, and who is constantly observing the situa- 
tion of affairs in Alaska, expresses to me his regret that this opposition to schools 
has been stirred up in Sitka, and says that he believes that it has been concen- 
trated against Dr. Jackson because of the ability, fidelity, and energy with which 
he has sought to serve the purposes of the Government there, and his sharpness 
and persistence in exposing the misconduct of those who would impose upon the 
ignorance of the natives. Indeed, so far as I know, Dr. Jackson’s actions and 
statements have been wholly in accord with those statements of the condition of 
things in that country, upon which the President and the Honorable Secretary of 
the Interior have felt called upon to supply new officers to several of the most im- 
portant civil positions in that country, especially those located at Sitka. It should 
not be forgotten that the trouble and unpleasant feeling represented in these papers 
herewith returned, is limited to Sitka, and that Sitka is only a single point in the 
vast country in which the General Agent of Education is expected to operate, and 
that no one, aside from Dr. Jackson, appears, so far as I know, to have shown any 
such knowledge or capacity or fitness for undertaking the difficult work outside of 
Sitka as he has. 

(B) In regard to the indictments found against Dr. Jackson by the grand jury, it 
is difficult to write without more definite knowledge. From Professor Davis, who 
was at Sitka at the time of the efforts to procure indictments against Dr. Jackson, 
I learn that the first indictment was for writing a letter to the grand jury, and the 
facts, as Professor Davis understood them, were that the grand jury was to con- 
sider the question of indicting Dr. Jackson, and he (the Doctor) asked by letter, in 
accordance with their rules, that he be allowed to be heard personally, and, as 
Professor Davis understood, they heard him personally, and rejected the pro- 
posed indictment, but indicted him for writing the letter. 

The other indictments, ostensibly for obstructing the highway, Prof. Davis as- 
sured me were connected with the erection of buildings for the Indian Training 
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‘School. These buildings were erected on two sides of what is known as the ‘* Gen- 
eral Davis’’ road, and that in order to facilitate the work of the school and protect 
the health of the pupils a covered way was built over the road between the two 
buildings, and as I understood Prof. Davis, in his judgment, there was in no sense 
any obstruction of the road in the erection of the buildings in the covered way or 
the fences, but that by some process which he did not understand five indictments 
of this character were specified, and the professor assured me that all of the in- 
dictments which were tried before he left were dismissed. He believed that they 
were all frivolous and without foundation, and that they would be so decided in 
due time by the court, and that these indictments would only point more unmis- 
takably to Dr. Jackson’s efficiency on the one hand, and the unwarrantable spirit 
on the other hand which has been attempting to defeat all the efforts for the 
education of the natives of Alaska. I am confident that with new, competent, 
faithful, public-spirited, virtuous, and patriotic officers, a new and desirable order 
of things will appear in place of these troubles, and that Dr. Jackson will be found 
one of the most efficient promoters of this desirable result. All of which is respect- 
fully submitted.

Again, in transmitting to the Senate a copy of the Report of Schools in Alaska, 
Gen. EATON writes :* , 


MARCH 1, 1886. 
To the Honorable THE SECRETARY OF THE INTERIOR, 
Washington, D. C. 


Str: I have the honor to transmit herewith the report of Dr. Sheldon Jackson, 
General Agent of Education in Alaska, called for in your letter of the 17th ult., in 
accordance with Senate Resolution of February 15, 1886. 

In forwarding this report, allow me to say that in obeying the order from the 
Department to organize the common schools required under the provisions of the 
Organic Act providing a form of Government for Alaska, the first requisite, as it 
seemed to me, was some one in Alaska possessed of the ability, education, honesty, 
devotion, courage and willingness to sacrifice his comfort and himself and endure the 
hardships and perils of undertaking to supervise the establishment of the schools; one 
who should not only understand the facts in the condition of the youth to be taught, 
but who should be able to aid in securing the teachers fit for the work. No one, to 
my knowledge, met these requirements as did Dr. Sheldon Jackson, who had already 
spent so much time in the ‘Territory, and who had studied the people and their en- 
vironment so thoroughly, and who had done so much to arouse the country to an 
effort for the education of their children. 

Although I had carefully studied Alaska with reference to the possibilities of edu- 
cation there, and had endeavored to report the facts as I found them with the same 
- care that I had studied and reported all other portions of the country since entering 
upon the duties of this office, I could have accomplished little or nothing had not Dr. 
Jackson accepted the place of General Agent of Education as named by you. With 
his aid I believe that good progress has been made, considering the distances to be 
travelled and the lack ef communication and the other obstacles encountered. Plans 
have been matured; the co-operation of benevolent agencies has, as far as possible, 
been secured, in some cases greatly increasing the amount expended and the 
good accomplished; the schools have been started upon methods and principles 
specially calculated to take the people as they are, on their soil, in their climate, and 
with all their other peculiar surroundings and all their customs, and give them the 
benefit of instruction in the virtues of our civilization before they are destroyed by 
its vices. ‘lhe people are self-supporting and teachable, and never should be set 
back by introducing the destructive features long ago admitted into our policy of 
treating the Indians, and now found at once so obstructive and so expensive in the 
present efforts for their wise education. Although the report is only a preliminary 
one—coming in the first few months of progress—it is brought as nearly as possible 
down to date, and is full in details of great value. 

It will be seen that I have not thought it best, with the smallness of the ap- 
propriation already made for the work, to begin the erection of school buildings, 





* See Senate Ex. Doc. 85, 49th Congress, Ist Session, 
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but in my opinion there is now in hand sufficient data on which to base estimates 
and to proceed to erect buildings. These, in my judgment, with the school-house, 
should include a residence for the family of the teacher. 

I have elsewhere recommended that $50,000 should be appropriated for the next 
fiscal year. 

It only remains for me to add that [ have many evidences that the schools and 
the general agent have been uniformly favorably received by the Alaskans, and 
that the only opposition has originated with those who should have been the first 
and most constant to aid him and his work. 

I may be pardoned, perhaps, if I add that I have felt that in our neglect to 
fulfill our solemn treaty promises with the Alaskans, our boasted free goyvern- 
ment has in their case been brought into unfavorable comparison with the Im- 
perial Government of autocratic Russia, and I have therefore taken special pleasure 
in endeavoring under the order of the department to give the people of those dis- 
tant regions, even at this late day, the benefit of our common schools in the form 
best adapted to their good and best calculated to teach them our ideas, and to 
introduce among them the knowledge of the blessings of our free institutions.

THE CHURCH AND HomMEg, Harrisburg, Pa., May, 1885, prints the following let- 
ter of Prof. A. J. Davis, Superintendent of the Industrial Training School, Sitka, 


Alaska: 
SITKA, ALASKA, April 9, 1885. 

DEAR MR. CHAMBERS: I left Harrisburg.on February 18, and arrived at Sitke 
March 11, being two days less than a month on the way. On my arrival I found 
matters in connection with the Mission and the Indian Industrial Home in a disturbed 
condition. Several of the officials of the civil government of the Territory are in 
open hostility toward the Mission and School, and have succeeded in practically 
breaking up the school within the past month. They stirred up the Russian resi- 
dents against us, sowed distrust and dissatisfaction among the Indians, and insti- 
tuted petty suits to annoy us, and make these simple-minded people think we are 
violators of the law. First they took away from us by legal process one of our 
brightest and most attractive girls, who was given to Mrs. McFarland several years 
ago by her mother, and surrendered her to a woman whose character in the past has 
been notoriously bad, and we presume the girl is now leading a lewd life* though 
she is only twelve years old, Another girl was next taken by her parents. ‘This 
was a signal for a general exodus, and, while one month ago we had over one hun- 
dred in the home, there are now less than fifty remaining, The Judge has decided 
that any person can come and take away from us any child, no matter what agree- 
ment has been entered upon with the parents of the child, and that the person so 
taking the child need not bea relative provided the child is willing to go. With 
such a construction of the law, together with the feeling of opposition to us which 
now pervades the community, we are almost powerless. Years of self-denial and 
laborious devotion by our missionaries seem to have been spent in vain. Of course 
we trust this condition of affairs is only temporary, but the loss to us already is irrep- 
arable. Children who had been in the homes at Sitka and Wrangle for several 
years and were well trained and partially educated—could read, write and speak 
English—have left us, and would not be desirable people to have return to the school 
after the life they are now leading. 

The District Attorney is most active in acts of annoyance. He is said to be a man 
of intemperate life, and while the provisions of the organic act for this territory in 
relation to possession, sale or importation of intoxicating liquors are openly and 
flagrantly violated with impunity, this man busies himself in stirring up strife in 
petty matters. It is said that he receives fees in every case brought before the court, 
in addition to his salary, so you may infer one incentive by whicb he is actuated. 

We feel discouraged, but are confident the right will triumph in the end. We 
solicit the prayers of the Christian people of Harrisburg in our behalf. The Lord 
will surely hear the ery of His people and will afford us relief in His own good time 
and way. 

Hoping God may shower His richest blessing on your labors, I remain,

To the COMMISSIONER OF INDIAN AFFAIRS, 
Washington, D. C. 


Str: Rey. Sheldon Jackson has shown me a letter in which a statement of com- 
plaints received at your office from citizens of Sitka is set forth. 

As an officer under Government who has been here for some time, and is fully 
cognizant of all the facts, [ would most respectfully state that in regard to the com- 
plaints as numbered in your letter : 

Ist. The original town site plot of New Archangel was thrown out by the Land 
Office soon after the purchase of Alaska, and there is no town site or town govern- 
ment. 

2d. The Davis road as originally built is still open, the only encroachment being 
a covered way over it sufficiently wide and high to permit safe and easy passage to 
the largest wagon or team in town. 

That no road has been fenced up, nor any attempt been made to do so. The Rus- 
sians never gravelled a road or walk, and until General Davis built the road only an 
Indian trail existed, of which the country all over Alaska is a network. General 
Davis made a good corduroy gravelled road, which has since been repaired by the 
Navy, but the so-called Russian citizens never spent a cent or worked an hour on 
the road. The so-called public walk or park, consisting of a six-foot gravel path 
through half a mile of marsh and bog, over which very seldom any one passes other 
than an occasional unwary stranger. . 

3d. Like all schools certain hours are set apart for parents’ visits, and they are 
never at these times prohibited unless peculiar circumstances should necessitate ; it 
has been the exception and not the rule. 

4th. The fact in regard to slave labor was before the grand jury last week, and 
they, although supposed to be anxious to find a true bill, threw the charge out as 
frivolous. A mail contract twice or thrice sublet finally to an Indian who uses an- 
other Indian supposed to be a slave to help him paddle a canoe. 

As an officer on the spot I must say that certain members of the civil government 
have spent their energies and time in striving to break up this Indian school instead 
of attending to flagrant breaches of the law which took place daily under their eyes 
and in which they joined. 

The district attorney is particularly an example. He has been drunk more than 
half the time on whiskey which he brought into Sitka, when the law distinctly says 
that such sale is illegal, and not a man has been molested.

T'o the Hon. COMMISSIONER OF INDIAN AFFAIRS, 
Washington, D. C. 


Str: I have read the letter of Lt. Bolles and concur in what he says. The con- 
duet of Governor Kinkead, Marshal Hillger, and District Attorney Haskett toward 
the Mission School here, and especially toward Dr. Sheldon Jackson, is, in my judg- 
ment, without excuse. The largest saloon keeper in the town told me this very day 
that the District Attorney owed him a large sum for drinks at the bar, and that he 
did not expect to get a cent out of him. Governor Kinkead has been drunk most 
of his time, and spends his intervals in cursing Dr. Jackson. An Indian woman 
told me a few days ago that the Marshal is her sweetheart, and I have every reason 
to believe that she told the truth. Such men have no love for missions, nor for what 
they teach. They have stirred up strife since they came, and have made the lives 
of some of us miserable for the past six months. It is about time that those in 
authority in Washington knew something of the private lives of these men who are 
opposing missions and schools. 

I make the above statements deliberately—feel prepared to prove them and more 
if necessary.

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Statement of Hon. JOHN G. BRADY, U. S, Commissioner, Probate Judge, and Land 
Office Registrar, Sitka, Alaska, on WARD MCALLISTER, Jr., published in the 
daily Chicago Tribune of November ‘ 23, 1885. 


* * * T understand strong influences are at work to have Judge Ward McAllis~ 
ter reinstated as Judge of tlte Territory. When law was extended to Alaska Mc- 
Allister was appointed Judge, though the appointment was opposed by Secretary 
Folger and other members of the Cabinet. He had never been in the Territory, 
and knew nothing of the laws of Oregon. » His legal experience was what he found 
in a brief term as Assistant United States District Attorney at San Francisco. His 
father, a New York caterer, was an intimate friend of Attorney-General Brewster, 
and Brewster insisted on the appointment. He was less than 30 years old, was an 
Eastern dude and Anglomaniac, had been a short time on the Pacific, and was 
destitute of almost every attribute which would entitle him to the supreme control of 
the judicial, legal, and executive affairs of a great, half-civilized Territory—for such 
control the appointment practically gives. With his little velvet jacket, high collar, 
gloves and dandy cane, I tell you he was a rare curiosity in Sitka. May "17, 1884. 
the Territory was made a judicial district. September last McAllister was removed 
by President Cleveland and Judge Dawne of Salem, Oregon, appointed in his place. 
This appointment has to be confirmed by the Senate, and owing to the strength of 
the influences at work McAllister may be reinstated, which would be a serious 
calamity for the Territory. He antagonized mission work, being assisted in this 
by District Attorney Haskett, who was removed at the same time. Between these two 
the so-called administration of law was a mockery, even to the natives. They made 
the United States prohibitory law—which applies to Indian reservations—a dead 
letter. All the saloon keepers in the Territory were on the grand jury, and there 
were also on it three Russians who did not know the English language. Haskett 
said he guessed they knew English enough for him, and that settled it. With a 
white English. speaking population of perhaps 2,000 in the district there was no ex- 
cuse for such a Wey Te 


Letter of a Banker, well "known in his own section of the country as a reliable 
Christian gentleman, to a prominent Government Officer. 


NOVEMBER 21, 1885. 


My DEAR SIR :—Your letter of October 28th is received, requesting me to state 
to you any facts which may have come under my observation on a recent excursion 
to Alaska, in regard to the schools there, their condition, the manner in which they 
are conducted, and the opposition to them. As you state, my visit there was an ex- 
cursion, going and returning upon the same steamer. Hence my observations were 
brief, as we remained only a few hours at any one place. 

The newly-appointed Governor of Alaska reports about 1,900 white inhabitants 
in the southern part of the Territory. As many of these are men without families, 
the number of children of school age must be small. 

Hence, the present requirements for white schools can only be quite limited, and 
are needed, I should presume, at only Fort Wrangel, Juneau, and Sitka. But I 
have no doubt but settlers are going to Alaska soon, and many more schools will be 
needed. It would seem, then, that to provide schools at the places named, and to 
lay the foundations for a broader work, is what is required at present for white 
schools there. The schools already established, we were led to believe, were well 
eared for and doing good work, being fairly well conducted, and meeting with no 
special opposition. 

The work of the Indian schools is necessarily much larger and more difficult, and 
yet with all the ordinary difficulties, there are especial advantages i in teaching the 
Alaska Indians. ‘They seem very elad to work as the whites do. In the ereat 
Treadwell Gold Mine at Juneau there were about 200 Indians and Chinamen at 
work—the former getting $2.50 per day, and the latter $1.50. The president of 
the mine told us those figures showed the comparative value of their work. 

Certainly those Indians worked with a will, skillfully and well. And then the 
boys and girls are glad to attend schools and do as the whites do. In these respects 
several persons with us marked the difference between these Indians and those in 
the older territories. Our observation also showed that the boys and girls who had 
been in school made even rapid progress in studies and in capacity and: skill in doing 
various kinds of work, such as whites are accustomed to—the boys showing especial 
skill in carpentry, and the girls at sewing and house-work. 

When we saw all this it seemed to us that the plain duty of the Nation and Govy- 
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ernment was to make ample appropriations for educating the Indian boys and girls, 
and then a generation or two would effectually solve the Indian problem, ‘lhe 
schools for these children at Fort Wrangel and Sitka seemed well managed, and 
certainly have very competent and even consecrated teachers, doing their work well 
and thoroughly. With the one matter of opposition removed, there would seem to 
be no great difficulties in the way of these schools rapidly enlarging their work. 
And then other schools should be established, until all the Indian children were 
thus provided for. 

The one opposition to which I refer is, or was, the combined power—civil, social 
and personal influence—of nearly all of the late Government officials in Alaska. 
We met Governor Kinkead, U.S. District Attorney Haskett, U. S. Judge McAllister 
and some others, on the steamer going to Sitka. But it was only after our visit 
there—when we saw the prostitution of the sacred judicial and executive power of 
the Government to the most petty personal spite and selfish interests—that we 
could comprehend that such powers could be used for so base a purpose. I have 
no doubt but you are well informed of all the facts which I refer to, and therefore. 
IT need not repeat them. At first it seemed impossible that men from American 
homes and families could put obstacles in the way of educating these wretched 
Indian children. But at length the reasons became plain. Those officials were 
there for very greedy and selfish purposes, and the more disgusting and immoral 
a town like Sitka could be made the less opposition would they meet in carrying 
out their schemes of greed. This I discovered in personal conversation with some 
of these officials. They were willing Indians should be educated, but they did not 
want the moral power of the mission and schools at the centres where their bad 
schemes were being carried out. ‘This, I believe, is the key to all their opposition 
to Dr. Jackson and the Sitka schools. They wanted him to take the mission and 
schools off to some island. That done—intemperance and degraded morals could 
go on unchecked, and the profits on all that illegal whiskey traffic, as well as all 
other abuses of civil power, then could continue to pour into such coffers as was 
desired. So whatever faults Dr. Jackson may have he will always deserve the honor 
of striking that great wickedness strong and effectual blows. But with these offi- 
cials removed, and the same kind kept out of office, then there is no reason why 
the present administration of schools in Alaska should not do entirely satisfactory 
work. 

I believe I have thus indicated what the condition. of the schools is in Alaska, 
how conducted, and the opposition to them, as you requested. 

Ex-Governor and ex-U. 8. Senator Booth, of California, was on the excursion 
with us, and no one spoke more scathingly, yet guardedly, of the incompetence and 
wickedness of these officials. Especially did he condemn U.S. Judge McAllister, 
and stated to us his complete unfitness for such a position—by moral character, 
habits of life, and lack of knowledge to discharge his duties. It is to be hoped the 
new judge, or whoever may be appointed to sueceed him, will be a manly and 
strong man, able to hold his integrity where the temptation to do otherwise will 
be strong and difficult to resist. 

Believing T have answered your inquiries, without any desire to favor any per- 
son, but only the truth and pure government,

The same gentleman, in a private letter to a friend, says: 

‘This striking incident,* with what we had learned on shore, has led us to get 
together the story of Dr. Jackson’s condition at Sitka, which I will briefly try to 
lay before you, thus serving a double purpose of making the day shorter by writing 
to you and giving you facts which you will be glad to have. 

I will begin by saying that the officials of the Territory, the Governor, U. 8. 
Judge, U. 8. Marshal and Deputies, the U.S. District Attorney, and some others, 
are old political hacks, who got their appointments from President Arthur chiefly, 
if not wholly, to better their fortunes, the discharge of official duty being not only 
a secondary but an after matter of 1:0 consequence at all when their own schemes 
were to be carried out. And such schemes as they work up are only equalled by 
the Tweed and like political bosses. Men on board who know all about these

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things do not hesitate to say that they are all criminals, and to carry out their plans 
they prostitute all their official power to their uses, with all possible nonchalance, 
as though that was what it was given them for.” 


A communication to ‘* The Interior,’? Chicago, Illinois, October 29th, 1885, by 
peo ke Wi.

(Dr. Hill was Superintendent of Missions for the Synod of the Columbia, whick 
embraces Alaska in its limits.) 
‘* DR. SHELDON JACKSON. 


‘*We learned while in the west that Dr. Jackson had been put under arrest at 
Sitka, Alaska, by the local authorities, but have heard nothing more on the subject 
except in confirmation of the rumor. The only specific charge we heard of was that 
of obstructing the highway with a building, which was a mere technicality, and not 
the real grievance sought to be avenged. We learned from the Governor of Alaska, 
however, that charges and complaints were on file against Dr. Jackson in the In- 
terior Department at Washington which he was directed to investigate. We suppose 
that these relate to the monopoly of the Government appropriations for the schools 
under Dr, Jackson’s control; but he probably is doing all the teaching that is done. 
He may have given unnecessary offence, but he has a hard lot of speculators and 
swindlers to contend against.”’ 


I have clipped the above from the same issue of THE INTERIOR, and perhaps can 
throw some little light ou the matter. In the first place Dr. Jackson is not in charge 
of the schools of our board in Alaska. The rules of the board have placed them 
under the care of superintendents who reside in the schools. ‘These are directly 
responsible to the board. The financial management, so far as the purchase of sup- 
plies and the auditing of bills are concerned, is vested is the synodical missionary, who 
is also required to closely inspect the workings of the schools at least once in each 
year. It thus will appear that while.Dr. Jackson has been one of the most zealous 
and successful workers for Alaska, he has no responsibility or control. His only 
relation to the work is that of a faithful and earnest advocate before the churches 
and to the world in behalf of the Indians. It is not too much to say that to 
him more than any other one man is due the great work which we have been 
earrying on in Alaska. Until his voice roused the Church the interest taken in 
that far-off region and its people was but slight. He labored incessantly among 
the churches and through the press until he awakened that missionary zeal for 
Alaska which has given us the churches and schools which we have there. He 
is now suffering from the bitter and malignant persecutions of those who have 
found his work an obstacle to the success of their own wicked schemes. I have 
carefully examined into all the charges which have been made against him in 
the cases for which he has been held, and find only malice and hatred of mission 
work at the bottom of them all. Whether he can secure a fair and impartial in- 
vestigation and trial in Alaska is a matter of grave doubt, as any jury: which can 
be secured will go to a trial more or less prejudiced against Dr. Jackson. The 
alleged obstruction of the highways, for which he will be tried, is only a pretext 
on which to hamper him in his work, and, perhaps, influence opinion in Wash- 
ington to secure his removal from the official position which he holds—Govern- 
ment Agent for Education for Alaska. It has been alleged that he has used his 
position to help our schools. If he had done otherwise he would have gone con- 
trary to the intention and purpose of his appointment, which was to foster the 
interest of education. When he first went there he found a country without 
schools—now there are many, but almost all supported without expense to Goy- 
ernment by our church. He recognized the work which our schools have accom- 
plished and used his powers to aid them. At the same time he has established 
Government schools wherever it has been found feasible to do so, and proposes 
to extend a chain of free schools all along the inhabited coasts of the Territory. 
These schools are to be maintained at the expense of the government, and are 
not to be under a denominational control, though it is to be hoped they all will 
be dominated by a Christian spirit. As long as Dr. Jackson continues to act as the 
educational agent we are assured that the school system of Alaska will be in 
harmony with Christian civilization, and for this reason, if no other, it is desirable 
to have Dr. Jackson retain his preseut position. That he has been free from mis- 
takes in his methods no one will contend, but he has been animated by a sincere 
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desire to do good, and for the great good which has resulted from his labors for 
Alaska we can afford to be charitable toward his errors of judgment. The present 
bitter and unrelenting attack has been pushed by disappointed politicians who have 
openly boasted that they will never leave Alaska until Dr. Jackson has been driven out. 
The whole thing is a deliberate attempt to destroy our work under cover of an 
attack on him. It must not be forgotten that the first attack was directly at the 
Sitka Mission, and had for its avowed object the removal of the buildings and other 
school property from the land now occupied. It is to be hoped that in some way 
the band who are leagued together to harass our work may be effectually reached, 
and that out of all his troubles Dr. Jackson may emerge victoriously.

As [ have a very great desire to see Dr. Jackson retain his position, I take this 
method of asking you, as a personal favor to myself, to go at once and see Secretary 
Lamar and Assistant Secretary Muldrow, and insist on Dr. Jackson being retained in 
his present official position. 

Dr. Jackson worked up the Educational Fund from the beginning, and I insist 
that he ought to be allowed to get the movement fully under way before he is 
reinoved. 

Having known Dr. Jackson personally and intimately for more than twenty years, 
it affords me great pleasure to say that for sound judgment, sagacity of foresight, 
indomitable energy, high moral conrage, and unselfish devotion to duty, that I 
consider him the peer of any man with whom it has been my good fortune to be 
acquainted. 

‘That he can fill the position better than any other living man I don’t hesitate to 
affirm. This is strong language; but I know whereof I speak. 

If he tells you anything you can act upon his statements with as much reliance as 
though it were a matter of your own personal knowledge. 

Stand by him, aud I will stand by you in so doing.

Tap NATIONAL EDUCATIONAL ASSOCIATION of the United Statés, at their 
25th Annual Session, Saratoga Springs, July 14-17, 1885, unanimously adopted the 
following resolution : 


This association rejoices to know that Congress has provided for schooling 
the children of Alaska, and that Dr. Sheldon Jackson has been designated as 
agent to organize these schools. We know of no one so well qualified as he is 
for this distant and difficult task, and we send him our hearticst greetings. 
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Annual Report of the U. S. Commissioner of Education for 1882-3. 
Pages XLV and XLVI. 


As this report is going through the press, the House of Representatives, on the 
14th of May, 1884, passed the Senate bill providing a civil government for Alaska, 
which was signed by the President on the 17th. * * * 

The Secretary of the Interior is directed to make needful and proper provision 
for the education of the children of school age in the Territory of Alaska, without 
reference to race, until such time as permanent provision shall be made for the 
same, and the sum of $25,000 is appropriated for this purpose. 

Thus, after seventeen years of delay, a government has been secured for Alaska. 
In respect to this successful result this Bureau has endeavored to do its whole 
duty by obtaining trustworthy information in regard to the condition of the in- 
habitants aud their educational needs, aud by furnishing it to the government 
officers and to the people. In this effort Prof. W. H. Dall, of the United States 
Coast Survey, and Rey. G. H. Atkinson, D. D., of Oregon, were especially helpful. 

The report of this office for 1870 had a notice of education in Alaska, and year 
after year these notices were continued as data warranted, 

In 1876 the Commissioner of Education, as representative of the Department of 
the Interior, expended a portion of the funds at his control to secure a representa- 
tion of native life in Alaska for the Centennial Exposition at Philadelphia. 

In February, 1882, a special report from this office on education in Alaska, rec- 
ommending an appropriation of $50,000 for schools, was made to the Secretary 
of-the Interior, and by him forwarded to Congress through the President. 

In 1877 Rey. Sheldon Jackson, D. D., superintendent of Presbyterian missions 
for the Rocky Mountain Territories, having had his attention called to Alaska, 
visited the southeastern portion, and established the first American school in that 
section on the 10th of August, 1877, with Mrs. A. R. McFarland as teacher. Later, 
he established schools at Sitka, Haines (Chilkats), Boyd (Hoonyahs), and Jackson 
(Hydahs). Returning to the States, Dr. Jackson commenced an agitation to arouse 
the dormant public sentiment of the country in behalf of a government and schools 
for Alaska. He held public meetings in many of the leading cities and many of 
the prominent towns from the Pacific to the Atlantic, delivering from 1878 to 
1884 about nine hundred addresses on Alaska. He went before committees of the 
Forty-Sixth, Forty-Seventh,.and Forty-Eighth Congresses, and with unflagging 
zeal sought to enlist the interest of Congressmen. He secured the hearty co-opera- 
tion of the missionary societies of the Baptist, Methodist, Congregational, Episco- 
pal, Moravian, and Presbyterian Churches. 

In 1880 he published a book on Alaska, and on March 23, 1882, delivered an 
address before the Department of Superintendence of the National Educational 
Association, which was printed by this Bureau in Circular of Information No. 2, 
1882. Of this circular three editions have been called for, making an aggregate of 
60,000 copies. During the summer of 1883, he visited the twenty-second annual 
meeting of the National Educational Association of the United States, the second 
National Educational Assembly, and the State teachers’ associations of Vermont, 
New Hampshire, Massachusetts, and Connecticut, each of which passed strong resolu- 
tions asking Congress to provide a school system for Alaska, 

Through these meetings the teachers became interested, and thousands of peti- 
tions from teachers scattered from Maine to ‘Texas and from Florida to Oregon, 
were sent to Congressmen, asking for schools for Alaska. So persistent and con- 
tinuous was the pressure invoked by Dr. Jackson from so many, varied, and widely 
separated forces, that when the bill was reached Congress passed it with great 
unanimity. 


Statement of Hon. JOSEPH N. DOLPH, in an address made in the U. S. Senate, Feb- 
ruary 25th, 1886. 


“* * * During the recess of Congress last year I visited Alaska, partly for pur- 
poses of pleasure and recreation and partly for the purpose of ascertaining the re- 
sources of the Territory and the adaptation of the new governmentthat was provided 
by the last Congress for it to meet the needs of its people. While there 1 visited 
two of the industrial schools of the Territory, one located at Sitka and the other 
located at Wrangel. While I was prepared to some extent by my information in 
regard to the work of education in industrial Indian schools for what I saw, I was 
agreeably surprised and much gratified with the character of the educational work 
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being done in Alaska; and I was greatly impressed with the necessity of educating 
the native youth of that Territory, and also with the obstacles in the way of estab- 
lishing anything like a uniform system of education in the Territory. * * *” 


And again, in an address before the U. S. Senate, March 4th, 1886: 


‘* * * Tdo not agree with the Senators who have said that the money appro- 
priated for education in Alaska has been either misapplied or has not produced good 
results. I undertake to say that there never has been money appropriated by the 
Federal Government or by a State for the education of whites or Indians in any part 
of the United States that has produced better results than the expenditure of the 
money appropriated by Congress for education in Alaska. * * *” 


EDITORIALS FROM NEWSPAPERS. 





THE NEW ENGLAND JOURNAL OF EDUCATION, Boston, Muss., May 21st, 1885, 
says: 

** Long neglected Alaska has at last obtained recognition in respect to education, 
in the appointment of Dr. Sheldon Jackson as United States General Agent of 
Edueation in that Territory. The needs of such an agent are very pressing, the 
opportunities for his services are opening on all hands, and the selection of Dr. 
Jackson, so long identified with the best interests of the people in the far North- 
west, is the wisest possible. The Journal rejoices in the approach of a better day 
for the people of Alaska, through the elevating influence of the school, the church, 
and the Christian home.”’ 


THE NEW YORK OBSERVER, New York, May 21, 1885, says: 


‘“*'The Rey. Sheldon Jackson, D. D., who has rendered such efficient service in 
promoting the work of Home Missions in the States and Territories of the West, 
and on the Pacific Coast, as the agent of the Presbyterian Board, has been ap- 
pointed ‘ United States General Agent of Education in Alaska.” We do not know 
where a better man for such a service could be found.”’ 


THE STANDARD, Portland, Oregon, the leading Democratic newspaper of the 
Northwest, September 11, 1885, says: 


‘¢ Whatever may be the qualifications of Judge Dawne for his new position in 
Alaska, we are assured that he cannot be worse than the judge he is to succeed, 
who knows neither law, medicine, nor divinity. The same remark will also apply to 
the other officials of that Territory. <A little incident occurred just as the Anecon 
was leaving Sitka on her last return voyage, which suggests the need of the exten- 
sion of the reform policy of this administration to that region. Rev. Sheldon Jack- 
son, a missionary of the Presbyterian Church, was indicted some time ago by the 
grand jury for blocking up a road leading out from Sitka, Congress gave a section 
of land to the ehnureh society that would establish a mission there, and Mr. Jackson 
selected for his mission a section across which there had been a road, and turned the 
road out to the seetion line, which was really a better location, even if there had 
been much use forthe road. As he is obnoxious to the powers that be he was indicted 
for this trivial and apparently insufficient cause. He had made arrangements to go 
east and report at Washington and at the office of the mission board in New York 
the bad state of affairs in Alaska. He had his trunks on the boat, his ticket bought, 
and for an hour or more Attorney-General Haskett was with Mr. Jackson and other 
passengers on board with the writ in his pocket. Just as the gang-plank was to be 
taken up this officer drew the writ out of his pocket and arrested Mr. Jackson, and 
took him ashore. His baggage was put off, and the boat started on its ill-fated voy- 
age to this land of more liberty and law than has been permitted to exist in Alaska. 
Another matter has been brought to our attention by passengers just returned from 
Alaska, which needs the attention of the new government. The law of Congress 
makes it a penal offense to carry spirituous liquors into Alaska, except for medi- 
cinal purposes. But at Juneau, we are informed that there are seventeen places 
where liquor is sold as openly as it isin this city. One firm has the monopoly of 
smuggling whiskey into the country, where it is sold for $10 a gallon. It is said to 
be a very poor quality, but very efficacious in retarding the progress of civilization 
and good government. It is hoped that Mr. Jackson will have procured satisfactory 





bonds to appear in answer to his indictment in the great road case; so that he can 
come down on the Idaho, and give the people of the United States the benefit of 
the knowledge he has acquired in Alaska. Without knowing the particulars of the 
difficulties he has encountered in attempting to establish a mission there, we are 
assured by a gentleman who was in Alaska in 1876, and has just been there again, 
that there has been a very great improvement in the habits of the Indians, and that 
it is more difficult for miners and other adventurers to make use of the natives for 
improper purposes,”’ 


THE OREGONIAN, Portland, Oregon, the leading Republican newspaper of the 
Northwest, October 27, 1885, says: 


‘* Last May it was reported from Alaska that Rev. Sheldon Jackson, United States 
General Agent of Education in Alaska, had been indicted by a grand jury for mis- 
demeanors in connection with his work in the industrial school for the Indians there, 
It turns out, as might have been supposed, that the whole proceeding was purely ma- : 
licious. There are white men in Alaska who do not want any work done among 
the natives for their instruction or elevation. Especially they do not want the In- 
dian girls instructed in morality and chastity, and for this reason they are very hos- 
tile to Dr. Jackson’s work. When Judge.Dawne arrived in Alaska he caused Dr, 
Jackson to appear before his court to answer to the indictments; but upon hearing 
them the court ordered the proceedings dismissed, since they were sustained neither 
by facts nor law. Dr. Jackson will go on with his work.”’ 


HE PRESBYTERIAN BANNER, a religious newspaper at Pittsburg, Pa., with an 
extensive circulation, under date of October 7th, 1885, says : 


‘The associated press has been every now and then circulating reports concerning 
the missionaries of our church at Sitka, in Alaska, which have the effect of leading 
some to believe that they have at least come into unnecessary conflict with the civil 
authority, especially since the General Agent of Education in Alaska, Rev. Sheldon 
Jackson, D. D., was actually thrown into prison. The missionaries and teachers 
have published a lengthy statement, which presents the United States officials in a 
very bad light. and shows that Judge McAllister and District Attorney Haskett were 
entirely uufit for their positions and a disgrace to the United States Government. 
Happily these officers have been displaced by President Cleveland, and it is hoped | 
that their successors are men of a different character.”’ | 


THE INTERIOR, Chicago, Ill., an influential and widely-circulated religious news- 
paper, (October 15th, 1885,) says : 


‘¢Our readers saw in last week’s paper the account of the arrest of Dr. Sheldon 
Jackson at Sitka by the United States authorities. Since this account was printed 
we have conversed with a gentleman who had visited our missions in Alaska and who 
was standing by the side of Dr. Jackson on the steamer at the time of his arrest. 
From him we have more particular account of the state of things in Alaska, and of 
which the imprisonment of Dr. Jackson was the culmination. Some of the officers 
of the Government, including the District Attorney, were on the steamer going to Alaska 
with our informant, who is an elder in one of our churches, Hvery effort was made 
by them-to prejudice the minds of the passengers against the mission work being done 
by our church. A most bitter feeling was constantly manifested, and our friend was 
assured that he would have no opportunity to investigate the mission work, as such 
investigation would be avoided by the preachers and teachers. He was told that he 
would get no invitation from any missionary to visit the mission premises. ‘Their 
work would not bearexamination and it would not be desired. What was our friend’s 
surprise, therefore, to be greeted first on leaving the steamer at 11 o’clock at night, 
by one of the missionaries with a most cordial invitation to him and all the other pas- 
sengers to come to the schools and see what was being done. Of course he availed 
himself of this invitation, and found things in condition exactly the opposite of what 
had been described by the Government officials. The school had about sixty cleanly- 
looking, industrious and happy scholars. ‘The teachers had every encouragement 
which the progress of the work could give, and every discouragement which the 
active hostility of the civil authorities could supply. ‘The secret of this hostility on 
the part of officers, traders and miners is in the fact that the schools were lifting the 
people out of the power of evil-minded men, The arrest of Dr. Jackson was an out- > 
rage of the grossest sort. The improvements he had made were on Government 
land reserved for the schools, and the highway said to have been obstructed was 
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no highway at all. On the morning of the day of his intended departure on his work 
of opening schools in southern Alaska, he appeared before the court, notified them 
of his purpose, asking whether anything more was wanted of him, in the matter of 
his bonds or for any other purpose. He was told nothing more was required. The 
officer then waited till the boat was on the point of sailing, when he was arrested, 
hurried across the gangway plank, and put into prison until he should increase the 
amount of his bond. A feeling of indignation prevafled on the steamer in view of 
an outrage so gross and violent. It was without a shadow of justification, and: the 
evident outcropping of a groundless malice. The Christian public will derive some 
satisfaction from the fact that the President has made a clean sweep of the Alaskan 
government from the Governor down, It is to be hoped the new officers will bring 
some credit to their country by so helping the labors of missionaries and teachers as 
somewhat to atone for the disgrace of the past month.”’ 


THE CHRISTIAN AT WORK, published at New York city, in its edition of October 
15th, 1885, says concerning the troubles in Alaska : 


‘Dr. Jackson has for years enjoyed the highest reputation as a devoted, earnest 
missionary, one possessing rare tact, good abilities, and not wanting the very desira- 
ble quality of prudence. His reputation for perfect trustworthiness has always stood 
high, and we, and the Christian public as well, will continue to receive his state- 
ments with perfect confidence until they shall be proved unworthy of credence. 
* * * We appreciate the difficulties in the way of securing good government 
for every State and Territory in the Union. And we can understand how in a 
provinee five thousand miles away from our National seat of government, isolated 
from the rest of the country, abuses and outrages may exist wholly unknown to 
the proper authorities. We blame for this no administration—not the last, by 
whom the official appointments were made, and assuredly not President Cleveland’s 
administration, which has made such a splendid record in the direction of giving 
us an efficient, pure government, and which has recalled both of these appointments. 
No; we only hold up to public scorn and condemnation those Alaska officials who 
have dishonored their trusts, who by their action or inaction or both have become 
the abettors of vice, and the promoters of crime, and the agents of persecution. 
We have only to add that this matter will be brought to the attention of the Presi- 
dent in the hope and thorough confidence that his administration will take the 
necessary steps in the matter. Secretary Lamar is too well known as a gentleman 
of the highest character and an officer of courage and promptitude to have it doubted 
for one moment that he will do all in his power to redress wrong, and to depose 
from office men who abuse their trusts, and who themselves violate the very laws 
which it is made their sacred duty to eiforece and obey. It should be stated here 
that both District Attorney Haskett and Judge McAllister have been removed from 
office. It is certainly most unfortunate that the new appointment—-Judge Dawne— 
was an unworthy one, secured through misrepresentation. It is now said Judge 
Dawne will not be confirmed by the Senate, and that Judye McAllister will be re- 
stored to his old position. If what Dr. Jackson says is true, as we must believe it 
to be, it is to be hoped that no political influence will be successful in placing Judge 
McAllister again on the Alaskan bench. We have an idea these Alaskan outrages 
will be settled, and that speedily and effectively, and in the right direction,.”’ 


‘HE CHRISTIAN OBSERVER, of Louisville, Ky., says: 


‘*Dr. Sheldon Jackson has been handsomely vindicated. He is foremost among 
Presbyterian missionaries in Alaska, and has been also United States Agent of Edu- 
cation in that Territory. Some time ago enemies of the work secured an indict- 
ment against him for planting some fence-posts of one of the school houses in 
a public road, and took care to serve the warrant on him just as the monthly 
steamer on which he was to sail for other places was in the act of starting, thus 
greatly delaying the work. Judge McAllister and Attorney Haskett were soon 
after recalled. When Judge Dawne arrived in Alaska he caused Dr. Jackson to 
appear before his court to answer to the indictments ; but upon hearing them, the 
court ordered the proceedings dismissed, since they were sustained neither by facts 
nor law. Dr. Jackson will go on with his work. The Daily Oregonian says: 
‘There are white men in Alaska who do not want any work done among the 
natives for their instruction, or any work done among the natives for elevation. 
Especially they do not want the Indian girls instructed in morality and chastity, 
and for this reason they are very hostile toward Dr. Jackson’s work.’ ”’ 


THE ILLUSTRATED CHRISTIAN WEEKLY, of New York City, with a wide cir- 
culation in the United States and other English-speaking lands, under date of No- 
vember 21st, 1885, says: 


“« + * * ‘That there is reason for a change in the administration of affairs has 
been recently made unmistakable in the scandalous treatment by Government 
officials of Dr. Sheldon Jackson, the United States General Agent of Education in 
Alaska. He has been very active in establishing schools for the instruction of the 
children and the promotion of habits of industry and morality. This has made him 
the object of the malicious hatred of white men, who for gain and lust pandered to 
the vices of the natives. Unfortunately, representatives of the Government were of 
this class, and basely used their official position to injure him and obstruct the school 
work. As he was leaving Sitka on the monthly steamer in August to make arrange- 
meuts for opening several Government schools in September, he was rudely arrested 
ona frivolous charge on a- warrant issued by the Judge and District Attorney, who 
had shown great hostility to the educational and mission work. ‘The arrest was so 
timed that the steamer left without him, and he was subjected to indignities that 
were unsparingly condemned by all respectable citizens there. President Cleveland 
promptly removed these disreputable politicians from office on learning the facts. 
We regret to know that strenuous efforts are being made by influential family and 
political friends in this city to have the judge restored to his position, although intel- 
leetually and morally so unfit for it. His return, it is believed, would le ad te vin- 
dictive measures against the schools and the churches, and to the encouragement of 
saloons and brothels. We hope the firmness of the President may spare the Govern- 
ment such a disgrace to humanity, decency and justice.” 


THE PRESBYTERIAN HOME MISSIONARY, (the organ of the Board of Home Mis- 
sions of the Presbyterian Church of the United States of America, with a circulation 


of 25,000,) November, 1885, says: 


‘““'The treatment of Dr. Jackson, as depicted on another page, it is difficult to 
characterize in any fit terms. We have just seen a clergyman from eastern New 
York, who was also a passenger on the steamer, who saw the whole transaction, 
and points out other damaging features of the case that are not mentioned else- 
where. He says scarce a single member of the large number of passengers offered 
a defence or even an apology for the conduct of the officials. The opposition to the 
successful prosecution of the school, especially since the Government began to assist 
its direction, has never been fully told. Perhaps the climax has been reached, and 
order, under new officials in part, may,be speedily restored.”’ 


Statement of Rev. T. C. BEATTIE, of Chester, N. Y., published in Presbyterian 
Home Missionary, January, 1886. Mr. BEATYIE visited Alaska in 1885. 


‘**A summer trip cannot give one more than a glance at Alaska, the ‘great land,’ 
but that glance shows one many things which will never be forgotten. There will 
be much which the traveller will not see on account of the extent of the country, 
but this will not prevent the impression being true of those things seen. TI wish to 

compress into a few words the impressions made upon me by the trip of last August, 
speaking especially of those among whom the mission work is being done, the 
Indidns,e. 

‘*We cannot expect to see as much in eight years as in the twenty-four at Met- 
lakaltah. In order to be brief we shall speak of the principal mission station, Sitka. 
The characteristics of the work there are much like those elsewhere. ‘l'’o know what 
has been done, go with me down by the shore of that beautiful island-dotted bay. 
There is seen what may by courtesy be called a home. They are not all such in 
Sitka, but there are many. ‘You stoop almost double to enter the low door. There 
may be no window. A fire is in the midst of the hut. The smoke finds exit 
through a hole in the roof. Smoked fish hang from the rafters, hang everywhere. 
Be careful, or they will put out your eyes as you run against them, You cannot 
stand upright on account of them. Huddled about the fire there are people of a 
color between the mulatto and the red man. ‘They may have a greasy blanket 
about their dirty person, or may be scantily clad in clothes like our own. ‘Their 
faces are made hideous by a mixture of oil and soot. In confusion upon the floor 
is a mass of uncleaned cooking utensils, dried fish, uncured fox and bear skins, 
hunting and fishing outfits, wor ‘nout baskets, snar ling dogs and filthy children.

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‘The sight almost sickens you. The Indians eating their fish dipped in rancid 
oil, or the nameless mixture boiling over the fire, render you completely so. You 
never looked upon a more homeless sight, nor upon those who had a more stolid 
look. It will be impossible, you say, in generations to uproot these tendencies. Go 
with me beyond the town to two plain-looking buildings, lying almost in the shadow 
of snow-capped mountains. Enter a plain looking room with unplaned supports 
for the ceiling. See about fifty boys and girls gathered together. Hear them 
give beautiful answers to the questions asked as to what they are, and shall be. 
See the bright and intelligent faces. They are those who lived in the dark, 
smoky, unclean hut. The soot upon the faces has been washed off, and the unclean 
garments have given place to those neat and clean, and the old look has passed 
away. ‘They are indeed ‘new creatures.’ You hear at the prayer-meeting the 
Indian women (you do not think of calling them squaws now) offer prayer, and 
your heart is touched, and you welcome them with a warm clasp of the hand to the 
realm of womanhood. 

‘** Tf you wish to see what missions do and have done, go to Sitka, and contrast the 
old life upon the shore and the new wnder the mountains, and you will be con- 
vineed that our land must have mission work for its present saving. Much has been 
done by our cultivated missionaries, of whom the chureh can be proud, for in them 
the Indian can see the best type of Christian ladies and gentlemen. But more would 
have been done except for the opposition of our government officials, who did all in 
their power to prevent the good work going on. I myself saw the culminating outrage. 
but it has been mentioned already in your columns; and so enough. ‘Lhe prayer of 
the church should be that the seed sown by these earnest workers may bear fruit in 
the establishment of many Christian Alaskan homes.’’

The effect of the ruling of the Court in this and a sub- 
sequent case was to cause aliost one half of the children to run 
away from the school, and to prejudice the native: against 
Placing other children in the institution. The fate of many 
of the larger girls who ran away may be inferred. A letter 
just received from one of the employees of the school states: 

“One of the Home girls who ran away last summer came up to 
“the house sobbing as if ler heart would break, and begged us to 
“take her back again. She had lived a very wicked life sinee 
“leaving the Home, so with aching hearts we were compelled to 
“refuse her”. 

T have many reasons to believe that some of the civil officers 
at that time in the territory were inimical to the school, and 
were responsible for much harin donee 

My connection with the school inade me cognizant of much that 
Hone Sheldon Jackson did while he had charge of the institution, 
and While T was in the territory I failed to see any disregard 
on his part of the lawful rights of paremts and citizens. 


His zeal, energy and thorough devotion to the work to b

They have 
enjoined us from doing any work, and have instilled among the 
Indias a spirit of distrust and even of dislike, that will be 
hard to combat for some time to come. We are all working 
together most harmoniously in tie Home and our efforts are 
nobly s¢conded by Mr. Lewis and Mr. Brady. 

While we are greatly discouraged we do not despain and 
hope to breast the present difficulties to a successful issue. 
If you can succeed in having tvo or three officials rgmovea 
soon, @ll will be weil with us yet. 

There has developed a special bittemess against you since 
tou left, and your enemies feel as though you had escaped them 


They will trump up all sorts of charges against you on your 
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retum. The Judge acknowledged to me that any grand jury 
-drawn in Sitka would return a tnie bill on any charges pre- 
ferred at the instigation of the district attomey and the 
interpreter, and that any jury would probably convict. Of 
course he did not use just the above words, but they convey 
the thought. Iam satisfied that they--the parties referred 
to--will do all they can to persecute you whm yo come. If 
possible, I think i¢ would be wise to have the Attomey Gene- 
mad excuse you from apnearing at the May tem. Aftera few 
_months the feeling may be allayed, and there will be less risk 
for you to come.

About the lith of Mareh last an Indian woman of bad charac- 
ter came from Victoria, British Columbia, on the monthly mail 
steamer and claimed that an orphan girl in the school belonged 
to her, that the mother in dying had givua@ the child to her. 

The girl in qwestion has been 3 or 4 years in school, 
speaks good English, and is a member of our church. She is 
about sixteen years of age. A writ of kabeas corpus was 
issued to produce the girl in court. A special court was hela 
at 8 o'clock in the evming, as the steamer left at 5 o'clomk 
the next moming. And although the woman had nothing to show 
but her word, the Count took a Christian girl froia training

Plain Statement about Alaska. 
By no means the paradise it has been described. 
(From our regular Ratee onde 
Herald Bureau, Cor. 15th & G.N.W 
Washington, April 19, 1885. 

A well known journalist, who has recently returned from Alaska 
where he has spent four years, said to-day: 

Yes, Alaska is a great place, but somehow it does not increase 
in population. It is a dreary, lonesome spot, and of the four 
hundred Americans there, I think three hundred would leave if they 
had the money to get away. There are mines there, and plenty of 
them, but there don't seem to be as much in the mines as the owners 
of them would like. The recently established Government there is 
all right as far as it goes, but of the half dozen officials sent 
there by the Government but one of them has remained there more tha 
than three months at a piace There are but few who would remain 

there at all if it was not that they hold some kind of official 


places there. 
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Efforts of the Missionaries. 

The people there are as a rule Russians, and the efforts of 
the Presbyterian missionaries to start day and Sabbath schools 
there are not rewarded with much success except for the missionarie 
themselves, who manage to draw salaries enough from the people who: 
send them to have a pleasant living. As for the children, they 
have to be driven into the schools and kept there by force, for 
their parents take little or no interest in our religion. The 
various officials who have been there from time to time write 
glowing descriptions of the country and speak of its numerous ad- 
vantages, but just as soon as they lose their situations they take 


the first boat and leave Alaska and all its glories behind them." 


Dear Dr. Jackson, 

I cut the above from the "New York Herald" of yesterday. 
My object in sending it to you is to assure you that I had no con- 
nection with it direct or indirect. I desire to make this state- 
ment as broad as possible and feel the need of doing so as I cannot 
recall any journalist other than myself who has "Spent four years 
in Alaska and recently A ye I have a suspicion as to its 
authorship and that it was concocted to injure me as well as the 


missionaries. I have never written a line to the "Herald" on the 





subject of Alaska, or on any subject since I first went to Alaska. 
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eg was not in the "Herald" office during my visit to Taide ten. 
I do not know any one connected with the Herald either here or in 
Washington, and finally I left Washington on the 16th instant for 
this city.

Jackson had just walked up the gangway and stood with us look- 
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ing at the crowd, when a deputy U. S. Marshal, walked on board 
astily approached the Dr., and read a warrant for his arrest 

and proceeded to take his prisoner ashore- All saw it, and 
all were silent. Tho Dr. walked cooly down the plank, the 


Captain in a loud voice ordered the lines cast off. The Dr. 





turned and shouted "Captain, will you put my baggage ashore 
from room 12?" It was done in a trice and we moved off, with 
no cheers from any one, and Dre Jackson cannot get away until 
next month’s steamer. 

The indignation of the passengers was hot, and all the 
jofficials of the territory, the Captain included, were roundly 
denounced. 

This striking incident with what we had loarned on shore, 
has led us to get together the story of Dr. Jackson!s condi- 
tion at Sitka, which I will briefly try to’lay before you,thus 
serving a double purpose of making the day shorter by writing 
to you and giving you facts which you will be glad to have. 

I will begin by saying that the officials of the terri-~ 
tory, the Governor, U. S.Judge, Ue Se Marshal and deputies, 
the vu. S. District Attorney, and some others are old politi- 
cal hacks who got their appointments from President Arthur, 
chiefly if not wholly to better their fortunes, the discharge 

of official duty being not only a secondary but an after mat- 
ter of Spe, ae at all when their own schemes wero to & 
carried out. And such schemes as they work up are only equal- 
led by the Tweed and like political bosses. Men on board who 
ow all about these things do not hesitate to say that thoy _ 
are all criminals and to carry out their plans they prostitute 


all their official power to their uses, with all possible non- 
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echalance, as though that was what it was given them for. For 
instance, here is one matter of the judge as told by one on 
board who has seen all the papers. He, the judge, granted 
such orders and decisions as to threaten to destroy the title 
to a valuable mine, whose owner lives at Juneau, a mining town 
between Sitka and Wrangle. The miner saw his danger and sur- 
rendered. He goes to the judge, and agrees to give him half 
his mine if he will clear the title, and gave him power of at- 
torney to act entirely for him. The judge then employs his 


jown father ostensibly for the miner to prosecute the miner's 








jeclaim in his, the judge’s own court. You see the whole ease. 
Then again, all whiskey is prohibited from entering or 
being sold in the territory by Congressional Act. And yet, 
in all these towns, whiskey is abundantly sold, the price up 
here at wholesale, being $8. per gall. which as rectified at 
Portland does not cost 75 cents. Here is a profit of about 
$800. on a barrel of whiskey for some one. Well who? That 
very whiskey goes up on our steamer and as we stop at midnight 
at many fishing points is without doubt landed and sold. I 
ve no doubt but a hundred barrels went up on our trip, say 
$30,000 profit to somebody. See what this revenue is in one 
year and you get hold of the money power up here. But let one 
barrel of whiskey go up in any ordinary way to anybody, not 


in the ring, and it is immediately siezed and confiscated hy 


the torritorial officials, as was the case at Sitka, where ons 





barrel was consigned to a friend (1) of Dr. Jaekson. Da you

| how it works? Well if you do you have the basis of the 
fight against Dre Jackson. The Dr. is smart and bright enough 
to know all these men and their ways and is bull dog enough

that is what makes them all desperate. If he was a weak man 
they would only outwit him and laugh at him, but he is a born 
fighter. He has weapons and knows how to use them; as a re- 
sult all these officials to a man have been removed by Presi- 
dent Cleveland, and Dr. Jackson does not hesitate to let them 
know that he caused it. The advice of their removals came a 
month ago, hence all have been down to Portland, and wore re- 
turning on the steamer with us as we went up. The new Goy- 
ernor telographed the steamer to wait for him, but we of coursé 
got off all the quicker, and the assistant collector at Port 
Townshend telegraphed in reply that the steamer had sailed and 
as a joke showed us the telegram while we were still at Port 
Townshend, so all the officials hold over a month longer until 
the new one gets on the ground. 

The last grand jury for the whole territory found thir- 
teen criminal indictments, and six of these were against Dr. 
Jackson, all on foolish and trivial charges. Under this Judge 
McAllister, the Dr. gave bail in all these cases, and was go- 
ing on to Washington to put all the facts in the hands of the 
department of justice there; they knew this and it is Known 
that all these officials have made out enormous bills of cost 
and hava sent them on for auditing and it is supposed that Dr. 
Jackson would interfere with them if he could get on there or 
get to a telegraph office, hence his detention. I can, you

The Washington correspondent 
of the New: York World, in a letter dated Feb.28th,printed in 
the "World" for March lat, makes a fierce attack on my char- 
acter. 

The attack derives dignity from the Official letters 
sent to the President and to the Secretary of the Interior. 

To the statements that I am a “hypocrite, a liar anda 
dishondst man", a "designing man and an arrant.:: rogue", IT am 
not the one to reply, but would call your attention to the 
sworn statements of Prof. A. J. Davis, formerly Superintendent 
of the Training School at Sitka, Alaska, and now connected 
with the Department of Public Instruction for the State of 
Pennsylvania; and of Lieut. T. Dix Belles J S. N. who was, 
during the troubles in Sitka, Executive Officer of the U.S. 
Steamship Pinta, stationed in Alaska waters. Both og these 
statements are on file in your Department. 

I would also call your attention to the clear and omphat- 
ic testimony of Hone John Eaton, U. S. Commissioner of Educa~ 
tion, in official communications to you, bearing date August 


e4th, 1885, and March lst, 1886. It is needless for me to re- 


| Mind you, that these official statements are from one who is 
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| | 
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responsible for my character and fidelity in my present posi- 
tion, and who is in @ situation to know whereof he speaks. 

I would also remind you that sucn men as Chief Justice 
Drake, and others of eminence, who have known me in my public 


life and private character have testified in person, either 
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2 
before you or your Assistant Secretaries in my favor. 

But while I decline to answer the abusive epithets in the 
letter of the World’s correspondent, there are other points in 
the attack on the devoted Missionaries of the Presbyterian 
Church in Alaska, and myself, that I can not let pass unchal~ 
longed. 

Ist. It is alleged that "an Indian woman sued out a 
writ of habeas corpus for the custody of a minor child —her 
own ~ to take it from a White Missionary woman, who held it 
captive of war, to send it to Sunday School and save its lit- 
tle red soul." 

This is a misstatement. The woman who sued out the writ 
of habeas corpus, was not the mother of the child, nor its le- 
gal guardian, but claimed to be a cousin. The girl in ques- 
tion was a half breed. 

The white father had left his illegitimate child and its 
mother. The mother died. On her dying bed, as I was informed 
and believe, she gave the child to Mrs. McFarland, the Super- 
intendent of the Female Training School at Fort Wrangle, to 
bring up in that school; and after the death of the mother, 
the child was taken from the Mother!’s house to the school. If 
any one was entitled to be considered the legal suardian of 
the child, in a country where, at the time, there was no law 
applicable to such a case, it was Mrs. MaclFarland. 

In Court, Judge McAllister refused to hear the evidence 
of Prof. A. J. Davis, Supt. of the Sehool, and gave the girl 
over to the woman. (See sworn statements of Prof. Davis & 


Lieut Bolles,U.S.N. before mentioned.) 


2d- The World!’s correspondent further quotes Ex Gov.Kin- 
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3 
kaid as saying:- "He has boasted in public places that he has 
eighteen United States Senators at his beck and command, who 
would vote as he commanded on any proposition." 

This is wholly false. I never made any such statement; 
"but when the Governor, Judge, Marshal and District Attorney 
seemed banded together against the schools and Missionaries — 
in those dark hours when it soemed as if the whole machinery 
of Government was massed to crush the work of civilization, 
education and religion, I did say, for the comfort of the suf- 
fering and disheartened teachers and missionaries, that I knew 
of Christian and honorable men in the Ue. S.- Senate, who wore 
interestod in Alaska and the welfare of its people, and who 
would not stand by and see the work so well commenced, do-~ 
stroyed by bad officials; and I did hold out the hope, that, 
when the facts should become known in Washington, there would 
be a change of officials. 

Sd. Ex Governor Kinkaid is stated to have said: "He is 
execrated by the great mass of people in Alaska”. Ex Gov. Kin- 
kaid, as I concsoive, could not have had knowledge of any such 
fact, for he was in Alaska only one or two months of the year 
he was Governor. During that time, he was not outside of the 
small South East corner of Alaska, and onlt met a small por- 
tion of the people, probably not one-tenth of the population 
| he claims to speak for. |

This statement is false in two Particulars:-(1) I was 


not "criminally indicted". The matter on which the four in- 
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dietments for obstructing a road were based, was not, under 
the laws of Oregon, a criminal offense, nor was it under those 
laws an indictable offense; but at most it was only a misde- 
meanor, cognizable before a justice of the peace. (2) I was 
not “relieved from the charges golely on account of an irreg- 
ularity."

This is a grave and most injurious charge, even when madé 
in the form of a belief. What grounds for the belief may have 
been before him, I know not; but this I do know, that the only 
statement I made to Gove Swineford was that which named Seven 

schools, to wit: those at Juneau, Sitka, Wrangle, Jackson, 
Hoonah, Haines and Unalaska; and every one of those was es- 
tablished, as can be shown by the documents on file in the 
Bureau of Education.

AMERICAN HOME MISSIONARY SOCIETY.

DeEaAR Sir: A week ago I met Miss Rankin, from Sitka, on her way 


home. She was sick and obliged to give up her Indian School to Miss 
Patton. I learned that her illness was due to the bad air and necessary 


daily contact with Indian children, who came daily from their rude, damp, . 


foul wigwams, dirty and diseased, and return to such homes. at night. 
Knowing something of the foulness and danger of such quarters, as I saw 
them in 1884, I asked what school-room she had. Her reply was, one 
of the best of those rude shanties. I asked if Miss Patton had the same. 
She said yes. Is there to be no better rooms for teachers and pupils? 
She said that Dr. Jackson is pleading for appropriations to build school 
houses. My conclusion was that the teachers would fail and the work 
will fail, and the cash granted for education in Alaska will be secured by 
foes of the Indians and wasted in vices. I asked, how many of the girls 
were withdrawn from the Mission School at Sitka for their ruin by design- 
ing white men? Her reply was, about 30. Will they ever return to the 
school? It is probable they could not be received again. Then they are 
lost to health and to hope? Yes, probably. Are the new officials purer 
or better than the former ones? Yes, somewhat. Yet they do not all sus- 
tain Dr. Jackson. Is not Dr. J. doing all possible to save the Indians? 
Yes, but some oppose him and others sustain him. Is there any hope, 
unless his plans are carried out and unless the Government sustains him ? 
I think he must be upheld or all is lost. Will you return again? I may 
not be able. Can Miss Patton endure it? I cannot tell. The trial has 
poisoned my blood, as yousee by my hands. Their sores have affected 
me. You know in the Mission School we could clean the pupils; cleanse 
their clothes; dry up their sores; give them good food, good beds, good 
air, and keep them from the filth and diseases of their rude homes. In 


the public schools we can have no such control, and we as well as they are, 


exposed to all the filth and disease and its perils. 

Dr. Jackson wants to build new school houses and make things better, 
but he cannot do it without appropriations, and certain men are trying to 
. prevent his return to Alaska. 

Dr. Jackson* would not let the Indian girl go from the Mission School 
until her father got a writ of habeas corpus and took her, and that opened 
the door for nearly all the older girls to be drawn away, did it not? Yes, 
and it almost broke up that school. The whole thing was put up by white 
men, and some of them vicious officials, and those people oppose Dr. 
Jackson. 

These are about the facts, as they are understood, are they? Yes. 

This is the substance of my information from this teacher and from other

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sources. You will see, Mr. Eaton, that a pit of ruin is dug under every 
school in Alaska. When I was there, in 1884, I heard frequent charges 
that the Mission Schools did ‘‘no good ;’ that girls were worse than they 
were in their wigwams ; that they cleaned up, got new clothes, became 
proud, lazy, and went to the bad at once as soon as they got away from 
the schools. I saw the signs of these evils at Juneau, or Harrisburg, among 
the miners. I was prepared to hear of the onslaught upon the Mission 
Schools when the officials got there. I am not surprised at the fierce war 
upon and persecution and false imprisonment of Dr. Jackson. Iam pre- 
pared to expect any and every sort of combination to prevent his return, 
and to have a vicious man or a foe of Indian education put in his place. 

Unless President Cleveland knows these dangers, and continues Dr. J., or 
a man like him, in charge of the schools, (and a man so true, so wise, and 
so efficient, and so full of true courage as Dr. J., it will be impossible to 
find ; for no man has had so much experience in Alaska, in this work, or 
‘among the citizenship and officials of the country, as he has;)—unless 
this is done I see no hope for the liberal plans of Congress respecting 
the education of those people to be carried out,.and I foresee utter loss of 
money and false reports of the facts. 

I wish to thus give you my views early, so that an arrest may be put 
upon wrong-doing, and the waste of funds and of health and lives as well.

DIFFERENT SOURCES. 


For Private Circulation Among Christian Women. 
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LIFE OF INDIAN WOMEN IN ALASKA. 


From N. ¥. Daily World, Nov. 12, 1888. 


RS. VOORHIES, a well-known lady of New York City, 

has recently returned from an extended tour through 
the great Northwest. ‘To a World reporter she related 
some of the experiences of her travels. 

“J have journeyed over eighteen thousand miles by 
land and water,” she said, “ but the incidents of the trip 
have been, I dare say, much like those of other tourists who 
follow the same route. What has impressed me most pro- 
foundly, and filled me with a horror which grows with the 
recollection of it, is the awful condition of the Indian 
woman in Alaska. Travellers hint vaguely at this evil; 
official reports allude briefly and apologetically to it, but 
the great world is ignorant of its existence. If people 
realized that in the wilds of its Alaskan Territory this civ- 
ilized, refined, advanced nineteenth century United States 
holds a perfect inferno of crime and torture where helpless 
women and mere children are being sacrificed and gradu- 
ally exterminated, surely some remedy might be found. 

“Tn all that country there is no law — there can be no 
restraint-—and the lowest animal passions of the rough 
miners, trappers, hunters, soldiers, and sailors rage un- 
ehecked. The Indian woman is considered the lawful spoil 
of these men. They buy them from their parents for a 
knife, a jug of rum, or a string of beads, * * * A 
miner will come and dicker for a child of fourteen, and 
bear her off shrieking with terror. She becomes the slave 
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of the whole camp, and is finally sent back to her people to 
die. A lady with whom I talked of these horrors at Sitka, 
told me of a case which had come under her own observa- 
tion, so she could vouch for its truth in every revolting par- 
ticular.=* ce ~iene #  ® en * 
“ Well, she knew of a little girl having been carried 
off forcibly by some soldiers, and, one day, a tew months 
after, an Indian woman came to her exhibiting signs of 
great grief, and begged the white mother, as she called this 
lady, to go and look at her daughter, who was dying. The 
lady went to the place, where the girl lay on the ground,a 
mass of rags, filth and corruption. She had been returned 
to her people by her captors, to whom. she’ was: no. longer 
useful. Such horror is felt by the Indians at the appreach 
of any one afflicted as she was, that they avoid the victim 
as though she was plague-stricken. In the case of this poor 
child, who was only fifteen years of age, they had. built.a. 
stockade about the place where she lay, completely inclos- 
ing her. A small aperture had been left on one side, close 
to the ground, through which food and water were. thrust 
to her. The “white mother” crawled through this hole 
to reach the sufferer, and did what was in her power for:the. 
wretched young creature. One car was entirely gone, and 
the girl’s facé horribly distigured. Because she had. been 
kidnapped by soldiers the brave white lady sent word to 
the garrison that they must give medical aid. A physician 
came, through whose efforts the child’s life was saved. 
This girl now keeps vigilant watch over the young Indian 
children in her vicinity. She is a pupil in the school. 
‘When I arnved at Tacoma I called on Mrs. McFar- 
land, the tady in charge of the Missionary school. I spent 
Saturday and Sunday with her, and. I learned some very 
startling facts regarding the life of the people in that, 
neighborhood. 1. knew something. about the .Indians ;be-- 
fore, but what I learned from. her. was. a.new revelation. 
Mrs. McFarland is a Virginian. She went out as a mission- 
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ary with Dr. Sheldon Jackson about eleven years ago, and 
has been there working ever since. She has started two 
schools for Indian children, and is regarded with the great- 
est esteem by all classes. I could not repeat the details of 
the dreadful story she told me of the barbarous condition 
of life in that neighborhood. It is really unspeakable. 
The story I have just repeated is a mild instance of the bru- 
tality which seems the birthright of these poor little 
squaws 

“Some ot the criminal practices prevailing came within 
my own observation. We were at Juneau on the Fourth of 
-July, and a celebration was arranged. It was intended as a 
patriotic demonstration on the part of the whites, and there 
was an Indian dance. Now, it is unlawful to sell liquor to 
an Indian there, but, as I have already said, law does not 
prevail. So the first move was to ply the Indians with 
rum until they were stupidly drunk. Then the white men 
carried them outside like logs, flung them on the ground 
in their sodden sleep, and returned to the women, when 
there ensued a scene that is beyond description. No beastly 
orgie ever conceived could surpass it. You conldn’t print 
the story, but I wish with all my heart that the World 
would try to do something for the succor of the unfortunate 
creatures. The Alaskan horrors are more dreadful than the 
pine woods atrocities. They are worse than anything 
known of in modern times.”

The recent recital in The World of the abuses practiced 
in Alaska, seemingly with the sanction of the law, as there 
does not appear to be any attempted interference, and par- 
ticularly the outrages which Mrs Voorhies, a recent visitor 
there, tells of as having been practiced by white men upon 
‘Indian women, has aroused the greatest interest in all parts 
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of the country. Among the many letters received by The 
World bearing on this subject is the following from Mr. 
George Albright: 


“ To the Editor of the World: 


“Tt is quite as important that the Government should 
look after the white men who give rum to the Indian 
women as it is to keep a revenue cutter cruising in Alaskan 
waters to prevent the white man selling molasses to the 
Indian for rum-making. American tax-paying women 
would no doubt be better satisfied to have a stop put to 
both practices, and then, perhaps, women would not find 
such a dirty pool as Ward McAllister advised The World 
reporter to let alone, and which tae Washington correspend- 
ent of the Sun tells the people ‘is only debauchery on a 
small scale.” Go and see for yourself as I have, and then 
you will know how small. 

“Twas in Alaska on the Fourth of July, 1887, heard 
the oration, speeches, and song of our Key —‘ long may it 
wave’—as the flag floated over the heads of the singers. 
In the evening I went, with others of eur party, to see the 
Indian dance. White mea and Indian women were there, 
and the rum was there, too, but not an Indian man was to 
be seen.* I saw the white men give the Indian women 
strong drink, which made them drunk, but it would not 
do for my pen to picture the scene. I turned away, sick 
of the sight, and remarked to the gentleman who was with 
me that the Government ought to put a stop to such work, 
and white men be made to let the Indian women alone.

Mrs. Voorhies writes the following letter in corrobora- 
tion of her previous statements : 





* At that time it was a rule that no Indian man should be allowed +4 the 
village after 9 o’clock P. M. But their wives and daughters were enticed to the 
dance houses, and frequently kept.all night. 


“ To the Editor of the World: 


“When I gave the interview published in your paper 
of November 12, in which I described what I had heard 
and seen of the wretchedness among the Aleuts while on a 
visit to Alaska. I did not foresee that the recital would 
bring upon me the indignation of the War Department at 
Washington, and cause Gen. Sherman to accuse me of men- 
dacity. 

“T dislike publicity, but both for my own sake and for 
that of the miserable Indians — for whose woes I am sure 
some sympathy would be aroused if investigation in that 
quarter could be instituted -- I am determined to stand by 
my guns. 

“Tn my interview I gave as my authority for some of 
the statements Mrs. McFarland, who has lived in Alaska 
for eleven years. * * * These same stories which she 
told me in the Far West she has also related here, when, 
during a visit East in 1886, she delivered lectures in various 
towns and cities, hoping to awaken some interest which 
would Jead to a reform in the government — or lack of gov- 
ernment —in Alaska. She has spent years in working for 
these miserable people, and [ am convinced that she knows 
more about the subject than Gen. Sherman, who character- 
izes my statement. as fiction. The General says there are 
‘no soldiers or sailors in Alaska;’ that he withdrew them 
from that post himself. The War Department is quoted as 
authority for the statement published from Washington in 
the New York Sun of November 16, that ‘there have been 
no soldiers there since 1872,’ and that there are rio sailors.* 
~ Mrs. McFarland worked there long before theie removal. I 
myself saw both soldiers and sailors there in 1837. At that 











* The soldiers were withdrawn twice. The last time was in 1877. In 1878 

a man-of-war was sent to 8. E. Alaska and with its officers, sailors aud marines 

is still there. Where the word ‘soldiers’ appears in this paper the word ma- 
rines should be substituted. 
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time I visited the Government buildings in Sitka, which 
were occupied by men belonging to the Naval Department. 
Among our party travelling to Alaska was the mother 
of a naval officer then stationed there, who was going out 
from Washington to visit her son. The Navy Surgeon, Dr. 
Wm. Martin, who had been stationed there for four years 
previous to 1887, returned with us to the East. Lis sue- 
cessor had been one of our party travelling outward. This 
physician’s (Dr. Martin) accounts corroborated and exceeded 
what Mrs. McFarland had told us, and confirmed what we 
had discovered for ourselves. Dr. Martin’s account of the 
degradation and disease spread among these miserable squaws 
by wicked white men is, indeed, difficult to believe unless 
one has been on the ground as I have and actually beheld 
their ravages. 

“The only part of my statement which is actually 
denied either by Gen. Sherman or the Washington officials 
is that touching the presence of soldiers and sailors in 
Alaska. For the rest, it is disposed of by the Washington 
authorities admitting that ‘ Whenever whites come in con- 
tact with Indians there is debauchery, but only on a small 
scale.’ Very good, my dear sirs! We all know that a 
man’s sins, even when he exterminates a race, are very 
small; but who doubts that a woman’s wrong-doing means 
death? Gen. Sherman says the extermination of the natives 
is an inevitable consequence of the march of civilization. 
If he had used another word, describing a nameless disease, 
he would have come nearer the truth. It’s no wonder he 
preferred talking about seals to dwelling upon such awful 
phases of human misery. 

“JT earnestly wish that I had exaggerated my state- 
ments, but every word is true, and there is worse, necessar- 
ily, left unsaid. | 

“T would like to add to my statement that many a 
poor mother in Alaska has killed her child to save it from 
the shame and the misery she herself endured ; und again 
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eo 
for a few blankets a drunken mother will sell her own 
daughter for base purposes, for the term of a week, a month 
or for life, as the Rev. Dr. Jackson, Mrs. McFarland and 
Capt. Morgan have told. I would refer the War Depart- 
ment, Gen. Sherman and all interested in this subject to 
these three persons as knowing the most about the condition 
of Alaska and its inhabitants.

THE WOMEN OF ALASKA. 





CORROBORATION OF THE SHOCKING STATE OF AFFAIRS 
DESCRIBED BY MRS. VOORHIES. 


From the San Francisco Chronicle. 
IE interview with Mrs. Voorhies in the New York 
World, telegraphed from New York, and published in 
this paper yesterday in regard to the shocking condition of 
affairs among the Alaskan Indians, has full corroboration. 
Mrs. Voorhies spent considerable time in the great country 
north of us, and gave close attention to the different phases 
of life among the natives. Her discoveries were of a most 
revolting nature. They combat Talleyrand’s expression 
that language was given to conceal thought, and show that 
it has another use in genteelly clothing the record of atro- 
cious outrages perpetrated on weak, helpless women and 
girls by lawless men, spurred on by animal passions, and 
given bridle by knowledge of a complete immunity from 
punishment. | 
From time to time travellers tell of the awful practices 
in the wilds of Alaska, and their tales are regarded as the 
work of imagination or as an example of a strong pull on 
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the long bow. Officers in reports to the Government allude 
to them, but the subject was one considered too repulsive 
to receive more than a bare mention. Now that public 
attention has been called to the condition of Alaska’s native 
women, some good may result, and emancipation may follow 
for the unfortunates whose positions are infinitely worse 
than those of the slaves of ante-bellum days. No Indian 
woman is safe from the assaults of miners, trappers, soldiers 
and sailors. Girls not yet in their teens are torn from their 
homes and made the slaves of mining camps; women are 
borne from their husbands and forced to lives of the deepest 
degradation, from which there is no escape unless corruption 
begins, when they are cast forth to die where they fall. 

Bishop Viadimir, who is at the head of the Russo- 
Greek Church in this country, and whose diocese embraces 
Alaska, said yesterday he had read the dispateh which 
appeared in the Chronicle. THe could not doubt the truth- 
fulness of it. Reports had been made to him of the prac- 
tices of the miners and others on the Indian women, by 
which the female population of Alaska was depleted. It 
was a black stain on the record of the Government. 

‘* We have done ail in our power for the unfortunates,” 
the Bishop said. ‘ Around the persecuted people we have 
thrown the protection of our Church. We have given the 
women shelter, and have snatched many of them from a 
fate that one cannot think of without a shudder. I do not. 
believe any nation ever knew of such a condition of affairs 
before. But the Church has been the only power that con- 
tended with the outrages The lustful ruffians have never 
made an assault on women who were known to belong to 
the Church. We are doing all in our power to save the 
women, and the men as well. Many Indians are readers 
and elders in our churches, and half-breeds serve as priests. 
We are trying to educate the masses, aud when we have 
won them from their savage life they wil! fly from the awful 
dangers that surround them. On Friday I leave for Sitka, 
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and will take steps to save the unfortunates from their mer- 
ciless enemies and from the enemies of the Church.’’* 


In 1880 a Christian lady in one of the large Eastern 
cities awoke to the fact that there were some particular 
forms of suffering among heathen women so unsuited for 
general reading that travellers and even missionaries nave 
veiled the details under such general expressions as “ ex- 
treme degradation,” “ deep misery,” or * woeful condition.” 
Believing a fuller knowledge of the facts would help to 
more intelligently gauge the measure of responsibility for 
which we are speedily to answer before the judgment seat 
of Christ, she wrote to leading missionary women for a 
private statement on the subject Her appeal called forth, 
among others, the folowing letter: 


“ My Dear Sister : 


“%# * * TI proceed at once to give you the items you 
ask for, 7. e, illustrations of condition and life among the 
women of Alaska, and in giving these I shall confine my- 
self to what I have heard, seen and known in the Chilcat 
country, which is exceptionally free from the contamina- 
tions and pollutions of the lower coast tribes (the Stikines 
of Ft. Wrangell and the Sitka Indians) where a girl can be 
bought for a bright ribbon, a bit of calico or candy ; where 
the people are diseased and deformed to such an extent that 
a bright, healthy child is the exception; where mothers 
parade the streets and infest the wharves exhibiting their 
daughters’ charms and offering their babies of ten years to 
these dranken and rotten sailors and miners, who select, of

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course, the healthiest and prettiest for their base use. In 
the mining towns these Indians have a score or more of 
booths and little white cotton tents, where they have their 
wives and daughters accommodate these wretched whites. 
The mortality among these Indian women is frightful. 
Two or three of our Chilcat girls, who were enticed away 
just about the time we came, fell victims to that terrible 
disease which follows such sin, and died during the year in 
horrible agony. The death of one of these girls was atfri- 
buted by the Indians to witchcraft, and her companion, a 
girl also from Chileat, was the aecused. The Indians em- 
ployed the usual methods of torture to extort confession — 
cutting her hair off, then so weaving it into cords to form a 
rope, by which, after the body had been tied in a low, 
crouching position, hands behind the back, feet together 
and knees against the breast, the head was drawn back and 
tied to a low stake driven into the ground. (In this posi- 
tion the ‘witch’ is left for three days without food or 
water.) This girl was then beaten, and after ‘ confessing’ 
that she had bewitched the deceased, aud that her mother — 
an old woman living in our lower Chilcat village — had 
taught her the black art, and had, herself, killed ten men in 
that way, she was brought, bound in a canoe, to her mother’s 
house, when the old woman was also seized, and it was with ~ 
difficulty that we saved their lives Then they lived, hunted 
things as they were, like the beasts of the wood, until they 
stole to us secretly and were locked up. Soon after, passage 
was secured for them and they were taken toSitka. I could 
give you chapters on the misery which [ have been person- 
ally cognizant of, resulting to women through this one 
old superstition of witcheraft, but I must hasten on to other 
things. 

‘“ As I have said, our people are still in their primitive 
ignorance (I cannot say innocence) — or almost so ~ with all 
their exaggerated and distorted ideas of honor, of right and 
wrong, and of purity. As soon as a girl has become a 
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woman, the fact must be made known publicly or great 
calamities will result to the people. Last winter we had 
terrible storms at Haines, and, after they had exhausted 
themselves against the missionary as the cause, the medicine 
men declared that two of our brightest and best school gir!s 
had brought it on by hiding their sickness. The parents 
brought their children to me saying that they believed I 
knew more than the medicine man (because I had dared his 
shaken fist and all his threats in trying to save the lives of 
sick persons), and that by some sort of divination and the 
Bible I could tell whether or not the charge were true. 
After talking with them of the wrong of these things the 
father said to me, ‘I thnik you don’t know and can’t believe 
how our people hold to these things; the défe of my child is 
in danger; I dare not let her be seen. You must. hear of 
what happened betore you came to us. There was a great 
storm ; all the canoes seemed lost; everything was done to 
stop it, but still the storm went on. At length a medicine 
man told the people that the young daughter of the chief 
was the cause-— that she must confess herself a woman. 
This she refused to do; the torture began; still she denied ; 
still raged the storm. [er blanket (worn close about the 
body) was set on fire; inch by inch it was burned half ott 
her; still she persisted that she was innocent <A slave was 
next killed, for the double purpose of frightening her into 
a confession, and to prepare her way in the spirit world ; 
still it failed of its first object ; she would not acknowledge 
her guilt, and the storm increased its fury, till at last the 
girl was killed and burned, when immediately the sun 
broke through the clouds, the storm ceased, and the great 
ealm told the people all the truth.’ 

‘Tn all the native villages, back of the dwellings, there 
are little booths about four feet square and two or three feet 
high, some even less, built of pine boughs or pieces of bark, 
to. which the women are banished during their peculiar sick- 
ness in childbirth, and for ten days after. Last winter [saw

these women digying an entrance into these holes through 
many feet of snow and crawl into them as a dog to his ken- 
nel; sometimes they gather handfuls of moss or bark and 
have a little smoking fire, but with fire or not they must 
remain until the time is past. Through one bitter, bitter 
cold week a woman came to me with her little child almost 
perished; they had been in an out-house for two days and 
nights, she having no one to leave her child with, and 
almost without food or clothing. She told me that she had 
attempted to go back into the tamily house to get something 
for her child, but they had driven her out with awful threats 
and charges of having brought evil and sickness upon them, 
and she was afraid her child would die. Of course, we 
sheltered and cared for them The family houses are gen- 
erally of one rvom, with a small door and ne window, ex- 
cept the great opening in the roof, which is intended for the 
escape of the smoke from the great fire in the centre of the 
earthen floor; there is usually a plank floor laid around the 
fire to the walls. In some of the better houses there is a 
second, and sometimes even a third raised floor, partly en- 
closed into little closets, affording thus the native’s nearest 
approach to private chambers. Into thes2 houses will be 
gathered often as many as forty persons, men, women and 
children, just as many families as can accommodate them- 
selves in it, the children, of course, being witnesses to and 
being educated in every detail of family life. Their ideas 
of purity, however, are very rigid, and require that, as soon 
as the fact of a girl’s maturity is established, she be hidden 
away from the sight of even her mother, who only approaches 
her for the purpose of giving ber food, or of leadiny her out 
of doors, closely blanketed, after night. The duration of 
her imprisonment is from six months to two years, accord- 
-ing to her caste, and at its close she is given to the man her 
friends have selected for her husband. The highest compli- 
-ment which the latter can pay the bride, orher parents, is 
‘to’say that she is as pale.as muslin. One of our school 
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girls, whom I spoke of as having been brought to me for 
trial, has been in a little dark, damp hole since last winter, 
and, as the miners are advancing, I hope that she may be 
kept there till I get back and secure her against them. 
“During the severest part of last winter, when the 
snow lay eight to twelve feet on the ground — and in drifts 
it might have been jforty-—a handsome, high-class girl of 
Willard (our upper Chileat village, which is the largest, 
richest, and most influential in the country) was accused of 
stealing a string of beads. To have committed the theft 
would have been a small matter, but to be acused of sucha 
thing was enough to ruin the prestige of the entire tribe, 
and must be punished or avenged. The girl, fearful for her 
life (which is always mosi in danger from the nearest friends 
of the accused, so anxious are they to maintain their family 
honor), left-ler home secretly in the night and escaped to 
the mission, a distance of twenty miles, without snow-shoes 
or any other aid. Tow she survived that day and night’s 
floundering through the snow, into which she would sink 
to her arm-pits, I cannot comprehend, but on the second 
night she staggered into our kitchen, her poor garment wet 
and frozen about her otherwise naked body. After food, 
dry clothing and rest, she told her simple story, and that 
she had come to the missienary because she was innocent. 


This was on Saturday night. She remained with us till 
= S 


Monday morning, when she went into the scbool, taught 
that day by the Interpreter alone. We saw nothing more 
of her, and heard only that she had returned to herheme. 
We knew nothing of the terrible events of that day until 
some weeks after, her brother, who had just come back from 


trading in the interior, and heard her story of shameless 


wrong committed within a few feet of the minister’s door, 


came to avenge it, and: hearing of it then for the first time 
-we strained every nerve. to: saye-war. » It seems that~ to 
account still further for the severity of the weather, some 
‘one had started the report that this girl had‘left her home 
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in feat lest her condition should be discovered and her life 
taken by her friends; that’ on her way down she had given 
birth to a child and left it in the snow, all of which was 
worthy death. Making this report their justification, two 
women entered the school that morning, and, in the sight of 
all the children and their teacher, made an examination of 
the girl’s person in the most shocking and disgusting man- 
ner. Finding no positive evidence of guilt, but excited to 
outrage, they dragged her out into the snow, where, strip- 
ping her of every rag, they dragged and drove her through 
the village, naked, before the winter storm, and to every 
eye, Which is more stinging to the Chileat woman thau any 
other torture. They universally clothe themselves modestly, 
and I have never seen an immodest thing among them. 
“Their marriage laws seem to be these: A man may 
have more than one wife, and a woman more than one hus- 
band (though usually they have but one at a time) they may 
have a succession of partners, but while the acknowledged 
relations exists they must be faithful to each other. They 
have a custom, and it is quite prevalent. which is a strange 
offset to that of secluding their girls. It is the giving of 
their children of the tenderest age to be raised tor the pur- 
pose of taking the place of their guardians. That is, a man 
and his wife will take a little boy and girl to raise as their 
successors. If the man dies first the boy becomes husband 
to the woman. If the woman is the first to die, her hus- 
band takes the little girl. In this way one often sees a 
decrepit old woman with a mere boy, and a little child 
bound to a grizzled old mau, and they do not always wait 
for death to undo the first bond. Our hearts were wrung 
Jast winter by the destruction of a delicate little child of 
about nine years, who seemed to have retained sweet inno- 
cence through all her hard life. She was in our school, and 
-by her quiet. ways and sweet face had won our hearts.. We 
missed her-from school and ehurch, and upon inquiry found 
that she had been given to. her father’s brother—a great 
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bratal man — for his wife, because his other wife was blind, 
ete., ete. All that we could do was of no avail to save the 
child. She appeared at church a week or two after, and 
never have I seen such a change in any human being as I 
saw in that poor little one; her face haunts me yet. It was 
scarcely recognizable, so bruised and swollen, while despair 
itself looked out of her sad eyes. I saw her again when I 
went to her home. ‘Home!’ oh, what a mockery! It 
was one of the poorest of the hovels; a few sticks smoked 
together in the centre, filling all the house with stifling 
blindness. Wind, snow and rain blew through the cracks, 
and swept down from the hole in the roof, while on the few 
loose boards which lay on the damp earth floor squatted the 
miserable family The old wife had, indeed, a pair of sick- 
ening eyes, red, running, and blind. Clinging to her skirts 
and huddling about her were several children covered with 
sores, hunchback and rickety. <A little to one side sat the 
child-wife stitching hopelessly away on some garments for 
the family. 
They never forget a wrong; its memory is treasured 
up for generations. We became acquainted this summer 
with a mode of revenge which I have never known to be 
pursued elsewhere. The highest chief in our country is 
Shateritech of the upper village, who is of the Cinnamon 
Bear tribe. THis wife is a Raven of high class. Of the 
same class and tribe is a man called ‘ the Murderer,’ whose 
father or grandfather had in some way disgraced and humi- 
liated the family of Shateritch. The wife of the latter was 
determined to have her husband avenged, and insisted upon 
his taking the Murderer’s sister — a fresh, young girl —- to 
wife, bringing her home to his own house and family until 
she should have become a mother, when she must be driven 
- mercilessly out in everlasting disgrace for a fatherless child. 
Shall I go on, as easily [ might, and lengthen the leaflet to.a 
book? Or is thisenough for my sisters in Christian America ? 

Could I give one incident in its true life — darkness — surely 
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it would kindl» in their hearts such a new and holy fire as 
would give out its bright blessings until these dark, dark 
hearths of Alaska should be changed into Christian homes.” 


A CHAPTER IN THE MISSION WORK, 


WHEN, IN 1885, SoME OF THE U. S. OFFICIALS, ASSISTED BY THE 
U. 8. DISTRICT COURT FOR THE DISTRICT OF ALASKA, 
ATTEMPTED TO BREAK UP THE PRESBYTERIAN 
M‘SS:0N SCHOOL AT SITKA. 


AST winter (1884-5) an Indian sercerer and his wife 
brought their daughter, about twelve years of age, and 
placed her in the school for five years. A short time after- 
wards, having an opportunity of selling her to some visit- 


ing Indians, they came and asked to take her out of the’ 


school. This was refused by the superintendent. They 
then offered to send her brother in her place. The superin- 
tendent replied that he would take the boy if they wished, 
but would retain the girl. They then offered him $f0 in 
money if they would let the girl go. Failing to procure 
her they hired two Indians to steal her. These men were 
concealed in the woods, near by, a week before they were 
discovered and captured. While these events were trans- 
piring the first girl had been taken from the school on a 
writ of habeas corpus. Encouraged by this, the same white 
men as in the first case assisted the sorcerer in securing a 
writ, and the girl was produced in court. Upon this ocea- 
sion the Judge ruled-— | ee: 

(1) That the verbal contract of the Indian parents in 
placing their child in school was not binding.

(2) That as a white man cannot make a contract with 
an Indian, a written contract would be illegal. 

(3) That if the officers of the school attempted to re- 
strain the children from running away or leaving whenever 
they wished, they would be liable to fine and imprisonment. 

Judge Dawne, who succeeded Mr. McAllister as United 
States Judge of Alaska, upon opening his court took an 
early opportunity of reversing these decisions, and decided 
that the natives ot Southeast Alaska were not Indians; that 
they could make contracts ; sue and be sued, and do what- 
ever any one else could do before the !aw. 

The decisions of Judge McAllister left the officers 
powerless to maintain discipline. If a child failed in his 
lessons, quarreled with his schoolmates, neglected his work, 
or transgressed the rules of the school, and any attempt was 
made to correct him, in a fit of anger or sulkiness he could 
leave the school. The court had thrown the doors wide 
open, and evil-disposed men took special pains to inform the 
natives, and encourage them to remove their children from 
the school. 

To add to the difficulties of the situation, about that 
time one of the school girls died of pneumonia. She had 
eareful nursing and every needed attention, even to the 
medical attendance of the surgeon on the United States man- 
of-war, the Pinta. After the burial some one started the 
story that the matron had bewitched the girl and caused 
her death. Soon there was an excited mob at the school 
clamoring to take their children home for fear the matron 
would kill them also. If the civil officers had then used 
their influence with the Indians to quiet the excitement and 
keep the children in school, they would have succeeded, and 
both parents and children would have been thanktul after it 
was all over. On the contrary, the Marshal, the Interpreter, 
and especially the United States District Attorney, helped 
the matter along, so that, through their influence and the 
superstitious fear of the Indians, in a few days forty-seven 
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children were taken out of school and remanded back to 
the filth, superstition, degradation and vice of their native 
condition. | 

Among those removed from the school was a girl sev- 
enteen years of age, who had been sold into prostitution by 
her own mother. In some way she had escaped and found ~ 
both an asylum and a home in the school, but now she was _ 
turned loose to destruction. 

. Another girl of fifteen, and her sister, ten years of age, 
had been picked up on the beach at a mining camp. They 
were without friends or home, almost without clothing, and 
in a starving condition. Through neglect and cruel treat- 
ment the younger one was almost blind. These orphan sis- 
ters were taken into the school, fed, clothed, and kindly 
eared for. Medical attendance was provided and the blind 
one restored to sight. The sisters were making fair pro- 
gress when the break came and they were taken in charge 
by anaunt. The elder one was sent into prostitution, and 
the aunt is living off the wages of the child’s shame. The 
younger one, in a few days, escaped from her relatives and 
returned to the school. When her aunt came for her she 
clung to one of the lady teachers and had to be taken away 
by fetes e. Again she returned to the school and agatn was 
torn away. She returned the third time. It seemed so 
inhuman and outrageous to force the poor child into a life 
that she was makiitg such desperate efforts to escape, that 
the officers of the school refused to let her relatives have 
her, preferring that, if she must be taken away, the respon- 

* sibility should rest upon the court. 

Another girl of fourteen, when about to be sold into 
prostitution for the benefit of a distant relative, escaped 
from her grandmother, who was guarding her, and came to 
the school As a rat of the \deaisiont of the court, she, 
too, was remanded back to the care of her heathen relatives, 
and has‘been lost to a virtuous life. 

Another, a girl of about seventeen, was being sold into 
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prostitution by her stepmother and aunt. The two wonier, 
quarreling over the division of the blood money, came to 
settle the dispute before Mr. A. T. Lewis, clerk of the 
court. Mr. Lewis, whose influence is on the side of human- 
ity and the schools, took the girl from her unnatural pro- 
tectors, and placed her in the school. She, too, has gone 
back to her former abode of cruelty. 

Some three years ago a little girl was accused of witch- 
eraft. The tribe bound her with a rope. <A stalwart chiefs 
holding one end of the rope, walked in advance, dragging 
the child after him, while another came behind holding the 
other end of the rope. These men were the admiration ot 
the tribe for their bravery in holding between them a puny, 
starved girl of ten. She was rescued by Professor Austin, 
who was in charge of the school, and given a home. Dur- 
ing the troubles she was returned to the tribe, and may yet 
be tortured to death as a witch 

Another was the slave of a prominent chief. After his 
death his two widows treated her so cruelly that she ran 
away, and was found hid under the church. She was taken 
into the school and furnished protection and a home. A 
man that married one of the widows claimed her as his 
property, and tried to get possession of her, but in vain. 
But now that the school is powerless to protect the orphan, 
the escaped slave and the helpless child, she has gone 
out from under its care, and her future remains to be 
seen. 

Another, to prevent being married to her stepfather 
and becoming a plural wife with her own mother, ran away 
aud came to the school. For a long time she did not dare 
visit her mother, and, when at length she ventured to visit 
home, they locked her up in a room to keep her. After 
some days she again escaped, and returned to the school. 
Now, under the hostile influences that surround the school, 
sho has been led away, and is living a life of sin in a min- 
ing camp. | 
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From North Star, Sitka, Alaska, November, 1888. 


In the absence of any provision in Alaska by the Goy- 
ernment for a refuge and reform school into which can be 
gathered the homeless waifs that have entered upon a life 
of sin, because no one has taught them better, and the child- 
wives that are either discarded by their so-called husbands, 
or of themselves flee from their hard fate, public sentiment 
and the dictates of humanity call for their admittance into 
the Sitka school. 

And yet it is not justice to the children, who have not 
entered upon a life of outbreaking sin, to cause them to 
associate with the former class In order to receive and 
benefit the first class and not injure the second, it is essen- 
tial that there should be a separate building into which can 
be gathered the Reform Department. Many of these girls 
are still so young that, with proper medical treatment, their 
lives can be saved; with proper training they can be 
changed from hoodlums into useful, virtuous .women, and 
surrounded by right influences by the blessing of God’s 
Spirit, their souls can be saved, — they can be purified and 
made meet to associate with the saints in glory. Who will 
erect a suitable building in order that these children of sin 
and sorrow may be rescued and saved ? 

A few years ago a little girl was accused of witcheraft. 
The tribe bound her with a rope and started to drag her 
away to torture and death, when she was rescued by Rev. 
Mr. Austin. In 1885, when the U.S. officials, aided by the 
U. 8. District Court, attempted to break up the Mission 
School at Sitka, Wilha was one of the girls who were en- 
ticed away. Six months later, sick and weary of a life of 
sin, she sought again the shelter of the home, but so dis- 
eased that it was not safe to allow her to mingle with the 
other girls; and as there was no building or provision for 
sheltering such, with bleeding hearts the teachers were com- 
pelled to deny her admission. But the girl refused to go, 
screaming to the teachers to save her, and holding on to the 
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chairs as her friends dragged her away by force. Three 
years have done its work, and the poor girl, now a most 
loathsome object in a distant heathen village, is rapidly 
hastening to a dishonored grave ;—a lost soul that, perhaps, 
could have been saved if the church that sent the mission- 
aries as her representatives to save the lost had furnished 
them the necessary buildings for carrying on tae work. 
There are many girls, 14,15 and 16 years of age, who would 
gladly flee to such a refuge if it were provided. 

One stormy night a girl about 15 years of age, her 
dress torn and bedraggled with wet, as she had fled through 
the swamp, came to the school and begged for admittance. 
The next day, upon inquiry, it was found out that some 
time before her brothers, in removing to a distant village, 
had sold her to a native as his second wife, and to be a slave 
to wait upon the first wife. Wer treatment was so cruel 
that she concluded to flee for refuge to the Mission, where 
she had a sister. Ter master finding out where she was, 
came and threatened trouble, but his belligerent spirit cooled 
down when he learned that he was lable to be imprisoned 
for bigamy. The girl was then subjected to a medical 
examination, when it was discovered that she could not be 
safely taken into the school with the other girls; and as 
there was no suitable place where the teachers could shelter 
and care for her, they were under the painful necegsity of 
declining to receive her. When the girl learned that she 
eould not be received, she threw up her arms and with a 
wild shriek of agony exclaimed: ‘“ You teach my sister 
good and she will go to heaven. You send me away and I 
cannot go to heaven. I will be lost.” 

Denied admittance to a Christian Mission School, be- 
cause there was no possible way in which the teachers could 
care for her, what was she to do? She had no relatives to 
protect her. The only shelter from the storm was the house 
from which she had fled. To return there would be to be 
eruclly beaten. Must she and others like her be turned out 
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into thestreets to be sheltered fora season by some dergaded 
white man for want of a few hundred dollars to onder 
them Christian shelter and care? Girls from a few months 
old and upward are sold as wives Girls from ten to fifteen 
years of age are rented by their parents to white meh. 
After a while these men remove to some other section of 
the country and the girls are left behind. To many such 
child-wives a Christian refuge, to which they could flee, 
would be the road to Eternal Life. Christian mothers! as 
you look upon your own fair daughters can you not make a 
thank-offering that they have been saved from such appalling 
wreichedness, and build a home that shall shelter other daughters ? 

The pressing need of such a building at Sitka has been 
again brought to notice by the following letter from the 
Acting Governor of Alaska : |

“My Dear S1r:—I shall apply to the Court to-morrow 
morning for the release from jail of Lou, an Indian girl, a 
minor twelve years old, committed from Juneau for petty 
larceny. My didermanding of this case has awakened a 
sympathy and also aroused my indignation. 

“You will readily appreciate that the jail is certainly 
not the proper place for a child of tender years, and, as she 
is without kindred to care for her welfare, [am very desir- 
ous that either Mr. Kelly or yourself accept the position of 
guardian for her, thereby enabling’ you to put her in the 
Mission Home and retain her there as long as possible.

The Presbytery of Aleske in session at 
Sitke,Dec-8th,A.).,1898, most respectfully request that in making 
your appointments to fill the civil offices in the District of 
Alaske, you will take into consideration the fact thet 8-10 of 
our populetion are Indiens or netives just emerging from barbarism. 
Like all berberous reces, these people are quick to imitete the 
Eye ana slow to edopt the virtues of the whites. And yet 
these people ere simple teaheblw end easily led towerds civil- 
ization on the one hend, or on the other,as easily led ic 
intemperence end destroyed by the white men's diseases according 
to the character ef the civil officiels and their treatment of 
ne people. 

Hence our great need here is christien men in office, 
who will both enforce the laws end also use their personal in- 
fluence in favor of sobriety end chastity. 

While there ere many honorable men, who sre not 
eonnected with out christian churches, yet from our standpoint, 
we firmly believe thet ¢ Presiient will be less likely to be 


deceited or meke 2 misteke in the cherecter of his sppointments, 
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if for this District he chooses christian mer. 

We ere the more solicitous in this metter because of 
the wmfortunate experience of the past. 

As you well know (for the cherecter of the leeding 
officials came before you as chairman of the Senate Committee 
on Territory) from the commencement of civil gevermment in 
Alaska, through two administre tions down to the present, our 
leading officiels as e rule heve not been in sympethy with the 
missionery end educationel PPRGELE Ot the several denominetions 
at work trying to elevate the netive races. Not only that, but 
some of them heve used their official position to directly 
emberass and hinder the work both of missions end even the 
government schocls. 

Therefore, for the more rapid civilization of the 
natife races, end the better enforcement of the laws of the land 
we earnestly request thet you will eppoint us sood christian men. 

We make this request with the greeter confidence knowing 
thet it was lergely through your leadership in the Senate that we 
secured our present civil government and also knowing thst your 
ehristian charecter will cause you to sympathize with our desire 
to have righteous and just rulers.

Dear SiR- 

In reply to your request for same, I cheerfully hand you 
herewith a catalogue of suggestions for the improvement of the 
Customs service in the District of Alaska, and beg leave to 
ask for them the careful consideration of yourself and others 
interested. They are of as a conservative a character us it 
is possible to make them, and, in my judgment, are all an 
absolute necessity. So fas as I have been able to discover, 
there. has been an absence of system in the Inspection service, 
that should be remedied at once. And until the service is 
reduced to a system, such as I suggest, i¢ will never be 
efficient. The fact that the District is apparently an iso- 
lated one its no reason for neglecting tt. Although all are 
important, I would respectfully ask your antention to sugyes- 
tion No. 5, relating to the personal accomodation of Inspéc- 
tors afloat. 

The Pacific Coast Steamship Company are very careful to ask 


each trip of the Inspectora receipt for his transportation 
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and subsistence, which is to be used by them in collecting 
from tiie Government full first class fare for the Inspector's 
passage. He is viewed by them as a passenger on their ships. 
ite in the face of these facts he has always been treuted 
unfairly and discriminated against in assigning him his quar- 
ters. Although entitled to as good accomodation as other 
passengers, he is invariably assigned below sonetims to 
localities where no rest can be obtained, and again where 
sleep is uncertain ana disturbed. Passengers, when nécéssary, 
bear with such loss of rest, because with than it is only 
temporary--but the Inspector is on the ship three weeks out of 
every four It is his home and place of business. He is 
obliged to be up at all hours and for varying paertods day and 
night--some times twenty-four hours at a stretch. Surely under 
such circumstances he deserves to be as well and as quietly 
housed as anyone else on the ship. In summer the Company has 
sold every birth on the ship, leaving the Inspector to take 
care of himself. Last July the writer alternated be ween an 
abominable room and the storage, in both of which 10 was im- 
possible to obtain an sleep whatever. Ans his present room 
opens into the dining-room, where before his door lunch and 
conversation occur any hour of the iitght--and where conversa- 
tion and work comuences every morning about 4.00 o'clock. 


Under such a disadvantage of sleep, no Inspector cam be 
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expected to be always attentive to his duty. It is both 
humiliating and discouraging to an officer who deserves to be 
better protected by the Government, and J sincerely hope it 
ma, be corrected. 

I am satisfied that on each regular ship there is a yang 
of operators who deal in contraband whiskey and opium, in 
quantities comparatively simall, tt is true, but large enough 
to be mischievous and dangerous everywhere. There is no prin- 
ciple involved in the traffie: it is simply and wholly a 
method of making money, and whiskey in bottles upon every 
opportunity is sold to all comers: reputable white men, hive 
scoundrels who tn trun sell to Indians, ana direct to Indians 
themselves. 

There is an imnuense educational work yet to be done among 
the natives of Alaska (and you will pardon the statement ina 
letter to you), and there is no more deadly am enemy to all 
misstonary and educational work, no more certain way of undo- 
ing moral and intellectual good and improvement among these 
people bes this same sale of liquor. And the Government 
should sustain the Cus ais and Judicial Departments in every 
possible way. 

I thank you for this opportunity of placing my /umble 
views before you, and in conclusion beg leave to say that you 


are at liberty to use my; statements for what they are worth,

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SUGCESTIONS FOR T:E IMPROVEMENT OF THE CUSTOMS SERVICE IN THE 
DISTRICT OF COLUMBIA. 7-3 !C3, 


i. <A steam-launch should be located at Fort Tongas for 
patrol purposes. It should be manned by at least three men, 
properly armed, and authorized to act as Inspectors, 

2. A Stmilar launch should be stationed at Juneau. 

3. The Collector at Sitka and Deputy Collector at Juneau 
Should be athorized to employ a sufficient number of men to 
séarch vessels, whenever in their judgment it is necessary to 
do so. For ships of GOO tons and upwards not less than from 
fifteen to twenty men are necessary for that prupose. 

4, Unless forbidden by law, the U. S. Ginboat in Sitka 
harbor most of the time should be instructed to cooperate with 
the Collector in that vicinity with both lainch and men, 

5, <A confo rtable state-room in a quiet portion of each 
ship should be reserved for the exclusive use of the Inspecto 
afloat, where he may go at am. time, day or night, for sleep, 
as 1t may be necessary. 

6. No freight, baggage, or packages whould be discharged 
in Alaska waters except in the presence of the Inspector 

7. As at present drawn, the manifest will not permit the 
checking of the cargo. It shoul d be understood that the 
Inspector is to have access to the Freight Clerk's list in 
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detatil of freight, before reaching each landing place in 
Alaska. 

8. No liquors to be fumished on board the ship to any 
person gotny ashore, either resident or passenger, without the 
permission of the Inspector in each instance. 

9, No Indian or his baggage to be allowed to leave the 
ship in Alaska waters except in the presence of tle Inspector. 
10. No Indian or Indias to be allowed to board the ship 
om any pretext, except on business with the proper officers of 
the ship or to be come a passenger, and then only in the pres- 

ence of the Inspecto re 

rut All foreign baggage and other packages not actually 
in use in a passenger's state-room and not on the manifest, 
should bé placed in an apartment by themselves or ina separate 
héape 

12. In addition to the manifests he now receives, the 
Inspector should be furnished a manifest of the foreign pas- 
sengers, cabin and steerage, stating the number of pieces of 
each kind of baggage possessed by each. 

13, An Inspector of Customs, between the months of April 
and October both inclusive, should reside at Fort Tongas or 


some point near tlere, whose duty it should be tw take euch

ating with the regular Inspector afloat. 
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Should this suggestion be adopted, and I urge its impor- 
tance, the watchmen now employed at Sitka, Juneau, and Wran-

I beg leave to enclose a clipping from the "Free Press" of 
Juneau, containing that portion of Gov. Swineford's report 
referring to the Alaska liquor law, which IT thought perhaps 
you had not seen. I confess I amnot able to understand some 
af the Governor's conclusions. At least twenty-five saloons 
licensed are publicly and openly selling liquors to everyone 
as a beverage. Why they are not arrested, why their stock is 
not seized, why tw breweries should be allowed to manufac ture 
all being in violation of law, is something I do not compre- 
hend. 

The Governor recommends a high license law. I am convinced 
such a law will not stop the sale of liquor to Indians. What- 
ever is done regarding white men, something must be done ut 
| once to stop the Indian liyuor trade. 

The condition of affairs in that respect on the Pacific 


Coast S. S. Co.'s steamers has become a disgrace and a great 
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danger. Indian men and women are allowed free access to each 
ship. The men come on boam to drink whiskey and to carry 
bottled liquor ashore. The women come on board for the pur- 
pose of prostitution, for which they are pata both liquor and 
money. In elther case, the traffic ts carried on below 
mostly in the steerage. 

The officers of the ships are not concernded in this dirty 
business, but Indian loafing on the ships is not prohibited/ 
A gang of white men on each ship is engaged in smuggling 

bottled liquor ashore. Some of these men visit the Indian 
quarters and sell the stuff to Indian men for money and to 
Indian women for prostitution. The traffic is so constant and 
universal that it has become a terror ® every commmity on 
the route of the ships. Indian drunkenness at many places is 
almost as regilar as the ship's visit. And sooner or later 
i¢ widl result in the murder of the whites. Hspecially is ¢ 
this true of the many fisheries. 

One inspector on the ships camot break up this practice. 
The stops are often too long forhim to be constantly on auty. 
He is dosely watched, and cannvut go in the ship for any néc- 
essary purpose but thut advantage is taken of his absence. 

The authorities ate Washington should at once assist the 
Collector at Sitka. Something should be done promptly. The 


extra expense is trifling and is not worth consideration. 
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I earnestly urge my suggestions upon ,ou, as you reques tea, 
and IJ do so without any reflection upon the Collector, who is 
my superior officer, and for whom I have the highest respect. 
He has more than once asked cooperation from Washington, and 
his requests have been ignored.

We brought it back as 
too indefinite, and yet we believe our appeal would be 
remembered and have weight with other testimony in the Presi- 
dent's mind. JI do not see that Mrs. Winans’ letter could help 
further now. It, too, is indefinite. Would be glad to help 
YOU.

We, the representatives of the Woman's Christian Temperance

The result 
is, that the smuggling and sale of liquors are largely on the 
increase in the Territory, thus creating a deplorable state 
of affairs.

Mr. President. 
Sir? 

As a citizen of this District and a member of 
the Republican party, and more especially as one who desires 
the moral welfare of this comminity, I feel deeply grieved at 
the state of affairs as they now exist here. So far we have 
been unfortunate in the men who have been sent here to pre- 
side over the District Court. The present ineumbent, John S&S. 
Bagbee, for moral turpitude surpasses them all. 

Yesterday he was intoxicated and in a stupor while en- 
deavoring to preside over his Court. Last June while holding 
court in Juneau City, his conduct was bad in the extreme. Le 
had prostitutes to come to his rooms and drank and caroused — 
With them till away in the night, even to the annoyance of 
those who ti in the neighborhood. His conduct while visit- 
ing the domiciles of the prostitutes was so utterly vile as to 
@isgust even the abandoned women themselves. I heard of this 
wrong doing soon after he returned from that term of court to 


Sitka, and meeting Governor L. E. Knapp, I asked him if he had 
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had accounts of his conduet here. To day I called on the 
Governor and asked him if he had taken any pains to find out 
the truth of these reports. He said that he had conversed 
with men from Juneau. and believed that what was reported is 
true but that what was told him was in confidence arid that the 
men did not wish their names to appear. 

The Governor assured me that if he could set affidavits 
he would not hesitate to send them. The Governor himself was 
present in Court yesterday and surely could not have felt im- 
pressed with the dignity of the Judge. 

The men who proposed his name for the most important of- 
fice in Alaska, imposed upon you and did us who dwell here a 
grievous wrong. 

Now Mr. President, feeling sure that the conduct of the 
Judge has not been such as is becoming an officer of the Uni- 
ted States, and that you may know more accurately the whole 
state of affairs and the public feeling here allow me to sug- 
gest that you command Mr. NN. B. Peckingpaugh to investigate 
the conduct of this officer and report to you in person at 
Washington. He is a secletion of your own and we believe you 
had made no mistake in the man. 

1 have had one conversation with Mr. Peckinpaugh and I 
know that he fecls sick at heart over what he must witness 


with his own eyes. I1 trust that you will use this means or 
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any other which may appear better to acquaint yourself with 
the facts ard then for the sake of those who reside in this 
land and for the decency and sood name of your own adminis- 
tration to lay the axe with vigor at the root. Mr. Peekin- 
paugh does not know that 1 am writing this communication nor 
has he the slightest idea that 1 am suggesting him as a proper 
person to perform such a duty. 

I am allowed to refer by name to John G. Heid, attorney 
at Juneau, Henry Coon and Daniel Campbell, miners at the same 
place. J.H. Burfiend, Douglass City, and S. Valentine, Jew- 
eler, Juneau. 

I send this letter to the Rev. Dr. Jackson in care of 
the Pureau of Fducation, with a request that he place it in 
your hands.

My. Brady read to me his letter to the President, (intrust- 
ed to your care), with respect to such officials, and I must 
admit that I can not otherwise than to endorse what he says of 
Judge Bugbee; as to what he says of lr. Johnson, District At- 
torney, and of Max Pracht, the Collector, is only hearsay to 
me, not beins personally copnizant of the facts, the transac- 
tion spoken of by Mr. Brady, having taken place at Sitka, 
where he resides, and he certainly should and does know of 
the facts. 

The conduct of Judge Bugbee sinee his arrival in this 
District has been so scandalous, that all agree upon this 
seas, that Judge Bugbee for downright immorality, is the 


worst that ever held office in Alaska; and the democrats, on 
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every occasion, though condemning the conduct of Judge Bugbee, 
with taunting pride point back and ask the Republicans "to 
“show a democratic official, who in office had behaved so bad 
“as now Judge PBugbee conducts himself;* 

All people here, irrespective of party, are heartily dis- 
gusted and wonder how it can be that such officials are not 
preemptorily removed from office. 

Judge Bugbee is so violently addicted to strong drink, 
so that it certainly interferes with the performance of the 
duties of his office. I have seen him intoxicated on the 
bench while holding the June term of Court at Juneau, Alaska, 
during near the entire time of the said June term, the Judge, 
while off the beneh, was in a stupor of intoxication. I, and 
others here, have seen him reeling drunk on the public strect, 
have aa him hold on to posts on the publie street to stay 
himself in order to avoid falling. I have, as well as others, 
seen public prostitutes at Juneau, oing and coming from his 
lodgings, at all times, (the Judge's family then being at 
Sitka), he then being quartered in the center of the residence 
part of the tow, and generally conducting himself in a manner 
to the great disgust and shame of the commmity, so that re- 


spectable people, towards the end of the term, studiously 


avoided him. 4 
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The people here do not ask that a man should be a"total 
abstainer", but they believe in setting a limit. 

The Judge would carouse all night until late in the morn- 
ing, and sometimes in company with prostitutes, and then sleep 
an ae two before taking his seat on the bench, when under 
such circumstances, you can imegine, his mind must have been 
clouded and beforred, and could not be clear to administer 
justice, as is required of so an important and responsible 
office. 

You must bear in mind that the U. &. District Judge for 
Alaska, has more power and greater responsibility resting upon 
him, than any other Judge under the President's administration 
sinee the District Court here has original jurisdiction, and 
in Law and Fquity cases, wherein the amount involved is less 
than five thousand (5000.) dollars, his decision is final, ie 
‘i appeal or writ of error lies from his decision, and that 
fact makes the U. S. Bist. Court of Alaske, practically the 
Court of original and last resort, for as you know, there is 
hardly one ease out of fifty, brought in this Court , wherein 
the amount involved exceeds the sum of &5000,00, and for that 
reason it is so important that we have a Judge who will keep 
a clear head and spend more of his time in studying and exam- 


ining the cases brought before him, than in riotuous living. 
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At the last Sitka term (November 1890) the Judge exhibit- 
ed himself as on former occasions, having been drunk during 
the term, on several occasions beirig up nearly all night, and 
in the morning attempting to dispense justice, his appearance 
on the bench, clearly. showing the condition of his body and 
mind, after his night's debauch. 

Many of the most disgraceful and vile stories concerning 
Judge Bugbee pass current here, however 1 can not, personally, 
vouch for their truthfulness, yet they are mentioned and spoken 
of by men who, I am certain mist believe them true or else 
they would not repeat them, however if the stories are false, 

- then all I can say is, that Judge Bugbee, by his own coriduct 
aliens such parties in their belief of the truth of such 


rumors and stories. 


Judge Bugbee has outlived his influence here, the people 
of Alaska have lost all respect for the man, yet have not lost 
respect for the office. 

The President can not afford to let this state of af- 
fairs to continue; the administration has suffered more than 
he is aware of, as the tourists, (who were many during the 
last summer exnucn) make it a point to meet all the officials, 


and when meeting the Judge in his normal condition, invariably 
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left with unfavorable opinions, as the different articles and 
interviews of “Alaska Tourists", in the newspapers indicate. 

What I write the community knows, it is a matter of common no- 
toriety. ; 

Mr. Brady’s sugsestion that the President order Mr. Peck- 
inpaugh to Washington to report in person, 1 think, is a good 
suggestion, since there will be no term of court till next 
May, so he will have ample time. 

Mr. Peckinpaugh's appointment as Clerk &c., of this Dis-— 
trict, gives universal satisfaction, all who have met him, 
speak highly of him, have heard of no dissenting opinion, and 
I am in a position to know. If we could get a judge of his 
wees it would be a blessins to Alaska. 

This letter is for you, but if should see fit to show it 
to the President, you have my permission, yet if the investi- 
gation concerning Judge Bugbee could be done through Ilr. 
Peckinpaugh it would possibly avoid scandal to the administra- 
tion in newspapers.

I enclose you my affidavit to two points 
with reference to Mr. Max Pracht, Collector of Customs in Alas- 
ka,- 

lst. That when he had a fishery in Alaska in 1885 & 1886, 
he sold liquor to the Indians contrary to law. 

2nd. That he is surrounding himself with Deputies who are 
@rinking men - and that intemperance and the traffic in intox- 

icating liquors in Alaska under his administration are on the 
increase. 

I also send you a printed copy of Mr. Johnston's affi- 
davit. Mr. Johnson is himself a drinking man and his evidence 
unsupported would not go far, but I have reliable evidence that 
his statement concerning the smuggling and sale of liquors are 
true. 

¥ saw Senator Fry, whose Committee on Commerce are to re- 
port for or against Mr. Pracht's confirmation, and was surpris- 
ed to fina. that the only charge before the Committee is Mr. 


Johnston's affidavit. 
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It was understood in Alaska that Mr. Turner of Sitka has 
sent to Washington a mass of evidence against Mir. Pracht. Also 
certain business men of San Francisco and Alaska. I do not 
know where their papers have gone, perhaps to the Secretary of 
the Treasury. 

Other affidavits are en route from San Francisco, but 
snow bound in the Sierra Nevada Mountains. 

As Senator Prye's Committee had only Mr. Johnston's affi- 
davit before them and he had been proved to be a drinking men, 
they are prepared to recommend Mr. Pracht's confirmation. 

I am not willing to testify before them, as I would there 
by perhaps antagonize Senators Dolph and Mitchell, and injure 
the Alaska school interests, which are more important to me, 
than whether we have a good or bad Collector of Customs. 

Senator Frye said this morning that he wouid hold back 
the matter until you can investigate and withdraw the nomina- 
tion if you see fit. 

The Senate will confirm him and you know how much Alaska 
has suffered from bad men being confirmed. 

Our only hope is in your interference and the withdrawal 
of the nomination. 

If there is any doubt in your mind, will you not give the 
cause of szood government in Alaska the benefit of the doubt? 


Remove this man and send us a better one. With a@ good man as 
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Collector we will have a model set of Government officials - 
just the class you intended giving us. 

Believe me I have no interest in this matter other than 
good Government.

In 1885-6, iir. Max Pracht, now Collector of Customs Sitka 
Ji8trict, then in charge of a fishing station at Loring, Alas- 
ka, was in sorrespondence with me in reference to the estab-~ 
lishment of a school at Loring, Within 100 miles of the place 
are three small tribes of natives,,any one of which is too few 
in numbers to justify giving them a school, but if united would 
furnish material for a gooc school. 

The proposition was to unite the three villages at Lor- 
ing and build up a community where the Sabbath should be ob- 
served and intemperance discountenanced. 

Upon these picid sent Prof, S. A. Saxman, (a Ruling 
Hider of the Presbyterian Church in Western Pennsylvania, since 
dead), to Loring to establish the school. Myr. Saxman testified 
to me that not only was iir. Prachi's store kept open on Sabbath. 
but whiskey was constantly sold to the Indians tsontrary to law 
by Mr. Pracht. | 

Last December upon the Pacific Coast Steamship City of To- 
ake: Capt’ Wallace, assured me that while hir. Pracht was at 
Loring, he (Wallace)was mate of a Steamer carrying the mail to 
Alaska. That it was his business to see to the unloading of 


freight and baggage at the Stations. 
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That Mr. Max Pracht came to him and asked him to have 
the Sailors handle his trunks carefully as they contained bot- 
tles of whiskey. 

A ir. Bond then Deputy Collector of Customs at Port 
Tongass, the nearest Customs Station to Loring, complained to 
me at the time, that he had a great deal of trouble with the 
Indians getting liquor at Loring from Miax Pracht. 

There is no doubt of his smuggling and selling liquor to 
the Indians all the time he was in Algeska. 

Since he has been Collector of Customs, he selected for 
his Chief Deputy and Confidential Clerk at Sitka, Mr. Brown, a 
known drunkard. He has since had to remove him, as iir. Brown 
was drunk so much of the time that he (Brown) could ncot attend 
to the duties of the office. 

In Mr. Brown's place a son of Gov. Knapp, an exemplary 
young man has been appointed. 

A Mr. Chamberlain, who is an habitual drinker and some- 
.times sets drunk was made Deputy at Fort Wrangell. 

A Wir. Blackett who also drinks and sometimes sets under 
the influence of liquor was mede Deputy at Juneau, where there 
are twenty five or more saloons Gontrary to law. 

The men appointed to Kediac and Unalaska, I know nothing

about. All his appointments in S. &. Alaska, With but one ex- 
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ception are drinking men. 

About the middle of December 188%), the Mail Steamer 
George W. Hlder, landed as usual at Fort Wrangell and the In- 
dians were able to go on board and purchase and carry home with 
them about two hundred bottles of Whiskey, as was efterwards

proven in the, Commissioner's Court. 

In the eleven or twelve years I heve been acquainted 
with S. FE. Alaska, I have never known so much drunkenness and 
demoralization from liquor as now. The School Teachers and 
Missionaries testify to it.

W. L. JOHNSTON being duly sworn says that he is at’ present the superintendent of the 
Bartlett Bay Packing Company, that he is acquainted with Max Pracht and has known him for 
about four years, 

I was in the employ of Pracht at Loring, Alaska, in 1886, At that time Pracht was super- 
intendent of the Alaska Salmon Packing and Fur Company. 

That during the time I was in the employ of Pracht he sold liquor to both white men and 
Indians at Loring. Pracht also sold breech-loading fire-arms to Indians. 

I, myself, purchased liquor from Pracht that hesmuggled into the District in trunks. Saw 
the hquor in the trunks after being landed from the steamer. Pracht also sold large quantities of 
molasses to Indians from which the Indians made liquor called hoo-chi-noo. 

The Max Pracht that I refer to is now Collector of Customs at Sitka, Alaska.

Mr President, 

Sir: 

As a citizen of this District and as a member of the 
Republican.Party, and more especially as one who desires the 
moral welfare of this comnunity, I feel deeply grieved at the 
State of affairs as they now exist here. 

So far, we have been unfortunate in the men who have been 
sent here to preside over the District Court. The present 
incumbent, John S. Bugbee, for moral turpitude surpasses them 
ali. Yesterday he was intoxicated and ina stupid state while 
endeavoring to preside over his Court. 

Last June, while holding Court in Juneau City, his conduct 
was bad in the extreme. He had prostitutes to come to his 
rooms, and drank and caroused with them till away in the 
night, even to the annoyance of those who live in the neighbor 
hood. His conduct, while visiting the domiciles of the pros- 
titutes, was so utterly vile as to disgust even the abandoned 

“women thanselves. I heamni of this wrong doing soon after he 
returned from thit term of Court to Sitka, and, meeting Gov. 


L. H. Knapp I asked him if he had heard of these things. He 


replied that he had not, but that he hai accounts of his 
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conduct here. To-day I called on the Governor ana asked him 
if he had taken any pains to find out the trith of these 
reports. He satd that he had conversed with men from June ath, 
and believed thit what was reported was true, but that what 
was told him ie in confidence, and that the men did not wish 
their names to appear. The Governor assured me that if he 
could get affidavits he would not hesitate to sena them. The 
Governor himself was present in Court yesterday, and could not 
have felt impressed with the dignity of the Judge. 

The men who proposed his name for the most important office 
in Alaska imposed upon you and did us who dwell here a griev- 
ous Wrong. 

A private sale of setzed liquors took place in the seizure 
room of the Cus toms House here last New Year's Hve. The 
Collector went through the formality of requiring the pur- 
chasers to ship the stuff out of the Territory, by filing a 
bond with him, but he well knew that the purchasers intended 
to use the ganas here. The District Attorney, I believe, 
was one who made such purchase and gave such bond. The whole 
matter was talked over on New Year's Day, and many of us felt 
and still feel that a disgraceful thing had been done by ma 
who were sent here to execute the lan 

Now, Mr. President, feeling sure that the conduct of the 
dudge, District Attorney, and Collector of Customs, hus not 
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been such as is becomingan officer of the United States, anda 
that you may know more accurately the whole state affairs, and 
the public feeling here, allow me to suggest tiat you comnand 
Mr. N. Re Peckenpaugh to investigate the conduct of these 
officers and report to you in person at Washington. He is a 
selection of your oum, and we believe you have made no mistake 
in the man. 

I have had one conversation with Mr. Peckaipaugh, and I 
know that he feels sick at heart over wiat he must witness 
with his ouwm eyes. TI trust that you wild use this means, or 
any other which may appear hetter, to acquaint yourself with 
the facets, and then, for the sake of those who dwell in this 
land, and for the decency and good name of your ouwm adminis- 
tration, to lay the axe with vigor at the root. 

Mr. Peckenpaugh does not know that I am writing this com- 
munication, nor has he the sl ightest idea that I am suggesting 
him as a proper person to perform such a duty. 

I an allowed to refer by name to John G. Heid, Attorney at 
Juneau, Henry Coon and Daniel Campbeld, miners at the sane 
place, J. H. Benfield, of Douglas City, and W. I. Webster and 
FE. Valentine (jeweler), of Juneau. 

I send this letter to the Rev. Sheldon Jackson, Burea of 
Education, with a request that he place it in your hana.

If you could make me an appointment of fifteen minutes 
some time, 1 could give you considerable insisht into the 
wret¢hed state of Government now existing in Alaska. It is 
mach worse than during Mr. Cleveland's administration, and in 
some respects is equal to Nr. Arthur's. 

There has been no time since you secured us civil sovern- 
ment and a prohibitory liquor law, that liquor has been so 


plenty or disastrous to the people as now. The Governor has 
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been induced to issue licenses to sell liquor at $250 each, 
and the Collector grants permission to the licensed saloons 
to land liquor, and the result is they are all stocking up, 
before you hear of it, and cause the licenses to be revoked. 
The Captain of the Mail Steamer, reports recently, landing 
Six tons of liquor at Fort Wrangle for two licensed saloons. 

At the last term of Court,the Grand Jury brought in two 
indictments against Max Pracht, the Collector, one for smg- 
@iling, and the other for overcharging or: extortioning while 
acting as Internal Revenue Collector. He got clearon a tech- 
nicality, but every one up there believes him guilty, anda if 
he is not removed, your administration in Alaska will be re- 
membered as the “Whiskey one". 

Now I have not lost faith in your earnest desire to give 
Alaska good officials, but you have been woefully deceived by 
politicians urging these men upon you. 

Now this letter is personal (for you only) and not to be 
shown to others. The contents of the letter that I sent you 
last Spring concerning Mr. Pracht, was sent him, and has 
brought me more or less persecution. 

I have no interest in this matter, other than that of 
good government, and the good name of your administration. 


In God's good providence, you and a portion of your ex- 
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cellent Cabinet are Presbyterians. This has given rise to the 
term "Presbyterian Administration”, and it is the constant 
taunt the Dincks Missionaries are called to bear, as the fod- 
less point to the Collector, the Judge and some other offi- 
Cials, and say, “see your food Presbyterian officials".

would apply half the sum of the present expenses, outside of sala-~ 
ries, toward a successful expulsion of intoxicants Ae the Terri- 
toby; there would soon be a more respectable state of things 
existing. This could only be dome by providing three or four

to search every sloop or vessel coming within range. Tese small 
steam vessels would not cost over $2,500.00 or $3,000.00 each, and 
no doubt would largely pay for themselves by collecting duties on 
smuggled goods, as well as save expenses in our mock courts of 
justice. 

I had quite an interview with deputy U. S. marshall Harry 
Boursinlast evening in regard to various topics of interest to one 
living in Alaska. He remarked that to find an Indian that did not 
indulge in mionc drink would be to find one that could be relied 
on in most every way, aia that one that drank was capable of com- 
mitting any crime. This being true, ani I do not doubt it, the 
big thing for the bettering of the natives is to pulverize the rum 
traffic, and, second, somehow to bring the law to bear on the al- 
most universal prostitution going on among them, It is very dis- 
touraging to see the bright girls coming out of the mission homes 
and tarining schools only to soon lead lives of open shame, At 
the end of two more years, some of our girls will leave the home 

here to try life's battle on the beach, That they will prove too 
weak to resist the incursions of some vile white men will only 
verify the history of Brahe oe 


Mr. Boursin tells me that he thinks that the murderer of Mr, 
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Dr. Sheldon Jackson, 3-e 


Edwards and the two natives will be held answrable to the charge 
of manslaughter. The evidence is clear that Campbell and Elliott 
had whiskey on board their sloop, and also that Mr, Edwards saw 
his Indians drinking whiskey, and that he did not lay hands on the 
two men until these facts were fully ascertained, and in proceed- 
ing to tie the men and secure the cargo of smuggled whiskey he was 
acting entiwly within the boundary of the law as a law-abiding 
citizen, and his obligations as such to uphold the requirements of 
the law. Therefore, it seems strange that Campbell should be held 
for such a charge when the evidence is perfectly clear that there 
was a triple murder committed to cover up and prevent detection 
in crime already existing. It was my privilege to visit the scene 
of the tragedy. Upon receiving he news of the murder from Sitka 
Jane 24th, I immediately chartered the "Yukon" to go down to Kako 
I felt that this was lue the memory of Charles H. Edwards, .not 
only because of his connections with the Quaker Church, but be- 
cause of his worth as a man, and becausev-of the responsible posi= 
tion the Government had placed him in, 

If missionaries and Governmmt educators do not stand by one- 
another's interests, no one else here will. t was not my privi- 
lege to be acquainted with Mr. Edwards, but I was lokking forward 
with considerable pleasure to an expected meeting with him this 


coming summer,

Dear Sir,- 

I receivei your valuei favor of the 9th inst. last Saturday and 
replied by wire, asking you to confer fully with Senator Mitchell, 
When I sent the dispatch I assumed that the Senator had perused a 
letter I had sent to Washington from Alaska, under date of Feb. 
6th, but from a letter I received from him this Ae Me, under date 
of the 12th inst., I learned that he has not even seen the letter 
I refer to. 

It appears to me now that you are both in the dark, so far as 
the information I can furnish is concerned. I regret this very 
much, as it is absolutely necessary for success that we have all 
the light that can be turned upon the affairs of Alaska. My de- 
partment is only concerned about the revenue, leaving to the De- 
partment of Justice the administration of the law-—~and such an 
awful travesty as it is. 

Of course there can be no success without the united effort and 
earnest union of officers and good citizens to that end. The hor- 


ribly degrading conduct of those vicious characters is a blot upon 
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our moral character as a nation and a shame to the civilized 
world. 

When it gets so far that a deputy marshall of the United States 
can act as a guard of honor for squaw dance-houses and use his 
official power to run the Indian men away from the saloons while 
there wives and daughters are kept there for the purposes of pros- 
titution and drunkenness, can we wonder that no one respects the 
law? And when the assistant district attorney can sit as deputy 
collector of internal revenue, and have a man come before him and 
solemly ice that he is engaged in selling liquors at retail, 
after which oath he pays to the attorney or collector or both the 
sum of $25.00, as internal revenue tax, knowing that the low of- 
ficers of the country will not trouble him, I would respectfully 
ask, has not the attorney become accessory before the fact and 
equally guilty with the principal? 

The same attorney can sit and gamble day and night with the 
very men whom he is sworn to prosecute for violating the law. The 
district attorney certainly knows all these facts, and they must 
be known to the deputies of our Government, and why is it they 
cannot be changed? Our friends must be more a:cgressive, or there 
never can be any success for morals and decency in this country, 


I associated with those people there all this winter, in the most 
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intimate manner, for the purpose of securing all the facts gov- 
erning,their course, and from this association I have learned all 
I want to know, and unless I can place them before the proper 
authorities in such a shape as to be of benefit to the success of 
law and morals, I can truly say it has been the most unprofitable 
period of my existence; and I would not, for any salary, go 
throug another winter in their midst, and be powerless to curb 
the reign of filth and moral depravity that can be seen on every 
hand. 

The moral sentiment of the country up there can only meet 
together and encourage one another to be strong and hope for a 
change, They can do nothing of a material nature to help it out. 

By the power of liquor and greod, they can see one after an- 
other of their flock takm@m from the m, and introduced first to the 
masquerade carnivals of lust; and them, forever farewell to morals 
for that nation. 

The power and influence of education and example, used for 
years, become a hissing ani a by-wori forever, 

Further, when they fini an officer is trying to do his duty the 
ghouls make common cause against him, and his life ani business 
interests are made so uncomfortable that he must sue for merey and 
ever after lie dormamt, or he will be forced to leave the county. 


To myself indiviiually these are matters of but ltttle consequence, 
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as I will leave the service rather than return as a witness to 
such depravity and be powerless to enforce the law. But there is 
a higher claim upon me than can be found in this thought, ani that 
claim leads me to hope and pray that our Government may arouse 
itself and force this curse from the land. This hope inspires me 
to write you, and extend whatever aid there is in my power to as- 
sist you in your herculean task, of arousing our Government to 
the necessity of making some decided move toward the eni so de- 
voutly to be prayed for.

Your letter relative to Rev. King's matter es delegate to the 
ee Assembly, and also with respect to Gov. Knapp's position 
on the school question, was received. 

Gov. Knapp's action does not surprise me in the least, for he 
is the smallest man I ever heard of, who occupied a prominent 
position, and his persistent demand of the $600.00 as salary is in 
reality a downright robbery. Upon what reasonable ground can he 
base his demand? He averaged one short visit (per year) to the 
Juneau schools, and in fact has been a stumbling block to the 
school work in Alaska ever since he could not (owing to the disap- 
proval of the school-board) place his son and daughter in charge, 
as teachers, of the principal schools at Sitka. The money which 
the Governor took from the Conmissioner we could use, in fact, we 
stood in need of it here, and could put it to very good use in 
clearing off the school lots, so as to furnish a play-ground for 
the children, which first would have to be drained, so as to con- 
vert the now marshy ground to such use. 


Mr. Hamilton fully understands the situation here, and the 
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sentiment of the school*+board with respect to the misrepresenta- 
tions of Gov. Knapp. 

The school system in Alaska never was in a better shape than it 
now is, and I am sure, if Gov. Knapp had been in charge, he could 
iver, hate brougit about the change, since the people here look 
upon him as a man of very light calibre, on account of his small- 
ness of mind. 

If there is anything I can do for you, let me know. I shall 
always be pleased to serve you.

Dear Brother,- 

Mr. King and I have gotten up a sort of Presbytery. I wrote 
off on the typewriter some questions, and have sent them to dif- 
ferent parties on the line of the steamer-route. Mr. King wrote 
off letters to accompany the same, which will be returned to us 
and forwarded to you, and will show the vote for salaries and for 
commissioner, 

The town has had an election, running Mr. Heid and Mr. Olds 
for Trustees of the town of Juneau. I said I was going to write 
up the affair for you. Mr. Ward (who is with me, “batehing") says 
he will write to Senator Mitchell. Mr. Heid is going to write to 
Dolph. He may also write to you; but, should he not, this is how 
the affair stands. Mr. Heid was persuaded to run in the election 
that was gotten up by a few of the people, Blackett and Coon had 
heard that Mr. Heid was bevousiiy spoken of in Washington in re- 
gard to the matter, and they determined to fight him because of 
the action that Mr, Heid has taken in deat to the whiskey- 


smuggling business. So they put in a saloon-keeper, Olds, to con- 
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test with one Thorp, the butcher, At the last moment almost Mr, 
Heid was put in, and the election resulted: Olds, 62; Heid, 54, 
It is a known fact that the book=-keeper for Nowells, who has 
charge of the business until Nowells returns, threatened many men 
into voting against their wish or not voting at all, by saying 
that they would lose their standing with the company if they voted 
for Heid, etc. Other tricks wrre played, such as barring out 
water=front parties (who were all, with one exception, in faver of 
Heid). Think of such parties as Koehler and James not voting at 
all scone of the Nowells threat, or rather the threat of the 
book-kceper. 

After the election, Olds and a few others got on a big drunk. 
If this name is brought before the Secretary, I hope influence 
will be brought to bear to defeat its appointment, as we io not 
want law-breakers and smugglers of every description to hold our 
property in trust. There is upwards of two-tnirds or three- 
fourths of the value of the town in favor of Mr. Heid as Trustee,

Your favor of April lst was received some time ago, but, as I 
have had no news of special importance to conmunicate, I have 
deferred writing you. Matters have not changed for the better in 
Alaska since I last wrote you. On the contrary, they appear to 
have grown worse, if I can judge from ths private advices I have 
receives from there. I saw Capt. Harrington, U. S. Ae, in Port- 
land the lst inst., and he will do all he can to perpetuate the 
present condition of affairs up there . le comes around to assure 
the Department that Chas, H. Edwards was an immoral man, and was 
suffering from syphlitis at the time he was shot. So far as poor 
Edwards’ private life goes, the law cannot ask questions eoncern- 
ing that, as he was not killed for debasing adanas And so far 
as Capt. Harrington is concerned, r know he is not the kind of a 
man I would trust either publicly or privately, and he is so con- 


sidered by all whom I know to be acquainted with him, 
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I received a letter this week from Dr. Connett, at Douglas. 
Island, and the contents, I am satisfied, are the truth, which 
show us plainly the condition of affairs, that one is forced to 
consider Alaska outside of all law end decency. If nothing can be 
done to change such deeds of debauchery there, Alaska should be 
turned over to martial law, and some Mortimet should be placed in 
command, who can use the force that civil law certainly lacks in 
the premises. All my advices from there indicate a worse condi- 
tion of affairs than ever. They are now doing all they can to 
prevent my stay in the service. The officers of the steamship 
company and their friends are making all kinds of charges to in-=- 
jure me, and, as my time expires this month, they think they can 
prevent any renewal of my appointment. But, be this as it may, I 
feel a strong desire to destroy the power of shake vagabonds to 
control the affairs of Alaska, and, no matter what may happen to 
mee I hope you am your fri ends will continue and grow in 
strength until you can govern that country by good laws, enforced 
to the point whre crime and debauchery will be secret, instead of 
the ruling power of the land, as it is to-day,

I will now reply briefly to some thoughts in yours of Oct, 26th 
and 3lst. 

First, a few words relating to Gov. Knapp's antagonism. When 
I reached Alaska in May last, Gov. Knapp in a private interview 
assured me that he was well pleased with my appointment both to 
the office of U. S. Commissioner and that of Local Superintendent 
of Schools. Our relations have been cordial; but I could read 
between the lines, and, although he said nothing to me against 
you, Judge Peckinpaugh, Hon. J. G. Brady, ete., yet I could see 
that the Governor was like a big boy “pouting”. 

Commissioner Sheakly visited the Juneau, Douglas, andi Sitka 
schools in April, 1892, ani had visited nearly all the schools 
twice a year. My Reports to your Department will show that I 
visited the Juneau am Sitka schools in Jure, 1892. Iter, I sent 


a report of my visit to tte schools at Met] akahtla.

Last week I again visited the Sitka schools. I have found all 
the teachers competent and doing excellent work. Columbus Day was 
observed at Wrangel, Juneau, and Sitka, I was present at Wrangel 
and addressed the school. 

Prof, David Davies, of Juneau, had an excellent program of 
exercises, and the leading citizens took part in the celebration. 
The teachers and pupils of the Sitka schools fairly outdid 
themselves on Columbus Day. The citizens entered into the spirit 
of the celebration with patriotic enthusiasm. Speeches were made 
by Judge Truitt, Judge Peckinpaugh, Hon. J. G. Brady, and Rev. 

Austin, 

The spirited enthusiasm of the people on this occasion showed 
that they appreciate the school and the teachers, 

The truth is, that Gov. Knapp permitted his private grievances 
to control his better judgment. For some reason he has taken 
offenee at the General Agent of Education, has for some reuason 
quarrelei with the individual members of the local Board of Sitka, 
and does not feel well toward the teachers. You know that the 
governor's family and the Brady-Patton family are not on speaking 
terms; hence the Governor's animosity to Miss Patton, But the 
local Board and a large percentage of the citizens are sitimibsee. 
tic admirers of Miss Patton ani her most exeellent school, Indeed 


there is no discount on Miss Patton and her school methods and

But if personal matters keep the Governor from ever visiting 
the white school why does he hold the same attitude toward the 
school for native children? Mrs. Vanderbilt, the teacher, says 
that Governor Knapp has never visited er school; that several 
times she has called upon His Excellency and requested that he use 
his influence and encourage the native parents to send their 
children to school more regularly, but His Excellency refused to 
do anythins for the seho ols. 

“I have written hurriedly, and must close. Does the Governor 
still draw the $200.00 salary? If so, he should assist the 
schools instead of placing obstacles in their way.

I received your telegram yesterday and sent you one to-day ask- 
ing you to wait for this letter before showing or using the letter 
I sent you a few days ago. Please accept my thanks for your as- 
sistance I know it is givm freely for the cause ‘of right, and is 
welcome to that end, We have a hard fight ahead of us, but, know 
ing we are right, we need not be ashamed or afraid of the face of 
man. To-day I transmitted a full report of matters in Alaska to 
the Honorable Secretary of the Treasury, through special agent 
Mulkey, of this district, and before making any further effart I 
want to see what disposition he will make of this report, 

Properly speaking, my department is only cncerned with the 
revenue, leaving the other departments to look after the affairs 
of Government as they are appointed to do, But I have had it in- 
timated to me that I would be censure for leaving my post of 
assignment without orders to that effect. That erg me an oppor- 


tunity to rise, as you may say, to a personal explaation, and 
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Sheldon Jackson, 2. 


thus to present all the facts I have gathered concerning the hor- 
rible condition of affairs in that country and in connection with 
that matter. I beg to assure you that no one will go further or 
do more to change the present diabolical rulers in that country 
than myself. Our present officers there seem to feel that the 
laws are powerless, and they are helpless, But I protest against 
such a view. If the present laws are not sufficient, let us have 
others, and then let us secure the judiciary who will regard the 
law as their only friend, and enforce it. Destroy the idea that 
popularity in Alaska is stronger than the law. 

When I can aid you in this work, please let me hear from you 
and you will thereby do me a kindness,

Dear Si rt 
I have the honor to address you herewith in the nam of 
the Moravian missionaries at Carmel, Nushegak River, Alaska, 
in order to lay before you the state of matters in regara tf 
éeducaiting the natives on the Nushegak River and vicinity. 
You no doubt are aware that we have been appointed by Dr. 


Shel don Jackson, th @ Su pe rintendent of Hducation 1 2Alash a, -to" 
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conduct the U. S. public school at this place. We came here 





with the full purpose in heart to put forth every effort in 
our power to educate, civilize, and Christianize the natives. 
We do not allow the latter to interfere more with the schood 
routine than to open and close the school with tie reading of 
Seripture, prayer, and singing. 

From the very beginning we have met with the most stre@uous 
opposition from the priest of the Greek church and the trader 
for the Alaska Comnercial Company and their assistants, who 
have their head-quarters at Nushegak or Fort Alexander on this 
river. 

This Greek priest, his deacon, and other assistants claim 


their field of mission work to extend over the entire enormous 
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stretch of country between Ogashik on the peninsula toward the 
southwest ami Ilianna Lake northeast, the whole of the valltes 
of the Nushegak and Malchatna Rivers, and the country be tween 
here and the Togiak River, including all the villages on that 
river. To most of the villages outside of Nushegak he pays 
one or two hurrted visits during the year, administering the 
Sacraments; and, sinee we have opened the public school, he 
gives the most stringent orders to the people, not to seni 
their children to school. 

The trader is a very near neighbor of the Greek priest's 
and on very intimate terms with him. They spend mich time in 
gambling and drinking, and he joins this priest most heartily 
im his opposition work. As heits tie only trader in the dis- 
trict coinciding with the priest's mission field, they are 
able togetler to do most effectual work, for they save the 
natives completely under control. 

I write Kis mainly out of sympathy for the natives. The 
Greek Church has had plenty of time und opportunity to educate 
and elevate the natives in this district. From personal ob- 
servations which I made during the last year, while taking the 
census in the fourth district, which includes all the above 
mentioned section, I must say that nothing has been done to 
help the natives. They are kept as ignorant as bruvés. Very 


few can read or write, andi these few are widely scattered, 
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acting, to some extent, as assistants to the Greek priesé, 
having learned by rote some liturgical service, or part of the 
catechism, all in the Russian language, most of which they do 
not even understand, as some have told me themselves. There 
are also a few who assist the trader in his business, some of 
whom are able to read amd write a little in Russian. During 
the past winter I made a trip to the Kuskokwim River, visiting 
many villages, and found the natives of the same class thut we 
have here in this district. I saw many villages in their pure 
mative state, and can see very little difference, with the 
exception of those natives who are in close proximity to the 
fish cameries here on the Nushegak River, where they get a 
little more taste for cleanliness in their dress md hones. 
Especially in our immediate vicinity the natives might be much 
farther advanced if the, were not held back by the abominable 
oppression at Nushegak. I say "oppression", for natives have 
told me again and again, "They are hard on us in Nushegak if 
we let our children go to sehool". The opposition was made 
very effectual lust fall ani winter. When it was about time 
for us to open our term of school, and we were about ready wb 
set out to look for children, special messages were sent out 
from Nushegak, warning the people not to yield, and the result 
you will see by comparing last year's attendance with that of 
the previous year. From January, 1588, to May, 1888, tie total 
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number of days we taught was 79; average attendance, Jl. From 
August, 1588, to May, 1889, the total number of uays taught was 
From August, 1889, to May, 18, 
104; average attendance, 15., From August, 1890, to June, 1891, 
the total number of days tag ght was 191, average attendance, aL. 
the total numberof days we taught was 198; average attendance 
9, After the first few years' experience in teaching we cane 
to the conelusion that the most effectual way to educate and 
civilize the children was to board and clothe Fis jor the — 
villages are small and far apart, and of necess ity ve have to 
keep the children. In the fall of 1889 the Greek priest and 
the trader went to San Francisco, where they stayed till the 
following summer. During that time our school prospered and 
we had the best attendance. Feeling encouraged in our work, 
but having no proper place to boar and lodge the children, 
we .apvlied to the Board of Moravian Missions for an appropri - 
ate but 1ding, the lumber for which was shipped last sumner. 
We put up the building with our ouwm hands, as you see it on 
the photograph, which you will find enclosed. We now have 
room to accomodate 50 scholars and even more. This new build- 
ing and another assistant seemed to cause new unxtety to the 
part, of opposers at Nushegak, and this is probably one reason 
for their special effort. The schoolis now everywhere spoken 
against; the minds of the natives are filled with numerous

that the children will get sick and dite, thut we widl put 
their eyes out, or poison them, etc., ete. These things are 
discussed over and over again, until the minds of the chilaren 
are filled with a dread and horror for school. It wus so bad 
last fall that when we came to a village and merely mentioned 
the school, the children ran and hid, whereas, before, the 
hung round, anxtous to be noticed and spoken to. With us the 
question has often arisen, "Shall things continue in this 
way?" Shall one generaltion after another grow up in tgno- 
mance, degradation, and heathenism, wha the time, means, and 
opportunity to lift then out of it are at hand? Is it right 
for a few men with selfish motives to keep hundreds and thous- 
ands of poor, helpless nat ives doum in the lowest stages of 
barbarism? We answer emphatically, "No ", and we are ready an 
willing, with heart and hand, to lift them out of it as fast 
as possible; butwefeel ourselves as powerless as the natives 
themselves, and therefore ask your most valued opinion and 
advice. The money which the Government expends here for 
educational purposes might accomplish much more if it were not 
for these hinderances. Sometimes we have achild a lalf a year 
and then they are not allowed to stay any longer. Some chil- 
dren have cried to come back, but would not dare. Two boys 
came to us as little waifs. We took then in, clothed and fed 


them. They learned well, having in two years passed through

The one was well advanced in mul ti- 
plication. They could write well, and spoke good English. 
They are now yet the best English speaking natives here. We 
used then as interpreters. Last sumer they were tdien away 
from us, the one being kept in the Greek priest's home and tle 
other with the deacon. Before we took then no one cared for 
them, but when these enemies oj enlightenment say that some- 
thing good was being made of them, they tore then away from 
us, andi we had no power to hold th ern.

With this mail I send you the monthly reports from Jan- 
uary to June of this year. In Jamary I sent you by sane mail 
that went overland by way of Kadiak the monthly reports from 
August to December of last year, which I hope you have 
received. If an sorry to say, this school year has not been a 
ve ry encouraging one. In my report of last year I was able to 
give you an average daily attendance of 21, while for this 
year it is only 9. We did all in our power to have as large 
an attendance at school as possible; but were fo titled in most 
every effort by the malicious work of the Greek priest and Mr. 
Je We. Clark, the trader for the A. C. Company and their 
respective assistants. They declared openly to outsiders last 
summer that they would do all they could to hinder our school, 
ani boasted of their power to do so. About the time for open- 
ing our school last fall they sent messages out in every di- 
rection, telling the people by no means to allow their chil- 
dren to come to our school in case we should try to get them. 


The natives in the whole of the fourth census dis trict are 
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such absolute slaves to than that these warnings meant a great 
deal to them. For example, a native sold a skin to one of tie 
superintendents of the canneries. The leader, upon hearing of 
it, said, "I'll make that fellow suffer; he'll be hungry be- 
fore the winter is over". On this same principle they treat 
the people who allow their children to come to school. We 
have not had any day scholars this year, although we could 
have had from 15 to 18 seholars, who live in this village, 
uiich is not 200 yards from our school-housé, had they been 
allewed to come. They are nearly all children who have been 
to our school before, and itt would have beena yeur of great 
advantage to them. We know of instances where the children 
have erted and begged to come back to us, but the parents 
would not allow it, out of fear of the persecutions to which 
they would be subjected. Mr. Clark ts the only trader for the 
whole of the fourth district (that ts, from Ogashtk, Illaimna, 
Nushegak River and tributaries, and all the country between 
here and the Togiak River, including that river), and the 
Greg priest elaims that as his district also. The two are 
very intimate friends, ana agree well in their scheme. Now, 
shall one generation after another of these poor, helpless 
people be left in ignorunce and degradation, on account of 
some selfish purpose of whese few men? Will the Government 


allow ttself to be foiled in its good and noble purpose of 
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endeavoring to elevate, civilize, and educate these needy peo- 
ple, who are worth, of thetr assistance? Can the Government 
do nothing to make the money they spend amually for this 
purpose to bring better results? As we expect you to come and 
see us this sumner, I will then talk this mutter over with 
you, and would therefore merely add that the winter before 
last Mr. J. W. Clark and the Greek priest were absent—spend- 
ing the winter in San Francisco--and we enjoyed comparative 
peace, although their helpers did all the, could to oppose 
our work, though with less effect; and our sciool prospered 
in such a manner that we felt encourmged. If think I told you 
we received lumber fora large new buitiding, which is nearly 
finished now. By the time for opening the next term of schoal 
wé will be ready to lodge and board 50 or more pupils. Our 
new building is 26 x 60 and one and one-halj stories highe TI 
will enclose a photograph of our buildings. All the children 
we have lad this year have been nere as boarders. We clothe 
than and teach them industrial habits. Although seven fishing 
vessels have come here this spring, te did not receive the 
bulk of our mail yet. We hope to hear from you when the 
| steamer comes, and that we maj rece ive the supplies which we 
asked you for last sumer. Our mission part, join me in much

School comiecced on Monday, A. M, Oct. Cth, 1890, with an 
attendance of three adults. No increase for jirst two weeks. 
15 at end of the month The, were enthusiastic in trying to 
learn, "to make paper talk". The, made raptd progress, at the 
end of the second month being able to pronounce and spelld at 
sight all the words on the chart lesson. 

Dark days from Nov. 19th to Jan. 23rd, 

Census of young people revealed 54 at Otglievave and 14 
from Point Hope, under 21 ,ears of age. 

Mr J. W Kelly, Agent of Paciyzyie Steam Whaling Station at 
Point Barrow, was of very great assistance to the school. 
Attendance very trregular, as the older pupils had to be fre- 
guently absent after food. 

There were three sessions a day, 9.00 to 11.00 A. M, 2 to 
4P.M,, ard © to 8 P. M. No intermissions. 

About the first of March the evening session was discon- 
tinued, as, with the increasing light, more of the puptils were 


compelled to work anc hunt. 
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The pupils were patient and persevering in their efforts. 
As soon as they mastered a word, they would trace it in the 
snow and in the sand on the seashore, everywhere where they 
had a chance. 

During the term there was nota single dull pupil in atten- 
dance, but not as bright as those from Point Barrow or the 
interior. They are studious, quiet, work steadily, and ure 
eastlij/ governed. 


RUM. 


Rum is the bane of this people, the fruitful source of 
their degradation, and the prostitution of the women for 
immoral purposes, bringing on an offspring diseased from con- 
ception, only to drag out a misewable existence, ending ina 
premature death, 

And all this misery, suffering, disease, and death are 
attributable to either the lusts, or greed, or both, of the 
White Men. 


SMOKING’. 


In the beginning of the school term there was one very 
prominent habit of smoking. The pipe me the inseparable of 
the boys and they were inveterate smokers. 

Of course I expected some traible in breaking up the habit, 


but in this IT was pleasantly disappointed. I said, "We will 
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have no smoking in the school-room during school hours", and 
the pipes disappeared thereafter as by magic, and the pupils 
enforced the rules on others who sometimes came in, 


HINDERANCES OF THE SCHOOL. 


Thetr nane is legion, for there are so many; but it is my 
Intention to ment ton only the prominent ones. 

Foremost, is the stron, and determined oposi tion of the 
many who come here with the ostensible purpose of whaling, 
and are fitted out with ship and crew, supplied with provis- 
tons and everything that is necessary to carry on their legit- 
ima te business; but they never either try or desire to catch 
a whale, unless one of the great monsters shall try to board 
them, but make their way; as direct and fast as possible to 
Point Barrow, past which they never go, and all the money in 
the United States wuld be no inducement to them to go 
further; but there the, cast anchor and there the, stay until 
Ghe steamer's return from the eastward, when they set sail for 
the west, because it is no longer safe to remain, ana they 
have had their fill for the present ofa squav hunting. 

They simply come for this one purpose, and if they were 
to commit the outrages, rapes, and abductions in the states 
that they do here, they would be omamented with a henpne. 
necktie and left dangling to the first tree or lamp-post they 


came to, a just penalty for their deserts. 
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Nor is juvenility any protection to the unfortunates who 
comé within thetr reach. That age which has so strong a 
claim on human sympathy and protection shoula at least shield 
these innocent children; but it does not. 

So lost nie the men to every true principle of life 
(supposed to have died in the winter of 1877 at St Lawrence 
Island. Capt. May, of whaler "Gen. Miller", reported that 
fall at Unalaska, and the Agent of the Alaska Comercial 
Company at Unalaska asked Capt. Bailey to return with. food to 
the Island; hut under the circumstances und uncertainty he 
declined to go. This paragraph has nothing to do with Point 
Barrow) and even sense of shame and all those feelings of 
humanity that prompt to the protection of the weak and ae - 
fenceless, that they do not nesitate a moment w stultify 
with liquor or narcotics children not more than ten years of 
age, force sexual intercourse, keep them in a state of semi- 
unconsciousness during their stay, turn them ashore more dead 
than alive, their systems permanently poisoned with venereal 
disease, only to drag through a miserable existence terminat- 
ing in death bejore maturity is reuched, or, if they survive, 
to bring into the world a posterity diseased with scrofula and 
all the concomitant diseases of this, the worst and most 
loatisome of nameless diseases. 


Add to the above the many injuries of fraud and theft, with 
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menor outrages, and you have the picture. 

Then, if any of these nat ives Should attempt to defend his 
property or family from outrage, these sane fellows, who know 
full well that they themselves are thevaggressors, will report 
to the “powers that be" at Washington that "the natives at 
Cape -----made an attack on the "Dolphin", or whatever else 
her name may be, and tried to capture her; but we used our 
winchesters with effect and taught them a lesson which will 
do them good for some time to come". 

If only the Government were truly informed of the exact 
inwardness of most of these matters, there are few of these 
men who would make a second voyage. 

The school was greatly interfered with by Capt. G B. 
Borden, because it stood directly between him and his inten- 
tions of rapacity and greed, and this was continued in until 
Dec, 25th, at which time he cane into my room, and, after some 
other business matters had been talked over said: "I am very 
sorry to interfere with the school, but i; Capt. Bayne should 
come here, 7 shall be compelled to have this room". JI an- 
swered, "This room was given to me fora school roam, the 
only reservation being that, ‘if a press of men should come, 
I shall give it up’, and, as they have not come, I expect to 
keep tt. "Very true" said he, "but that depends on what a 


‘press of men’ should be, and I an left to determine what 
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Shall constitute a press of men", "Well, Captain, this room 
was given mé fora school room, and, us no press of men has 
come or is likely to come, there is but one way you can get 
the room, and that is to take me bodily and throw me oub. An 
administrator can settle my affairs tn Ohio just as weli as I 
can", And then with that consoling information the Captuin 
had to be satisfied. However, to guard against anjthiny of 
the kind unawares, I took my rifle, put one cartridge in the 
chamber and eleven in the magazine, the hammer at half cock, 
with an earnest prayer tb God that 7 might not have to use i t, 
and set it up in my bunk. This precaution J took, as he had 
been insinuating a little revolver practice on me in this way. 
He said, "I have heard a noise in ,our roam last night. I 
had a notion to turn out and see if it was someone breaking 
in, and it would be only a word anda shot". This was the 
usual desert for tu weeks, anc I prepared for “a word and a 
shot" as above. 

The utter contempt in which he held the school may be 
gained from the introduction he gave me to Capt. Jaws 
Me Kenny, Sept, lst. Coming into the room where I was read - 
ing, he said, "This is the missionary who is going to Christ- 
tanize and civilize these natives within a yearand have tiem 
all good church menbers". A greater insult in so few words 


would be hird to give, but all the reply he received wus a 
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steady look straight in the eye. Now, this na its a deucon 
in the Md. &. Church at New Bedford, Mass., a Christian at 
homé, a devil abroad. 

A very praninen t hinderance is the lack of a livelihood 
with the natives themselves. The, are under the necessity 
of hunting and whaling, and these two occupations keep thein 
busy nearly the entire year, and in either case they aré away 
- from the village the greater part of the time, sometimes 
scattered many miles over the country, hunting and fishing, 
or over the tee, catching whales, bears, and walrus. The deer 
fumishes food and clothing; the whale s, food, fuel, and bone, 
for trade. JI see no way of obviating this except by direct 
Government atd as with the Indians of the territories, or by 
starting a permanent boarding school by, private means, and at 
this time neither is feasible. 

Another very prominent hinderance is the superstitious fear 
or dread thit they have of their native doctors, called 
"Un-ut-koots". These loafers who hang on to the people are 
Shrewd enough to know that as soon as education will make the 
people think for themselves, their power is gone. 

Sabbath School and preaching have not yet been held. The 
Jirst, because no Sabbath School could be orgunized without 
admitting Capt. Borden to bé superintendent of the school, and 


this would break every attempt to do an, good. 
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I have taught moral lessons from the blackboard and 
preached the sermon of living uprightly as the strongest ser- 


mon I could posstbly preach. 
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MISCHIEF DONE TO THE NATIVES, AND HOW. 
L. M. Stevenson. 


Point Barrow, Alaska. 


There is no little mischief done this people by trrespon- 
sible parties who come to the Arctic, fortune hunting, that in 
the mouths of a few whales their fortune may be made or from 
these cavernous depths it may be dug. These parties usually 
put in at Point Hope, employ all the natives they can to go 
"floe-whaling" for then the next spring, at some place on the 
coast between Point Hope and Point Barrow, leave them ashore 
to make their way as best they may to the designated place, 
the journey usually requiring the entire summer, in which 
time they have no time for obtawming subsistence for more than 
their dail: wants require, so that winter comes on them en- 
Girely unprepared for its rigors; and if the parties employing 
them are not well supplied with provisions and skins for 
clothing, the natives thus coming to than are sure to bein 
want of almost everything that will make life bearable, devoid 
of all comforts and conveniences to make it enjoyable, and 
untold suffering is the one certain result. This course of 
treatment is usually supplemented by setting themall adrift 
as scion as the whaling seuson closes, qbout June 10th, to look 
out for themselves thereafter, and make their way back ayain 


or die of exposure and hunger. 
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Now, the fact ts, these parties did not come for anything 
else than ona "bumiing" expedition, and take this way to nave 
their clothing made and taken care and to get a bed-fellow, 
perhaps many, whom they are in no way bound to support and 
care for, and that they can set adrift at any time the whim 
or fancy takes them, and take up another. 

It may be you think that I speakly harshly of these mat- 
ters, but they are painted tn half-light. If I add the fact 
that some of these same persons who perpetrate such outrages, 
as soon as they return to ecitvilization aid their families, 
Srequent with long and doleful countenance the church, tie 
prayer-meeting, the SundaySchool, tle love-feast, and every 
place where religious teaching is done free, eve ready, Yea, 
anxious to jump up and testify how much they have suffered 
among the heathen, trying to instruct then tin the "way of 
life", and mkea favoruble impression on the audience, and 
gain the sympathy and applause of men. A good yuestion, and 
one directly to the point, would be w ask, "How long have you 
had venereal disease, and how many have you tnoculated with 
it, and of how many abortions have you been the guilty means?" 

Why, one white man, son-in-law of a minister, with wife and 
children at home, inoculated the entire village of Point Hope 
with this most loathsome of all nameless diseases, and he is 


now in the Aretic, carrying the practice further than ever, 
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having connection with all the women he can by fair or by 
foul (use of drugs) means. 

There are ee parties who have come here for the legiti- 
mate purpose of carrying on the business of whaling, and have 
been here for severndl years, undergoing all the exposure ana 
hardship incident to that employment, but have not yet had 
the success they desire, that they may retum to civilization 
to live in ease anc comfort the rest of life. 

These parties employ natives and keep then from jear ft 
year; but they each have a squaw to make ami take care of 
their clothing, and for a bed-fellow to keep them warm, and 
some have two or three children, which with the women will ald 
be s@t adrift, as soon as they consider that they have fortune 
sufficient, because they would no more think of taking than 
home and introducing than as their wives, than they would of 
putting their heads into a furnace of fire. Sometimes, per- 
sons of this kind will instruct the natives to make rude 
stills, by the use of which, from molasses, flour, and tobac- 
co, they manufacture the vilest of whiskey, and this injury 
is permanent and increases with time. 

On the subject of liquor and prostitution, I give you this 
quotation from the report of the Agent of the Pacifie Steam 
Whaling Company to that corporution. 


"Any tramp on the beach who has a mistress he can prosti- 
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tute with the ship-masters for liquor is better heeled ami can 
buy more native gear of canoes, etc., than I can witha 
$10,000.00 stock of goods, just suited to the native necessi- 
ties". 

This man is well informed in the matter and speaks just 
what he knows, and very truthfully. Iam fully aware of the 
risk I take in writing the facts to you, that my life will not 
be worth the trying to keep, when these fellows find that I | 
have spoken so plainly. But I am here to do my duty, regara- 
less of man or devil, amd only pray God to give me the power 
to speak loud enough to reach the "powers to be" andwake up 
a lethargic and careless nation to the enormous and far reach- 
ing sin of the liquor traffie and more properly the "liquid 
passage of hell and torment". 

Births & Deaths. 

Sinee my arrtval here, July 30th, 1890, I hae endeavored 
to heep track of the increase and mortality of this place, 
Point Barrow, and as nearly as I can learn, the following is 
the result? 


Deaths: Adults, 9; Infant, 4; Total, 13. 
Births: Living, 3; Stillborn, 1; Total, 4. 


I herein send you a copy of a few lines sent me by Mr. Jd. 
W. Kelly, who is on the floe, looking for whales. He says, 


"I send Oonunginia ins She has a severe dos# of the pox, the 
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price she had to pay Capt. Bayne to get shelter for the 
mother, sister, and herself." The shelter here mentioned was 
very brief, but sufficiently lebgthy to tnoculate her. Mr. 
Kelly sent his dog-team for then as soon as he knew that they 
were there and brought them up here, engaging the fanily, 
mother, two sons, one a young man, and two daughters, to wom 
for him In due course of time the disease madé tts appear- 
ance, when the girl, a young woman, gave her experience of 
her being debauched, and that, too, by a man who prays loud 
and long in Califomia, and swears hard and stiff in this part 
of thy world. He is the man who, being diseased himself, came 
here a few years ago, took a woman from Point Barrow, inocu- 
lated her until she was nearly rotten and then turned her 
adrift 450 miles from home in the winter time, and by so doing 
spread disease Dreadeast thrugh the little village. He took 
a Point Hope girl of one of the leading families, put her in 
the same condi tion, when her parents took her avuy from him 
He plotted the murder of a chief of Point Hope by the 
"strychnine route", tried to hire a man to aduicister the 
poison, but fatled, andall this time had a wife and fanily 

at home, the daughter of « minister in Oregon, and is now on 
the coast, well armed with strychnine, having come here as 

the Captain of the silver-wave, in the employ of Janes Me 


Kenny, stranding his vessel on one of the Sea Horse Islands 
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in the daytime of a beautiful day, and he himself on decke Th 
This 1s Peter Bayne, who sailed from San Francisco in March, 
1890, clearing from thit port; and says now, “If any mam aoes 
not believe the Bible he is a liar", putting a big sailor

described herefater), and that therefore, the children become 
wards of the Court; that he is superintendent of the Jesse Lee 
Home, and industrial home and school, supported in large part 
by the U. &. Government, and conducted under the auspices of 
the Woman's Home Misstonary Society of the methodist Episcopal 
Church, a soctety incorpomted according to law 

He therefore prays the Court to consider the condi tion of 
these girls, and, since, in the dirty and comfortless hores 
of theirmothers, they cannot come up to virtuous and useful 
citizenship, to give or apprentice them to him (your peti tion- 
er) and his successors, until they shall come of age, or for 


such shorter period as shall seem good to the Court.

" I did not receive your favor dated at Unalaska, Sevt. 18, 

(4891, unvil the i4th of this month. Ju is a matter of very great re- 
eret that you did not come this way. We were all awaitine your arri- 
val with much interest: there are so many things that need your coun- 
sel and directing hand. 

My experience has brought me to the conclusion that the more 
people you hawe officially connected with the schools in Alaska, the 
weaker aid less efficient will be the management. 

The cupidaity, greed aud selfishness of mankind disqualifies 
"men from doing their duty properly where there is no accountability or 
_ public Ooms oOr.-boO control, Very few of the members of the iocal com 
“mnittees are qualifiea for the management of schools. and when thev ap- 
pear to interest themselves, it is for some selfish bvuroose.,. 

My plan would be to abolish all committees ana counsellors 
and all such rubbish ara have one good man to manage and subderintend 
the schools in southeast Alaska, anu pay him sufficient salary to have 
him stay here all the time. “Whatever is worth doing at all is worth 
Maoing well.” 

Schools will now run vhemselyes ang’ more than any other busi- 
ess: ang it is only a waste of money to establish a school, and give 
it no attention. 

You know it takes a sreat aedl of time and labor to manage 
these schools properly. I have spent the greater part of my time dur 
ing the past year in looking after them and planning how to procure the 


best results from the means employea. 
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tT will remain until spring and visit the schools in March: 








Will go to Metlakahtla the first opportunity and do what I can to 
assist you wnitil some new arrangement can be made, if a new man should 
"come as commissioner. 

Mr. Kelly has left the country: his place cannot be filled.

My Dear Sir: 

I am pleased I had the pleasure of meeting you and receiving 
the valuable information you had to impart about Alaska. 

I have just =n a report on the applicability of the new Bill 
for Alaska, proposed by the Hon. Secretary of the Interior, and 
have pointed out and suggested some changes in it. 

One, that Juneau be established as a regular court and that 
Wrangel be only a Commissioner's court. 

Another, that the clerk be allowed to appoint deputies and 
secure offices at Sitka, Juneau, and Unalaska, instead of Sitka 
and Wrangel. Deputy clerks at Juneau and Unalaska will facilitate 
the commencement of suits and filing of papers, and also will 
facilitate naturalization, because they can take and file declara- 
tions of intention to become citizens. Final papers can only be 
issued after examination in open court, 

Commissioners have pretended to do this, but their action is 
illegal. 

I have recommended that Sand Point or Unga should be a regular 
station for a Commissioner and deputy marshall, instead of Sand 


Point. At the present time, a commissioner and marshall are more 
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| needed at Unga, in consequence of the class of citizens that the 
Appollo gold=mine has brought there. We have had one murder 
already at Unga. 

I have recommended a limit to the number of justices of the 
peace and constables to 21, or not to exceed 3 in each of the 7 
proposed Commissioners’ districts. You know how the present 
Governor would abuse the appointing power, if not limited. 

I recommended also a few other minor changes. 

The Commissioner of Education of Alaska ought to have a copy of 
my report upon the murder of "Edwards" and the outrage upon Dr. 
Comnett, together with the exhibits attached thereto and accom 
panying the same. The attitude of the Kake Indians and their love 
for "Eawaris" ard their desire for education are there brought 
out, also the character of “Edwards” and “Connett". 

He ought also to have mi report on the Sale of Liquor in 


Alaska; Its Missions and School, with Appendices. 





I was much interested in the matter you gave me on Alaska, I 
would like to hear from you further, and would like for ym to 
send me what public documents you ‘think would be of interest to me 
also the Bulletin #1 you spoke of. Doctor, call on me at ary time 
for any assistance I can be to you.

don't think you or he would like to have your wives or yourselves 
subject to being shot every time you take a walk, 

6. If nothing is done, dangers and injuries to school property 
will increase. That is human nature. They have increased since 
the first year. 

7. We must have protection to counteract the lies almost cer- 
tain to be set afloat about us by some whalers. 

8. If we have to go dom to Sitka with Eligwk and witnesses, 
it would not be bad for the Mission. By deprivation the natives 
would learn to appreciate school, church, medicine, and our trade 
for clothes, food, etc., as never before. 

9. If Captain Healy can't or won't do anything, I think I can 
bring considerable influence to bear on Secretary Carlisle 
through my relatives in his home, Covington, Ky.; through many 
sons of Congressmen educated at the University of Virginia under 
the presidency of one of my brothers; and through other acquain- 
tanceSe | 

10. It might be sufficient to arrest Elignok and keep him in 
irons for a week and release him upon paymemt of a heavy fine--at 
my intercession.

Eskimo I have had no trouble worth mentioning. 
Veuth 

A native tells me Captain Wexth, when here, prostituted 
Kop-ki-=na, Kokituk's sister, with his knowledge ani consent, and 
Coz=-~-e-tow=--na, a girl of twelve or thirteenyears, probably. The 
former he has been pursuing for the last four years, according to 
his boast to us the first year we met him. He gave her a rifle 
and some other goods. Can any United States law be applied in the 
younger girl's case? 

The older girl's fall and example are especially pernicious, as 
she belongs to the richest family in the settlement. It will 
prove an injurious precedent, I fear. 

Would it do to publich the names of all captains conmitting 
such outrages at our station? Surely, they might be content with 
all the Siberian and Diamedewomen. 

Would not two teachers teaching three hours per day be equiva- 
lent to one teacher for six hours per day. If so, all four of us 
have taught eight to twelve hours per day during ena of last ses= 
sion, 

Is not eight or ten hours’ work as much as can reasonably be 
expected of a teacher. How, then, can we each teach six hours, 
and cook, wash, sweep, paint, paper, and act as carpenters, doc- 
tors, glaziers, etc.? 


We carmmot entrust such matters to Eskimo, for the most part, 
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Rev. Sheldon Jackson, 4. 

unless we like deer-hairs to eat in 11 Met ooa, leave all 
our goods at the mercy of our servants, stand their ill=-smelling 
messes in our rooms, and consent to have our clothes ruined by 
unskilled washing--besides wearing them dirty. The choice lies 
between school six hours a day and living in filth, as some Arctic 
missionaries are reported to be doing. Such teachers might teach 
their pupils to be reading, writing, and English-speaking savages, 
but they would still be savages, 

Are we expected not to suspend school, when, in our judgment, 
it would be best for our pupils--as whem they show plainly that 
they are tired of school, for the time being? 

Are we expected to keep school with a mere handful of pupils in 
Sept ember=-so diminishing our sessional average and wearing our= 
selves out needlessly? 

Is no allowance to be made made for our almost always having 
work in vacation--for the nervous wear and tear due to dangers, 
perpetual daylight in Spring, am almost perpetual night in win- 
ter, anxiety about friends, monotony, confinement to the house by 
blizzards, etc.? 

Would not great strictness in making out reports be a premium 
on dishonesty andi a disadvantage to every honest Arctic teacher? 

Please send me a written reply to all of the above questions 


at your earliest convenience. I confess I am somewhat puzzled as

Rev. Sheldon Jackson, 5- ites 
to what is required of us. 

I understand a report has been circulated that Mr. Lopp and I 
are unfriendly to each other. It is false. We have differed 
sometimes about means and methods as any two thoughtful men would. 
But he has my esteem, respect, and liking; and I think I have his, 

In this connection, and in continuation of our conversation on 
the “Bear", I wovld like to say that, in my opinion, he would be 
eminently fit for Superintendent of a Reindeer Station at Port 
Clarence or Mieutisre: and he has told me. he would like to engage 
in such work. 

He is industrious, energetic, of good judgment, and excellently 
fitted for dealing with natives in such practical matters. 

If I owned a large herd of deer, I do not know any man I would 
prefer to have charge of them; without actually having had exper=- 
ience. I believe he would make reindeer culture a success from 
the start. 

You understand, I hope, that I shall be glad to do anything I 
can to further your plans about reindeer or anything else, and I 
hope you will command my services, if necessary,

Dear Sir: 

I feel it my duty to report to you the defenseless condition of the 
school and of the teachers at this point, in order that you may have that condi- 
tion remedied as soon as possible by appeal to the proper authorities. 

Within the last two years Mr. Lopp's life has been threatened twice, a 
sober native being apparently on the point of stabbing him in the winter of 1892, 
and a drunken native threatening him last year. A drunken native shot at my 
wife and me; and another approached us with a drawn knife held behind him as if 
to stab us» Last session the school house was broken into four times and vari- 
ous articles stolen. 

The so-called "chiefs" here are merely the richest men and have not the 
slightest authority to punish even the greatest crime. There is absolutely no 
law . 

Remembering the Gilly affair of 1877 in which 13 natives, sons, brothers 
and fathers of those now living here, were killed and taking into account the 
difference in race and consequent inevitable prejudice and lack of mutual under- 
standing between teachers and natives, it is not st range perhaps that such trou- 
bles should arise. 

| This is by far the largest Sskimo settlenent in Alaska and the men have 
probably been brought up to believe themselves the most numerous and powerful 
people on the globe» It is not to be wondered at, then, if some of them try to 
bully us and become hostile when we are obliged to refuse compliance with unrea- 
sonable demands; as for instance; that we shall be constantly giving them food or 
that they shall be allowed to enter our house at unreasonable hours when we are 
too busy or in bed or our wives sick etc. Our supplies seem inexhaustible to 
their poverty-stricken ideas and are a constant incitement to cupidity and envy, 
passions as widespread as humanity itself. 

Could any village in the United States get along absolutely without 
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If we are not strongly Supported by law, the position will Probably be- 
come untenable by any teacher. How can a school be kept up when discipline, 
school property, the teacher's food and even his life are at the mercy of any 
ignorant, prejudiced, or malicious savage? 

All of the women and children and most of the men are well di sposed 
towards us. Our trouble is with the few envious, malicious and discontented 
men who are found here as in every community. 

The crimes above mentioned were reported to Capt. M. A. Healy of the U. 
S. Re Me cutter "Bear", the only officer of the law within 2,000 miles. Ina 
letter to me, dated July 10, 1893, he says: "I cannot arrest or punish" the crim- 
inals. It is needless to say how unfortunate this lack of power and authority 
is. 

As a logical consequence, the school~house has bsen broken into twice 
since. 

The immediate introduction of law is necessary not only to keep us from 
being murdered, but for the best interests of the natives, who can never be truly 
civilized by learning alone without law. 

In my judgment past offenses should be lightly punished, in considera- 
tion of the ignorance of our people, and heavy punishments threatened in case of 
future crimes. There should be no child's play; all threats should be fulfilled.

Dear Dr. Jackson: 

I send herewith a more formal letter which explains itself. Fuller 
particulars of our troubles may be had from Dr. Striehy, if desired. 

We were sorry you could not come to inspect the new house and school. 
I wanted to confer with you about all our affairs. 

I have advised that no other person be sent here for the present, 
because 

1. It is hard to secure the absolute uniformity of treatment of the na- 
tives so necessary in their present critical state, due to inevitably partial un- 
derstanding of our characters and motives. 

2. The house is too small for more than one family. 

3- expenses can be reduced. 

4- Conversions will not probably be hastened. We are prayerfully 
using all possible means. 


I deplore the publication of some imprudent passages in my last letter. 





It was a private letter and I am under the impression that I particularly recom- 
mended caution. I do not, therefore, feel responsible. I cannot see why the 
report was given to Captain Healy and the whalers. I have never before been 
thrown with such people as our whaler friends. But I get less imprudent every 
year, I think. 
. I can't be responsible for their slanders, of course. With regard to 
Neuth , I may say we were very uncertain about receiving any medical supplies 
ordered. I had had necessary occasion to use whiskey medicinally for my wife 
and myself, and thought it my duty to seize the first opportunity to provide for 
the coming year. We expect a baby in December, and may need such medicine for 
a variety of diseases, as pneumonia etc. In Broome Street I saw the lives of 
women in childbirth apparently saved from collapse by the use of spirits. If 
Mre Lopp tells the truth, as I suppose he does, he cannot say he ever saw me un- 
der the influence of liquor. 

The first year I told you we had some wine to guard against supposed 


danger from scurvy. Mr. Lopp and I both drank it. The natives never knew any- 
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thing about it, I think, unless Mr. Lopp told them. 

I cannot be responsible for whalers' lies. Mr. Lopp tells me Capt. 
Wagner says I drank going down with him. My recollection is that there was lit- 
tle or no liquor on board going down and I am sure I never touched a drop. I 
left Wagner immediately upon landing in San Francisco and never saw him again ex- 
cept to speak to him in passing one day on Market Street. He was here while Mr. 
Lopp was at Port Clarence, but pretended to be very friendly and never said a word 
about my alleged drinking. 

In future I shall have as little as possible to do with whalers, and 
yet try to keep on as good terms as may be with them. 

The Lopps left July 10. We packed a large part of their goods and 
sent them down by canal. I let Mr. Lopp have 15 or 20 rolls of tarred paper and 
some other supplies. We shall do all in our power to help and accommodate them 
both because we entertain the best wishes for their happiness and because we are 
interested in the reindeer for the sake of our people. 

We were very much interested in the reindeer report and you would o- 
blige us very much by sending copies to the enclosed addresses. It may help the 
Cause. 

We are getting along nicely in spite of our troubles with a few, the 
general temper of the natives toward us is making constant and marked improvement, 
as they understand us better and we them. Some religious interest has been late- 
ly shown. Full particulars on all points may be obtained from Dr. Striehy if 
you desire them.

In accordance with your kind request, I herewith transmit to you a 


statement of certain facts learned during my fourteen months’ stay at Cape Prince 
of Wales, Alaska, as missionary teacher in the government contract school among 
the Hskimos at that point; together with a few suggestions as to possible 
remedies for the evils mentioned. If the truth-‘of my testimony or my capacity 


for understanding the facts in the case should be called in question, I refer you 


to the Rev. Sheldon Jackson, PD. D. for ample references upon those points: 
re The whiskey traffic is the greatest danger that threatens the skimos- 


It debauches them morally and physically, and leads to the prostitution of the 


native women by the whalers, so frequent in some parts of Alaska. Besides, it 
has kept and, if unchecked, will forever keep them in a state of indescribably 


wretched poverty; for it leads them to worse than waste of the small amount of 


furs, walrus ivory, and whalebone they procure with great industry, toil, and 
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danger; if liquor were out of the way, they could get for their goods, cloth, 
ammunition, flour, household utensils, and all the other appliances of civilized 
life they need so much. If the whiskey traffie is not abolished, or at least 
minimized, all the money spent by the government and the missionary societies for 
the improvement of the natives, mizht almost as well be thrown into the sea; 

for it is useless to talk about civilizing people who are kept so poor as to he 
compelled to live like savages. 

For some reason, the revenue cruiser, "Bear," has not reached our part 
of the world for the last two seasons, until after July lst; the whalers arrive 
with their whiskey from June lst to June 15th, and before the "Bear" comes, 
most of it is traded to the natives. Mach of this liquor is traded to Siberian 
#skimos and our natives get it from them. 

If the cruiser were sent up a month or six weeks earlier, she could 
catch and search the whalers, I think, before they could get through the ice to 
our part of Alaska. | 

The strictest vigilance should be observed in searching the whalers 
before their departure from San Francisco, and, as much of the liquor is obtained 
in the Sandwich Islands, the co-operation of that government and of Russia 
should be sought. 

Ze The law against trading breech-loading rifles and fixed ammunition to 
Indians, is interpreted, I understand, to apply to the ®skimos; practically it is 


a dead letter -- the number of such arms carried by the whalers being limited 
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only by the amount of goods the natives have to trade for them. The law, in so 
far as it relates to the Eskimos, should be repealed at once; rifles are 


absolutely necessary to kill the ever scarcer game; without them the people would 





starve; and they are so peaceably disposed that it is absurd to fear an uprising 
among them. Besides, the moral effect of breaking even a useless law is always 
bad; it might be made an engine of oppression; and it often leads, I believe, to 
perjury. 


3. Domesticated reindser should be introduced into Northern Alaska as soon 


as possible.- There is abundance of food (moss) ay them, and the natives would 
appreciate and care for them. now -- at times when the bansher prevents hunting 
by reason of off-shore winds blowing away the floating icefields with the seals 
living among them, -- the natives are reduced to the verge of starvation; at any 
time some may and probably will die of starvation unless an auxiliary food 
supply is provided; this is directly due to the fact that American whalers have 
so thinned out the whales and walrus --- the natural property and food supply of 
the Hskimos. Besides the reindeer will be useful for drawing sleds; their 
skins for clothing and bedding; their sinews, for thread; and their horns for 
indust rial and hunting appliances. 

The step from a hunting to a pastoral people is always an upward one; 
and in time -- when the reindeer herds shall have increased -- canned reindeer 
venison, and reindeer skin robes and clothing may become articles of export. 


4. American whalers have gone far towards exterminating the walrus. 
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Last year our natives secured only one hundred and nine; they say they used to 
get six hundred or seven hundred in a season. A law should be passed to 
prevent any further destruction of these animals by white men. They are 
necessary to the Hskimos, not only as a food supply, but still more so for 
making their canoes. Only a little driftwood is found in our section, and 
there is no other timber; consequently our natives are compelled to make their 
canoes by covering a light frame work of driftwood with walrus hides; the 
supply is not quite equal to the demand now. Without their canoes, the natives 
could not net seals or hunt walrus and whales -- and would inevitably starve. 
Unless these recommendations as to the reindeer and walrus, or similar 
measures,aré carried out, there seem to me to be only two alternatives; either 
to let the #skimos starve, or to feed them entirely, or for the most part, at 
the expense of the government which would be vastly more expensive and would 
utterly destroy their independence and present self-respecting manhood. 

5- While the 4skimo is remarkably peaceable in disposition, the revenue 
cruiser plying in our waters should be prepared to impress him with a sense of 
the overwhelming power of our government, -- if necessary; she should therefore, 
have at least one gun capable of throwing a shell three and a half or four miles; 
our harbor is so shallow that the cruiser must lie one or one and a half miles 
from land. 


be As the whalers generally take advantage of the ignorance of the Eskimos 


to exact exorbitant profits from them ~-- from 200 to 1000 per cent -- and as the 
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only hope the nmeatives can have for obtaining the common appliances of civilized 
life lies in trade on better terms, the missionary teachers should be empowered 
(if necessary) to trade with the natives; in this manner the natives could be 
furnished with a greater abundance of the necessaries of life, and the liquor 
trade would be diminished by being rendered unprofitable; all the teachers would 
doubtless be slad to submit their accounts to yearly inspection, to insure fair 
dealing. If possible, the revenue cruiser should carry soods for the natives 
free of charge, both ways. 

The whalers could not complain, since the new order of things would be 
brought about by their own rapacity and their illegal trading in liquor; 
besides, by far the most important part of their business is whaling. 

The question is, "Shall the natives be sacrificed for the gain of a 
few extra dollars on the part of the whalers?" 

7. We have found the ®skimos peaceable, quick-witted, quite virtuous, 
anxious to be educated, and eager to adopt civilized modes of life. If the 
teachers are adequately supported by the government and the American people, 
the natives will be quickly civilized, and will become a happy and reasonably 
prosperous people, in my opinion.

Now 1 know that Buebee since he had been requested to send 
ain his resignation formed the notion Ghat he could defy che adminis- 
tration, and had formed a clique, who no doubt encouraged him, bub when

To the General gent of Hducation in Alaska, 
My Dear sir, - 

We were all shocked a week ago yesterday moming by 
learning that Chas. H. Edwards, teacher at Kake village had 
been brought to Sitka during the night in a dyiny conai tion 
from the effects of two pistol shots inflicted by Malcolin 
Campbell on a sloop near the Kake settlement. The firing 
occurred on the previous Monday night at 9.00 o'clock. All 
the surgeons gave Mr. Edwards immediate attention, but ull was 
of no avail, and he died about noon on Friday. An inquest wa- 
begun and is not over yet. The two white men who brought 
Edwards here were held, and gave their testimony before the 
jury. Campbell did the shooting, according to his own stay. 
Says Kdwards came aboard his sloop with etght natives, seized 
him and his partner, and began to tie them, had his partner 
on forward deck tied and himself in the cabin tied, but not so 
strong but that he could get his left hand loose and grasp 
his revolver which was between his blankets. He began to 
fire. Mr. Edwards sprang forward, ana covering Campbell to 


prevent his shooting anyone, received two of the loads from 


Jrom the thirty-eight calibre one entering the right nostril 
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and ranging up through the head, and the other through the 
right breast. The wounds were probed, but the balls could not 
be found. Hdawards was not conscious any moment while here. 
The men tried to go to Juneau at first but the weather dia 
mot periit, so came here. We have only their own testimony 
in theirown behalf. Campbell admits o7 having ta gallons 
of whiskey and of having given some to an Indian. The whiskey 
men have take up the cause of these two white men, and the 
"Alaskan" has raised their sentiment in the lust issue. 
Coroner Rogers told the jury, when Campbell had made his 
statement, that there was no reason to hold the ma, for it 
was a clear case of piracy against Kdwards. His cousin Har- 
rington appears for the mem This comaissitoner is a disgrace 
to the office, and his doings should be inquired into b, the 
Attorney General. 

Now, t¢ is due to the manory of noble Rdawards amd to all 
the teachers in Alaska that the Comnissioner of ducati@m 
ana those who are associated with him to see that this affair 


shall have the fullest investigation possible. Campbell has 


borne a good reputation and has been know as a hunter. There 


1s reason to believe that he has been smuggling. Two da_s ago 
the men were released on their own promise to appear anda 
answer the charge of giving liquor to Indians. The "Pinta" 


was appealed to to go to Kake after the etght Indians, but 
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has made no move yet. Several requests have been made of late 
for her service, but all have been refused. We dia all that 
was in our power for Mr. Hdwaras. The mission made a neat 
coffin, dug the grave, sent the team to draw the remains to 
the church and to the grave. The ceremon; was impressive mqidad 


many tears were shed. Oh it is sad that a noble life should 


_. be ended sa. TI did not attend the inquest, as we have been 


moving into our new house, and i jiave had to give all my Care 
and attention to my fanily. 

The weather for the past week has been very stormy and the 
wind last night was very strong. It is just one jear since 
the saw-mill went down. 

I have not given any of the proposed bills for Alaska inuch 
attention, but I amafraid that Sen. Dolph's bill for letting 
liquor into Alaska under license will not work well with the 
natives. Dolph's measures for Alaska may be looked upon with 
suspicion. 

There are many topies that 7 would like to touch upon, but 
have not time now. 

Knapp keeps up a sire at you and ve can see the effects 
upon the Hatches and others who do not know you except 
through Knapp. 

Marshall Porter has had Frank Myers arrested and brougn t 
here on this boat on the charge of criminal libel. The object 
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seems to be to curb him b, these arrests, bringing him here at 
Government expense before Rogers, wlio stands with Porter and 
Knapp, and letting him return, after getting bail at his own 
expense. This wili not work well. 

We wonder what Warren Truitt will prove to be as a judge 
From Oregon. 

I learn that Mr. Kelly will be with yas awhile. Flease let 
him read this letter, as it emtains about what I should write 
to him just now.

New York, 
Dear Sir:- 

Your letter of the 20th ult. was received, I now wish 
to call your attention to another painful subject, and it is the 
cruel murder of Mr. C, H, Edwards, the government school teacher 
on Kake Island, Alaska, who also was a good christian, doing good 
mission work among the Indians at his station and surrounding 
country. When Mr, Edwards left here to enter upon the discharge 
of his duties at Kake Island, we gave him an organ and the necess- 
ary books, so as to enable him to organize a sunday school there 
among the natives, and conduct religious services; but the whiskey 
ring in Alaska, in protecting and spreading the liquor traffic 
with Indians, is the cause of his death , A man by the name of 
Montcalm Campbell and one named Elliot sold liquor to the Indians, 
under the charge of Mr, Edwards, and when Mr, Edwards convinced 
himself of the fact, he took with him 13 Indians first searching 
all so as to satisfy himself that none had weapons on the person, 
with he then get out to arrest the aire smugglers; he succeeded 


in overcoming them,they were bound, This was on the sloop (of 


the whiskey sellers) and when Mr, Edwards saw that he had the 








De 





malefactors under control, he gathered all the arms he could fina 
on board and sent them in charge of eleven Indians ashore, tell- 
ing his Indians that the two remaining Indians would accompany 

him and assist in taking the sloop to Fort Wrangel., there to de- 
liver the prisoners and sloop to the U.S, authorities; The Indians 
had just reached the shore wien they heard 4 or 5 shots fired, 

when the sloop weighed anchor and sailed out. This being at about 
9 o'clock in the evening, the Indians could not see plainly but 
thought .- that Mr, Edwards had made up his mind one at once 

It aftdérwards transpired that Mr, Edwards and the two Indians had 
been murdered by this man Campbell, who Sailed to Sitka, told his 
Side of the story to the Judge and Dist, Att'y. (Bugbee and John- 
son) and was allowedto go free. 

There is no other cause that can be assigned for the 
death of Mr. Edwards, than the reckless and unchecked sale of in- 
toxicants to Indians, which is growing to a frightfully alarming 
extent even in and about Juneau, and there certainly must be 
something rotten in the Alaska official machinery when this prac- 


tice of selling liquors to Indians has become a recognized indus- 
try of the country. 

If you want to learn the bottom truths of the workings 
of this whiskey ring, you address Sam, K, Johnson, special Inspect- 
or of Customs, Juneau, Alaska, who can furnish you facts which will 
alarm and startle you, The Ring has no love for him, but what he 
tells you must be used judiciously,

I desire your asal stance in having prepared for the President a letter 

by the Seeretary in tha natura of a memorial from this Department which is so 
largely responsible fo» tha welfare of the Indians in Alaska, the good 
goveznmsmt of that Territory, and for a more efficient organisation thera.

Herein I have the honor of making a few explanations, 
deeming them necessary in regard to acts and conduct of 
Leander M. Stevenson, Government teacher and assistant super- 
intendent of this station, from the time of hts arrival here, 
July 30th, 1890, up to the tine of his suspension from all 
duties and affairs connected with the station, on Oct. Ist, 
1891, until further instructions are received from the De- 
partment. 

In assuming charge of the station, in the ubsence of any 
definite rules or regulations for tts government by the De- 
partment, more than a few simple instructions in my appoint- 
ment, I endeavored to formulate a few simple ones, in a imeas- 
ure corresponding with ship discipline, for the government of 
Chis station. JI do not consider these rules ever either se- 
veré or arbitrary, allowing all freedom and privileges possi- 


ble to the inmates of the station, and only such as were 
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really necessary to good government. One of these rules, 
which has been shamefully ignored and violated by Mr. Steven- 
son and the Silver Waves crew, he inciting them, was the fol- 
tering: 

"No officer or inmate of the station ts allowed to leave 
it without the knowledge and consent of the Superintendent, 
and giving information of where he is going, and the time he 
expects to be absent.. 

Any violation of this Rule, extending over two hours, 
will, in bad weather, cause an investigation and search," 

Knowing from expertence tie great liability of persons 
wandering away, becoming lost, and freezing, tn this country, 
this Rule for prudential reasons was promulgated. 

He pretended that Capt. Healy had placed him in charge of 
the station, holding him personally responsible for all its 
contentae declaring himself subordinate to no one in the sta- 
tion; that the superintendent had no right or authority to 
make wlles, that ali such were arbitrary; that the station 
was not to be governed by ship's discipline, but by the eivil 
laws of Alaska. This doctrine was freely preached to the 
Silver Waves crew, my assistants, and his associates. 

At first Mr. Stevenson was liberal in promises to assist 
in breaking up the liquor traffie and matntaining discipline 


and the honor and dignity of the station; but by making beech- 
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combers and deserters his most intimate associates, he soon 
became antagonistic to the Superintendent und the station. 

He gave the Superintendent to understand tiat he was working 
Peritie tmeerest of the P. S. W. Company; that, as the Gov- 
ernment had not paid that company for the building and stores, 
all would essentially revert to that company, and then, if he, 
Mr. Stevenson, proved worthy, he could look for advancement. 

The station was built in the cause of humanity. Mr. Stev- 
enson Caswe to tf as an assistant; but when Mr. George Smith, 
mate of stranded schooner, Silver Wave, was lying sick and 
unable to move, throuhg exposure in saving from the wreck at 
Point Beleher; and myself and assistant had done all in our 
power in sending supplies, medicine, and assistance for hin to 
reach the station, Mr. Stevenson made the unfeeling and in- 
human remark, "I hope he will die before he reaches the sta- 
tion." 

After Mr. Smith's arrival, Mr. Stevenson treated him with 
the utmost contempt, and tried to persuade the Sitlver Waves 
crew and my assistants to treat Mr. Smith in the same manner, 
saying that, by such means, we would drive him away from the 
station. Mr. Stevenson went so far as to remonstrate with 
my first assistant for fitting a bed forMr. Smith, in aceor- 
dance with my order, on the night of his arrival at the sta- 


tion. Had Mr. Smith been a conviet escaping from justice, 
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instead of a ship-wrecked man entitled to succor, he could 
not have been treated with more inhumanity by Mr. Stevenson. 

When Capt. Bayne and companion at Point Franklin had been 
potsoned and were in sore distress, and had written to the 
Superintendent for medicines, Mr. Stevenson protests against 
am act of common humanity, in furnishing BEAM er and com- 
panion with any stores or medicines whatever. He even dic- 
tates a protest to my first assistant, with a view of influ- 
encing him against Capt. Bayne, in which Capt. Bayne is rep- 
resented as being anything but a yentleman. 

Capt. Bayne arrived at the station from the wreck Nov. 
21st, 1890, bringing his trunk, with a view of making the 
station his home for the winter; but, meeting with so much 
contempt and ill treatment from Mr. Stevenson and the crew of 
his vessel, in oréer to avoid trouble and protect the proper- 
ty of his vessel, as she could not be sold, he chose to take 
his chances of starvation on bourd, rather than be involved 
in a quarrel at the station. 

For some cause I could not understand, there seemed to be 


a great effort on the part of the Silver Waves crew joined by 


i. Stevenson, to prevent the captain and mate of that vessel 





trom coming to the station or receiving any succor therefrom. 
Anong Mr. Stevenson's articles landed was a five gallon 
keg of syrup, but no one seems to know what becane of it. Mr. 


Stevenson denies having any, but I an sure it was made into 
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rum. He promised to assist in breaking up the liquor traf- 
fie, but in my opinion has done much to encourage tt, having 
been asked on several occasions to aceompany the Superinten- 
dent in visiting places where distilling wus supposed to be 
carried on, and on each and every occasion refusing. 

He pretends to have studied law, and has informed the tra- 
gerewiere, if 706 all, a part, and that part the rest, and 
bhey the natives, that no one here has a right to break up 
property used in distilling. Althoguh the Superintendent had 
been appointed as a Deputy Collector, he had not been sworn 
in, consequently, had no authority; and Capt. Healy had no 
power to confer authority; therefore, any one could make all 
the liquor he wanted to in defiance of the Superintendent. 
Then he tells them that in order to convict for selling or 
giving a native liquor the witness must see the liquor sola 
or given, not lose sight of tt until he has tasted of the 
same, and be able to designate its quality on oath; in no 
other way can a person be convicted. 

Now, tt seems to me that this is all wrong and misleading. 
Tt will not only lead the natives, ignorantly, into all sorts 
of trouble, but tt will annoy and perplex the officials in 
breaking up the liquor traffic. 

We have many reasons for believing tiat distillation has 


been carried on in the Department's building now occupied by 
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the P. Se. W. Company, and that Mr. Stevenson is cognizant of 
the fact. His asseverations that that company was the only 
party here dealing in honest tobaceo, declaring all otiher, 
even tie station's, was untaxed, led to the discovery of that 
company's dealing in a large amount of untaxed. tobacco. 

In trading, Mr. Stevenson joined issue with the P. S. W. 
Company, to what disadvantage to this station it is not wo réh 
while to relate; but deer-meat for the station's use was sent 
away from the station by Mr. Stevension to the PL So We Con 
pany's houses. 

The cook of the P. S. W. Company reports that letters pas- 
sing between Capt. Bayne and myself had frequently been in- 
tercepted, taken into the Manager's room, opened, read, and 
commented on, by Mr. Stevenson and the Manager. One day Mr. 
Stevenson brought me a letter from Mr. Kelly, saying Mr. 
Kelly requested him to read tt to me; then, if I wished to 
retain the letter as a voucher, to send it back that tt might 
be copied. This letter iir. Stevenson had opened and read, 

In seeking an explanation, Kelly denies sending a letter in 
any such manner and for any such purpose, denies requesting 
Stevenson to read any such letter returned for any purpose 
whatever; an’ further says he was awfully provoked when his 
letter, written with the kindest intent, was returmedad unan- 


swered. In seeking an explanation from iMre Stevenson, he 
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denied the letter as addressed to me; when convinced of the 
fact, he replied that the letter was brought to him by @ 
Portuguese, who requested him to read tive same to me. On be- 
ing remonstrated with for opening a closed letter for anoth- 
er, replied,"I don't know nor care anything about tt neither 
one way nor the other". Other letters are known to nave been 
opened and read by him before being passed to the proper per- 
S07. 

The cook of the P. S. W. Company above alluded to reports 
that tt was a topic of conversation betwen the Manager of the 
company and ifr. Stevenson during the winter months, how best 
they could depose the Superintendent and make a combination 
of the two houses That Mr. Stevenson had joined others in the 
conspiracy to rid the station of the Superintendent, I have 
every reason to believe. Tle first manifestution on his part 
in that direction was in inciting the Silver Waves crew to 
insubordination, and an assault by one Larson with a danger- 
ous weapon on the Superintendent. Larson had been worked up 
to a state of desperation as, I belteve, by some powerful 
drug, as optum or porphine, bordering on insanity. The drug 
I believe to have been administered by Mr. Stevenson for the 
purpose of making the assault, as tt is well known that Mr. 
Stevenson was prescribing for Larson for some frivolous ner- 


vous complaint. Stevenson had previously ben detected in 
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surreptitiously overhauling the station's medicine-chest, and 
when asked what he was looking for, made an evasive reply, 
but finally answered, "“Madaras". He had access to the P. S. 
W. Company's medicine-chest, and it is well known that the 
inmates of the house were in the habit of using morphine, if 
they were not confirmed takers of the drug. 

Mr. Stevenson took no steps to prevent the assault, but 
looked on approvingly. After the assault ne put a handle to 
the assistant's nam, as Mr. Larson, and extolled him as a 
perfect Bese saan: When Larosn was put tn trons, Mr. Steven- 
son refused to assist, but conspired with the Silver Waves 
erew and the Ino gang to liberate him by force, if persuasions 


proved unavailing. 





Mr. Stevenson's great anxiety for my first asststamt, a 
man who had been true and faithful for two years, a man in 
whom I had great confidence, and the only one 6n whom TI 
could rely in an energency, to leave the station; and his en- 
4 gaging a deserter and beech-comber as his first assistant, to 
_ actvas soon as he should obtain control of the station, prove 
conslusively an existing conspiracy. But on the lst of Oct- 
| ober, 1891, matters were brought to a crisis, when Mr. Stev- 
_enson openly declared in the presence of others that I was 
not tie Superintendent of the station; that he was fisrt as- 


sistant under Capt. Healy. As such language could not he 
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tolerated froma subordinate, and as he had declared hinself 
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subordinate to no one in the station, he was suspendd until 
further instructions were received from the Department, from 
all duties connected with the station. 

In conclusion, I beg to say that so faras Mr. Stevenson's 
influence has been exerted as Government teacher and ASS1S— 
tant superintendent, in the maintenance of yood order and 
discipline, tt has ben directly the reverse. He has not only 
been insubordinate himself, but has used his official influ- 
ence in inciting others to insubordination, and making beech- 
combers, deserters, and other objectionable characters his 
associates. 

I can see no reasonable objection to maintaining a school 
in tiie north room of the station when there are no ship- 
wrecked men at the station; although our storerooms, one each 
side, for daily stores, and the signal service shelter for 
instruments on the north, compel us in the performance of 
duty to pass through the school-room; but we have arranged so 


as not to pass through during school hours, unless in cases 


of emergenci. Mr. Stevenson maintains that we have no 


right to enter the school-room at all, that it was put under 
his absolute control by Capt. i. A. Healy, and that the Super- 
intendent has no more right to enter it than if it stooda 


mile away from the station. 
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Revlizing his failure in the school, he tries to throw the 
blame from wherg tt rightfully belongs, and has made complaint 
to Capt. Healy that we have interrupted his school. At first 
we offered our services and to do all in our power toward ad- 
vancing tie course of education among these poor people; but 
Mr. Stevenson took umbrage at all of our offers, and all our 
inquiries in regard to the school were considered as inter- 
ferences. The assertion of any unlawful interference in the 
sehhol I deny as absolutely false. 

“> As regards his failure in the school; th general, average 
has nob ben over half a dozen, and mostly girls from the P. 
se We eetoany)'s station or haven; and I doubt if a stranger 
by going among Chem could find out that they had ever been to 
school. : 

: Cape Sneha village is supposed to contain about two hun- 
although the station is only one mile from the village, the 
children do not come to school. A teucier here who had the 
children's interest at heart, whetherisubygect to the rules of 
the station or not, so long as he -did not interfere with its 
discipline and preach false law to the inmates, would be a 
destrable acquisition to our very limited society.

Sth, 1892, initials R. V. Le, and more espectally of date 
est 9th, 1892, initials BF. C. F., 8,600-1,885, I have to re- 
port that I have made a careful and exhaustive examination 
into the matters therein referred to, especially in relation 
to the Murder of Charles H. Hdwards in Alaska, and -the out- 
rage upon Dr. J. FB. Connett at Douglas, Alaska, referred to 
in the accompanying petition issued on behalf of the Newberg 
Quarterly Meeting of the Friends’ Church. Further, that I 
consulted with U. S. District Attorney Charles L. Jolmson at 
Sitka, Alaska, in relation to the whole matter, and that 
these two matters are so connected with one another that I 
have to treat them as one. 

Mr. Charles H. Hdwards was formerly a missionary connected 
with the Friends’ mission at Douglas Island, Alaska, that in 


August, 1891, he was engaged as a Government school-teacher 
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for the Kake Indians at Hanilton Bay, Kupreanoff Island, 
where a new Government school had been established and a 
school-house built. Some little time thereafter he repaired 
thither accompanied by one Jimmie HE. Coffin as an interpreter 
From his letters (see pages 1 to 5 of Appendix "A") we learn 
that white men were in the habit of coming to the village and 
trading or selling whiskey to the Indians, These letters al- 
so picture the usual state of affairs to exist among the In- 
dians when under the influence of liquors; also the danger he 
was in personally because thereof, he being the only vhtte 
man living among them. Towards evening of the lOth day of 
January, 1892, a sloop, with Malcolm Campbell and Emory Elli- 
ott@ on board, came into the harbor, about three miles from 
the Indian village, and comnenced trading whiskey to the In- 
dians,. 

Whats Mr. Hdwards knew concerning sits tlltctt traffic we 
will never know; suffice tt to say that an Indian named 
Squantsh purchased $5.50 of whiskey from them (see testimony 
in Appendix "B") which, when Mr Rauirds found out, he poured 
into the bay. They offered hts interpreter, Jimmte Coffin, 
whiskey to drtnk, but he refused. They gave Tah-a-hoo whis- 
key to dmtnk and he drank tt. They gave whiskey to the six 
or eight Indtans who went tn advance of Mr. Kdwards' party 


and went into the cabin of the sloop on the evening of Janua- 
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ry llth, 1892 (see testimony in Appendix "B"),. They acknowl- 
edged £0 having three gallons or more of whiskey on their 
Sloop in Alaska waters wtrhout a permit to have or land it 
(see pages 21 and 29, Appendtx "C"). It might be proven thas 
they had a full cargo of whtskey on board at the time from 
Port Simpson, B. C., and were then on thetr way to Juneau 
with it. (See page 5, Appendtx "D", ) 

Mr. Hdwards had been so frequently annoyed with the re- 
sults of the sale of liquor to these Indians, and his own 
life had so many times been jeopawdtzed, that he acknowledged 
himself "that he was becoming a regular rum later". (See 
page 29, Appendtx "A". ) He therefore resolved to see with 
his own eyes and convince himself that the parties then in 
the harbor, with the sloop, were violaving the laws of the 
land, and if they were, thav he would exercise his right as a 
citrzen, and his dtey under vhe laws of O.egon, vt as, est 
vhem and take them forvhwieh wivh all speed to Wrangell and 
there to deltw»r than up vo the authorittes, for thts pur- 
pose he called a meeting of the Kake Indians ae the school- 
house and tnformed then of vwhé objecus of vhe meeving. After 


opening the meeting wivh a song, he requesved fourteen volun- 


teers to assist him in finding ow whevher these men on the 
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sloop were actually violating the lav or now, and tf they 


were, «0 go prepared to am ese whem and sudiv tmmedia.ely To 
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Wrangel,--not armed to the teeth or with handcuffs--but with 
small cords in his pockets to bind them safely and to conduct 
them thither. 

A canoe with the larger number of the volunteers proceeded 
to the sloop under his directions to find out what was being 
done on board, and he followed himself in a smaller canoe 
with the rest of the volunteers. When he arrived at the 
sloop the Indians who had preceeded him were engaged in 
drinking whiskey furnished by the occupants of the sloop. 

Mr. Edwards was particular to see for himself that the Indi- 
ans were drinking, and was particular to know that it was 
whiskey that they were drinking. The he gave orders to bind 
the two men, The cabin was small, and the two men and the 
six or more Indians being in it, there was not. much chance to 
do anything. The Indians informed him that the men were get- 
ting the advantage of them; then he and those Indians on the 
outside who could not get in bagan to tear off the roof of 
the cabin, and he threw down the ropes he had with him, to 
bind them. This having been done, he began to clear the 
sloop for sailing. He had the anchor raised and requested 
all the Indians to leave the sloop and return to the village, 
lea ng him only twa Indions to man the sloop. He had the 
Indians take on shore with them a revolver and a rifle, pre- 


suming, mo doubt, they were all the firearms on board. These 
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he ordered to be placed in the school-house. The Indians, 
however, also book a field-glass and the keg, which was par- 
Claliy filled with whiskey. When alone on tie sloop with 
these two Indians and the two desperate men smugglers, he had 
mot counted 1s to the possibility of any more firearms being 
on board, but Malcolm Campbell, the owner of the sloop, man- 
aged to get his left hand loose, reaue ed under the foot of 
the bed, got a revolver, and shot at Mr. Edwards three seve- 
ral times, mortally wounding him, and imuiediutely thereafter 
shot the other two Indians--one with the revolver so ti:at he 
jumped into the water and never afterwards was seen or heard 
of. The other, while attempting to escape by swimming, was 
shot at with his rifle and newer more seen or heurd of. (See 
testimony in Appendix "B",) Campbell's associate on the 
sloop, Emory Elliott, managed to get his hands loose and cut 
the cords which bound Campbell's feet, and thus both were 
liberated. They then proceeded to get away from the place. 
("Soe pages 16 and 32, Appendix "C".) They found the anchor 
already up, and they said they attempted to make Wrangel with 
the wounded man Hdwards, but they saic the winds were contra- 
ry. They next tried to make Juneau. It can be proven that 
from January llth to the 18th the winds were fair jrom Hamil - 
ton Bay to Wrangel. They said they next attempted to reach 


Juneau, but met with a head wind and could not. They however 
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reached a point near Point Gardner. They desired to reach 
this point from the first, for here it might be found out 
they cached their cargo of smuggled liyuor. After this they 
sailed for Kalisnoo and were met there by Dan Campbell, a re- 
tail liquor dealer of Douglas City, (see page 5, Appendix 
"D") who with another party started out of Douglas in another 
sloop, hunting jor them, fearing from their long absence and 
being overdue that they had met with an accident or been cap- 
tured. Here the two Campbells consulted together, and here, 
20 doubt, Malcolm informed Dan he had cached his cargo of 
liquor. Here also Jimmie Blaine saw the wounded man, Mr. Ea- 
wards, all but unconscious, he being the only known white man 
other than the murderer and his accomplice, who saw Mr. Kd- 
wards alive and conscious, or partially so, after receiving 
his wound. And here also he was furnished with the only food 
he obtained since receiving the wounds three days before; 
yet, strange to say, this en Jimnie Blaine, was never call- 
ed upon to testify in any of the cases or at the coroner's 
inquest, 

The object of their devious sailing was accomplished. The 
victim was unconscious, no ante-mortem statement could be 
made, and dead men, or unconscious men, tell no tales. Tiley 
arrived at Sitka about thirty-six miles after the infliction 


of the wounds, and the victim died about ten hours thereafter

A coroner's inquest was held over the remains, but no tes- 
timony was produced before the jury--only that of the physi- 
cians as to the hts of his death. (See page 8, Appendix 
"C",) For the testimony of the clerk of the court as to the 
identity of the remains, see page 11, same Appendix, and for 
the testimony of the self-confessed murderer and his acecom- 
plice, as to the manner of receiving the wounds which caused 
his death, see pages 12 and 29, Appendix "C", 

The jury, in writing, page 39, Appendix "C", asked for 
further testimony, but none was furnished; they asked for in- 
structions, but they were informed by the WU. S. Comrissioner, 
ex-officio Coroner, that instructions were useless, that it 
was simply a case of piracy, piracy on the high seas; see pa- 
ges C and 7, Appendix "D*", And, of course, Malcoim Campbell 
was jsutified in the deed, That further testimony could have 
been had is shown by that produced before the U. S. Commis- 
stoner's court in the case for selling or giving liquor to 
the Indians, ("See Appendix "B") No thanks, /iowever, are due 
to the court or to the court officials for this testimony, 
but to the missionaries attached to the mission of the Socie- 
ty of Friends at Douglas City. (See Appendix "K") 

The testimony thus furnished was used to oonvict Malcolm 
Campbell and Emory Elliott of giving liquor to the Indians, 


and the only punishment inflicted upon the self-confessed mur 
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derer and his accomplice was a fine of $40.00 each. In sat- 
isfaction of this, Malcolm Campbell served in jail six days 
and paid $28.00 and Emory Elliott was confined in jail ten 
days and paid $20.00 (See page 7, Appendix pela 

Malcolm Campbell was also held for man-slaughter in the 
sum of $1,000.00, but his case, when presented to the grand 
Jury at Juneau, was tgnored by them. No one has yet been 
placed on trial jor this murder; so it may at some future 
time be presented, indictment had, and the guilty one tried. 
(See page 1, Appendix "D") 

For writing a faithful account of the whole af fair and 
jor showing that the whiskey interest was the one in whose 
interest all this was done, see "National Hra" of March 17th, 


1892, and "Mining Record" of April, 1892, with Appendix "E") 


Dr. Je He Conmnett, of the Friends' mission at Douglas. Gov- 


ernment school-house No. 2, was waited upon by a band of out- 


laws styled the "Vanguards of Civil ization", called up out of 


bed, and deliberately taken out and tarred and feathered; ana 
to this day notiing has been done towards bringing to justice 
the perpetrators of this deed. (See pepper es) 

From a perusal of the graphie account of this outrage and 
the testimony herewith transmitted, there is no one but will 


say that no outrage of the importance of this ever took place 
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where the foot-prints and pointers for its detection were 
plainer; but so far nothing has been done. 

It has been said that this is a mining comunity and this 
is but what might be expected of miners. Such is not the 
case, The miners are producers; but there is a elass here of 
nmon-producers, who alone could be guilty of such a base and 
outrageous act. This class migi:t be said as being more or 
less interested in the whiskey business, directly or indi- 
rectly; and there are strong reasons for believing that one 
if not more of the UY S. officials at Juneau had guilty 
knowledge beforehand of, if they were not actual participa- 
tors in, the outrage. (See my report on C. S. Blackett, As- 
sistant U. S. District Attorney, heretofore forwarded) 

As soon as the miners at Treadwell mines, Douglas City, 
heard how Dr. Connett had been got out of his home on the 
pretext of being called to aid a suffering miner, they hada 
meeting and resolved to raise $500.00 to assist in bringing 
to justice the perpetrators of this crime--and they would 
have raised tt had any efforts been put forth to ferret out 
the matter. The manner in which this crime was treated by 
the officials at Juneau and Sitka deterred even the miners 
from doing or saying anything publicly, for fear that they 
also would be waited upon by these so-called "Vanguards of 


Civilization" and treated to a dose of the sane medicine giv- 
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en Dr. Connett. 

That Dr. Commett was tarred and feathered for what he had 
caused to be published in the "National Fra", of Robinson, 
Tlis., there is no doubt, gnd not for what he had said con- 


cerning the murder of Mr. Edwards. 


During my investigation I learned from Governor Lyman EF. 
Knapp that statements and reports had been sent to the Hon. 
Secretary of the Interior, reflecting upon the character of 
Mr. Charles H. Hdwards, deceased, and that tne Hon. Secretary 
destred am investigation made into the truth or falsity of 
the rumors and reports, I immediately made arrangements with 
the Governor and les Wn. A. Kelly, of the Territortal Board 
of Hducation of Alaska, to investigate this matter in comec- 
tion with them and to report to each other the results of 
these investigations; and I report that we could find nothing 
whereon to base any of. these rumors or reports reflecting on 
the character or conduct of Mr. Hawaras, or that he in any 
way or at any time associated with or had intercourse with 
the native. females of Alaska, or with lewd or vicious charac- 
ters; but our investigations, both professional and other- 
wise, show him to hae been a gentleman of high moral and so- 
cial standing, upright SEM One and that any reports to 


the contrary were false and without grounds upon which to

JI would particularly refer you to Ap- 
pendix "A", as to his manner of life and conduct and churac-

That he was justified in his acts in endeavoring to cause 
the arrest An RCS Campbell and Blliott, with a view of 
taking then before the nearest U. S. Comiissioner, cannot be 
denied; For an examination of the lavs oj Oregon, then and 
now operative tn Alaska, for a violation of which laws these 
two mon were tried, convicted, and punished, I would call 
your attention to Deady and Lane's General Laws of Oregon.

From the foregoing it appears that Mm Hdwards was justi- 
fied in this act. It could be made to appear further, al- 
though not in the required testimony, that Mr. Hawards in- 
formed ifessrs,. Campbell and Elliott that it: was his intention 
to take them under arrest to Wrangel and there deliver them 
up to the U S. Comitssioner, for introducing Liquor into 
Alaska and for giving and selling liquor to Indians--which 
notification occasioned Campbell to swear and shake his fists 
at him and utter the language set forth in the testimony on 
page 21, Appendix "B", and to the further statement that if 
he took him to Wrangel he would kill him if it was the last 
mer of his iife. 


UY. S. Commissioner R. C. Rogers, as ex-officio Coroner, 
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was not justified in endeavoring to prejudice the minds of 
the jury by the statement that Mr. Edwards' act was an "act 
of piracy, piracy on the high seas", It was a biased in- 
struction, and uncalled for, and out of place, 

In the testimony of Malcolm Campbell, pages 15 and 23, Ap- 
pendix "C", he made the charge that the Indians stole all his 
money from him, amounting to $22.50 Vet, when he was placed 
in the custody of the U. S. Marshal, he turned over to that 
officer about $40.00 (see page 4, Appendix "D"); and on the 
person of Mr. Edwards, deceased, there was only found a 25 
cts. piece, 

Malcolm Campbell and Kmory Elliott both swore that they 
purchased ten gallons of whiskey of one Frank H. Kane, of 
Douglas, Alaska. (See pages 20 and 29, Appendix "C") I 
found on examination of the Records of Hon. William Weidler, 
Collector of Internal Revenue at Portland, Oregon, that Frank 
H. Kane had only paid spectal tax as a wholesale liquor deal- 
er; and the testimony of Campbell and Elliott would convict 
him. I called Mr. Johnson's attention to this and told him 
that the prosecution of Frank H. Kane for this offenee might 
} develop something in regard to this case or prove that the 
statements were false. JI also conferred with Dr. Johnson as 
to the matters investigated by me and the developments, and 


conferred with him as to some of the means he would adopt 
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looking Co bringing to punishment both the murderers of 
Charles H. Hdwards and the perpetrators of the outrage upon 
Dr. Connett, as set forth in the petition of the Society of 
Friends and your instructions aceompanying said petition, 

He stated that he intended to quietly work the cases and 
again submit them to the grand jury, whenever he thought he 
had a jury which would entertain tt and he had the witnesses 
at hand. 

I talked freely on this subject to him and gave him what I 
had learned in relation thereto and also my views on the sub- 
ject, and as some of the views advanced by me were new to 
him, he was encouraged in the renewal of an attempt to bring 
the offenders to justice. 

For a further aceount of our interview and the probable 
results of it, I refer you to my report on the Office and Ac- 
counts of Mr. Johnson, which was mailed Sept. 8rd, 1892, 
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Brief of Report on the "Fdwards Murder" and "Connett 


Outrage".

In accordance with my instructions of date 

May 5th, 1892, I proceeded to Alaska, with a view of examin- 
ing into the question of the sale of liguor to Indians, and 
the violation of the intercourse acts,and other matters, and 
to impress upon the U. S. Attorney and the U. S. Marshal the 
importance of a vigorous prosecution of these cases. 

I found upon the most casual examination of the subject 
that the so-called intercourse act, including 2,139 R. &., 
was not applicable to Alaska; as the natives or Indians were 
neither under an agent or superintendent nor were they upon 
reservations--in fact, that Alaska was not Indian territory, 
within the meaning of the intercourse acts of 1834; and that 
the same had been so decided by Judge Deady in case of Kieé v. 
U. S. Federal Reps 27-p. 351. Had it been decided that Alask 
was Indian country, it would have been easier to have handled 
the question of the sale of liquors to Indians. 

I found that the sale of liquor to Indians was governed by 
Sec. 14 of the organic act of the district of Alaska, of May 
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I7th, 1884, and Sec. 1,955 R. Si; and the giving of liquor, 
by Sec. 699 of the Oregon code. 

I found the following state of affairs to exist. Ina 
population of 42,000, of which only 4,303 were white, there 
are in operation and openly engaged in the liquor traffic, 
five breweries, namely, one at Wrangel, which was the first 
town I struck; one at Douglas; two at Juneau; and one at Sit- 
ka, the capital of the district, and under the very eyes of 
the Governor, the Judge, a U. S. Commissioner, the WU S. Dis- 
trict Attorney, the U. S. Marshal, and the Collector of Cus- 
toms, and almost in the shadow of the court-room and jail, 
and in clear violation of law. 

Many cases could be got against the owner and oecupant 
every day, but among them all no one seemed to be willing to 
raise a votce or a hand against the illicit manufacture or 
sale of beer; possibly because the owner and occupant had 
paid the special tax as a brewer to the Collector of Internal 
Revenue, and had given bonds to the Bureau of Internal Reve- 
nue to engage in the business and to stamp his iliiett manu- 
facture, in compliance with law, as all the other breweries 
in this district had done, 

I found Biss fifty-two retail liquor dealers and three re- 
tail: dealers in malt liyuors, or sixty places in Alaska where 


intoxicating liquors were either manufactured or sold--all of 
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which places lad issued to them a special tax stamp, showing 
that the special tax had been collected by the Government 
through the Bureau of Internal Revenue and thereby quasi-con- 
sent had been given to the business. At least full knowledge 
had been given of the intention of those tax-payers to enguge 
in the business. 

The saloons were at the following places--Juneau, twenty- 
six; Douglas, fifteen; Sitka, six; Wrangel, four; and Chil- 
cat, four; total, fifty-five. 

Supposing that out of the 4,800 whites--not natives--l, 200 
live so remote from where these saloons are as not to be ac- 
cessitble thereto, this would leave a population of 3,100 
white men, women, and children to support drinking places, or 
one for every fifty-seven of the population other than na- 
tives. Sucha state of affairs possibly does not exist under 
the sun. As a consequence thereof, those in the business, in 
order to make a living, must sell either directly or indai- 
rectly to the natives, and yet no one in the business will 
acknowledge that they do so. 

At Wrangel I found that, with the exception of one saw- 
mill, the Indians alone were the producerss They hunt otter, 
bear, beaver, mink, seal, deer, and other fur-bearing ani- 
mals,--they fish, make silver ornaments, curios, matting, and 


baskets. One young Indian boy, from New Year up to the Ist 
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of June, had taken thi rty-five bear-skins, valued at $30.00 
apiece. For this he gets one-half cash and one-half trade. 
There are about seventh-five white people at Wrangel and 
three hundred Indians and natives; of this white population 
between thenty-five and thirty white men drink; yet I found 
four drinking places open, and a brewery. It does not seem 
to me possible for that number to exist without selling to 
Indians, Mr. W. A. Kelly, the WU. S. Commisstoner at this 
point, with a good and «efficient deputy U. S. Marshal, with 
the proper backing from the office of the U.S. districy at- 
tornéy, would soon close the doors of all those drinking es- 
tablishments. There was a good and efficient deputy marshal 
here, who was feared by the liquor element, and who was 
obliged to leave at their behests. Mr. Kelly, the Commis- 
Sioner, now stands alone, and work ihe PN do will remain 
undone for want of assistance anc support. Were the WU S&S. 
attorney to issue instructions to have these drinking places 
closed, and were the U. S. marshal to send a deputy there 
heartily in favor of the enforcement of the law in regard to 
the liquor traffic in Alaska, Mr. Kelly could close every es- 
tanlishment ere this season its over, at Wrangell. 

IT found the Indians (Stickeens) divided at Wrangel, the 
one side led by the chief, George Shake, and a sub-chief, 


Kodashan. They are avaricious, encourage drinking, even act

as agents for saloon men to sell liquor to Indians--they are 
what ts termed pocket peddlers or boot-leg dealers in whiskey 
Yet they belong to the royal family, the Brown Bears. 

On the other side is Andrew Klouketch and Jolm Shadesty, 
with Indian policemen and Konk and Hal-teen and others, who 
interviewed me (See appendix "A") They are an entirely dif- 
Serent class of men and are opposed to the traffic and would 
aid in an endeavor to stop the sale of liquor to Indians and 
to close up the brewery at Wrangel and the other drinking 
places. No one jas received the Governor's permit to sell 
intoxicating liquors, in accordance with the executive order 
of March 12th, 1892, at this point. 

From my report of the testimony on the "double murder at 
Chileat", dated July 25th, 1892, it appears that the whole 
trouble arose from whiskey furnished by whites to Indians on 
the 4th of July, 1892. I found that there are four saloons 
at Chileat and also a dance-house. All of then ene selling 
liquor in Alaska, in violation of Sec. 14 of the organic act 
and Sec. 1,955 of the Revised Statutes. Yet I was informed 
that all of them had paid tie special tax as retail dealers 
im liquor. On Oct. 13th, 1892 I found from the records in 
the office of Hon. Milton Weidler, Collector of Internal Rev- 
enue at Portland, Oregon, that one of them, Silas Gibson, had 


mot yet paid special tax as retail liquor dealer. From the 
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testimony it is apparent that these four saloons cannot sub- 
sist solely by supplying whiskey to white men, and being in 
the business to uke money, the natural result ts that they 
will sell directly or indirectly to Indians--consequently, 
the present trouble. 

The liquor traffic at Chilceat is the growth of the present 
administration. When Mr. Chis. S. Johnson took charge as 
UY S. district attorney, there were no open saloons at that 
place or in that neighborhood. On July 4th and 5th there 
were four, and no effort had been made to stop their growth. 
None of those engaged in the traffie had received the "Gover- 
nor's permit" to sell liquors under the executive order of 
March 12th, 1892. The "double murder at Chilcat", July 5th, 
1892, however, arrested their attention, and immediately 
thereafter (Aug. 3rd) Mr. Johnson adopted a course of action 
at Chileat, with a view of having the laws regarding the ligq- 
uor traffic in Alaska and the executive oreer of March 12th 
enforced. To bring this about, he ordered special deputy 
marshal, John Dalton, who is stationed there, to give him the 
names of ones engaged in the sale of intoxicating liyuors at 
that place, whether to whites or Indians, the kind of liquor 
sold, the names of the witnesses; also to give him as many 
diiferent sales as possible. This was with a view to punish 


those saloon-keepers and whiskey men (boot-leg dealers), by 
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exhausting their ability to give bond, and finally land them 
in jail. There is no use of relying upon finding indictments 
against them before an Alaska jury if the parties have paid 
the special tax required by the internal mererae Laws. 

On Date Oct. 15th, 1892, I am pleased to inform you, that 
the plan adopted has succeeded, ana that there are now no 
open saloons at Chileat, and that further arrangements have 
been made with deputy U. S. marshal Dalton to cause the ar- 
rest of all dealers in "Lemon Extract" (so-called), and one 
of them is now under $600.00 for that offence. (See letter 
from Hon. Charles S. Johnson aceompanying this and marked 
"Appendix E") 

It seems to me wholly unaceountable that at Sitka there 
Should be six drinking establishments, The open saloon could 
speedily be elosed at these two points at least--and this 
would have a wholesome influence on the other two places, 
to wit, Juneau and Douglas City. 

It is a fact that the liquor laws in Alaska, as at pre- 
sent enforced, are a nullity. The only ej fect they have is 
to prevent the importation of intoxicating liquors through 
the custom house. All the officers of the customs can do is 
to seize occasionally a few bottles of liquor, or more seldom 
a cask. They are at present powerless to stop the sloop- 


loads which are constantly being brought in and cached at un-— 
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frequented points on the shores of those inland seas, which 
liquors are brought from these caches in sinall yuantities to 
the saloons. The necessity of smuggling would be done away 
with if the open saloons were closed by the officers who are 
entrusted to see that the laws are faithfully executed itn 
Alaska. For, whenever anyone Reeds with the lav and re- 
cetves the Governor's permit he is granted "permits to lana" 
such liquors as are needed in his business, by the Collector 
of Customs. He its not allowec, however,.to keep a saloon. 
All liquors purchased from him must be for medicinal, mechan- 
ical, or setentifice purposes, and must be taken elsewhere-- 
they cannot be drunk on the premises. 

The Governor has established a complete system to carry 
out the requirements of the executive order of March 12th, 
1892, including applications, bonds, monthly reports, etc., 
and has already granted special permits to three parties, 
one at Sitka, one at Juneau, and one at Douglas City, who 
render monthly the returns required by said order. I endeav- 
ored to enforee upon the off cers of the Department of Jus- 
tice the necessity of using every effort to close up ali es- 
tablishments who fail to comply with this executive order, 
and that those who complied with this order were entitled to 
that protection to their business which their compliance de- 


manded. 
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The people who compose the vhite population of Alaska are 
the elass of people who usually find their way to the fron- 
tier, wio live among the natives, who go to work in the 
mines, or at the fisheries--these are producers; and I found 
among them a sentiment in favor of the enforcement of the 
lavs. But there is another class, quite as nimerous as the 
former, who are non-producers, and who live alike off the na- 
tives and the miners, and who are interested direetly or in- 
dtvectly in the liquor traffic. This class are the ones who 
are not in favor of the enforcement of the laws. They are 
generally found hanging around the saloons or engaged in the 
business, hanging around our courts or our juries. Is it 
therefore to be wondered at that it is so utterly impossible 
to secure an indictment or convistion of those who violate 
any of the laws governing the Liquor traffic in Alaska? Con- 
sidering the present character of the population of Alaska, 
it would be almost impossible to secure a jury at Juneau or 
Douglas City that would indict or convict a man fora viola- 
tion of the law in regard to the importation into Alaska or 
the sale of intoxicating liquors. 

Liquors, however, can be forfeited without a jury, and vi- 
olators of the lav can be arrested and bound over and, in de- 
fault of bail, be imprisoned for violating the laws in re- 


gard to the sale of liquors, and a vigorous prosecution of 
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offenders in this regard would soon wipe out the illicit 
EPGT) ts: 

I find that the present Judge, Warren S. Truitt, is heart- 
ily in favor of any and all measures which will tend to sup- 
press and Datos the liquor traffie in Alaska, and would 
render any and all assistance he legally could, to have the 
laws governing this traffic and the executive order before 
mentioned duly enforced. I can say here, that the Judge 
means what he says and lives it in his daily life and conduct 

Mr. N. K. Peckinpaugh, the ee OP che Ueews. Courts, is 
a conscientious Christian gentleman, and is heartily in sym- 
pathy with any legitimate measures tiat will seek to endeavor 
to enforce the present laws and executive orders in relation 
to the liquor traffic in Alaska. His views in relation 
thereto and the reasons he gace for the tnerease of the traf- 
fic, he informed me were as follows: "The system of license 
adopted by the new officials and the licenses issued by the 
Governor, followed by the permits granted those licensed to 
land liquor, emboldened the dealers, and the traffic in 
liquor comienced perceptibly to increase. This was stopped 
more especially because of the strong position taken by my- 
self against it, and by the removal of Mr. Max Pracht, Col- 
lector of Customs for Alaska. They were again emboldened by 


the conduct of some of the court officials, who patronized 
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the open saloons, which were being run in defiance of the 
law, and thus they encouraged the business and it again in- 
creased until the removal of Judge Join §. Bugbee. This re- 
moval and the new rule adopted by the present Collector of 
Customs, H#. T. Hatch, of granting no permits to any one to 
land liquor who has not first obtained the Governor's permit, 
under executive order of March 12th, 1892, will certainly 
result in good. | 

But the Bureau of Internal Revenue ought also to adopt a 
similar rule and accept no special tax, nor issue any special 
tax stamp to any one wio has not first received the Gover- 
nor(s permit, in compliance with said executive order, either 
to manufacture or sell intoxteating liquors. The position 
now taken by the Bureau of Internal Revenue is a great hin- 
drance to the enforcement of the lavs regulating the liquor 
traffic in Alaska," 

From the reports of Gov. Lyman fF. hati I quote on this 
supjecr, Oct. ist, 1889, p. 20: 

"Tt is noticeable that in the list of offences for which 
prosecutions were brought there is none for violation of he 
laws prohibiting the sale and manufacture of intoxicating 
Liquors to others than Indians, while tt is a notorious fact 
that it is furnished without restraint or concealment in all 


towns where there are white residents. Inyguiries as to the 
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reason elicited the reply that prosecution would be of no 
avail, that no jury in Alaska would convict for furnishing 
intoxtcating liquors to white people". 

And from the Governor's report of Oct. Ist, 1890, I quote: 

"The law prohibiting the sale and manufacture of intoxt- 
cating liquors in the territory is a dead letter, excepting 
its application to the Indians. Liquors of the vilest qual- 
ity, it is asserted, are sold openly and in violation of law 
even to those whose families are suffering for the necessarie 
of life. The reason assigned for the inefficiency of the 
law is that prosecutions would be of no avail. Grand juries 
refuse to indict, and petit juries refuse to convict. 

I presume this statement is made intelligently and in ac- 
cordance with the facts, though I an not aware of any attempt 
to secure convistions. A number of complaints to the grand 
jury at the January term for smuggling liquor, resisting an 
officer, ete. were treated by that body in a way to induce 
the belief that they were not in sympathy with restriction . 
laws." 

And froin the Governor's report of Oct. Ist, 1891, I yuote: 

"Of the criminal business a large proportion was etther 
directly connected with the sale and importation of intoxi- 
cating liguor or grew out of its use, directly or indirectly. 


The unfortunate conditions of non-enforcement of the lavs on

these subjects, reported last year, are still continued, and 
the results of efforts to enforce them are no less unfortu- 
nate," 

Indians (rather, the natives) are, as a rule, self-sup- 
porting and would continue to be if rightly treated and pro- 
tected from the rapacity of unprincipled white men. If in- 
toxieating liquors can be kept away from the, lawlessness 
need not be feared and crime among them will be reduced to 
the minimun. 

Besides the open saloon, there ts another source of evil 
from this insidious liquor traffic. It is the subterfuge 
that is adopted to get liquor into Alaska, and, once in, to 
get it to the natives. It is shipped in under different 
names, such as "Florida Water", "Bay Rum", "Pain Killer", 
"Jamaica Ginger", "Lemon Extract", etc., anda is found upon 
the shelves of most of the merchants' stores in the entire 
district. 

This so-called "Lemon Extract" I found first at Sitka, and 
took sore of it, and poured itt into a saucer and ignited it. 
It all burned up, leaving only a little dry powder as a rese- 
due, showing that it was simply spirits, with some flavoring 
in 10; and so are the others. Although this is generally 
known, nothing is done to stop the sale of these vile decoc- 


tions. While I was at Sitka, one Indian woman was reported 
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as arinking "Jamaica Ginger", and wus locked up in jail, 
whereas it ought to have been the merchant who sold her the 
intoxicating and poisonous liquors. The instructions hereto- 
fire issued to deputy UY. S. marshals were, not to meddle with 
or antagonize the doings of the whiskey ring in Alaska. "The 
ring was so strong that no official opposing it could hold 
his office, because he would be boycotted". And such were 
the instructions at the time of my visit, and such was the 
practice of the entire force of the marshal and his deputies. 
Removals have been made of deputies, the real grounds of 
which, tf known, were for interfering with the operations of 
the whiskey ring of Alaska. | 

They were further encouraged never to arrest a Kloochman 
who was drunk or disorderly, who wis kept by a@ white man, as 
some of the leading (?) men of Juneau took Kloochman to their 
rooms and gave them whiskey and slept with them, and they 
often got drunk. 

For further knowledge on this subject, I refer you to my 
report of the "Double Murder at Chileat", of date July 25th, 
1892; report on the "Sale of:Liquors" in Alaska, of date June 
lOth, 1892; report on office and accounts of Ne. R. Peckin- 
paugh, of date Sept. 18th, 1892; report of office and ace 
counts of Chas. S. Johnson, U. S. district attorney, of date 
Aug. 22nd, 1892; and report on accounts of C. S. Blackett, 
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assistant U. S. attorney, of date Sept. Srd, 1892. 

While at Portland, Ore., JI called upon the Collector of 
Internal Revenue, the Hon. Milton Weidler, and he informed me | 
that he considered it his duty under the law to collect spec- 
tal taxes of every one engaged in the business in Aluska, 
wheteher they have the Governor's permit, under executive or- 
der of March 12th, 1892, or not, and that he knew of no regu- 
lation forbidding him from making the collection. 

I an of the opinion that while the District of Alaska has 
been assigned to the peachion district of Oregon for inter- 
mal revenue purposes, as section 14 of the organic act and 
1,955 of the revised statutes forbid the introduction, manu- 
facture, or sale of liquors in Alaska, except under certain 
regulations therein provided for, which regulations are em- 
bodied in the executive order above referred to, the attach- 
ment of this district to the district of Oregon could only 
include those persons or fims who had a right under existing 
laws of the United States to ecarry on or conduct such bust- 
ness in Alaska, and could not include those persons or firms 
who, im violation of the laws of the United States, intended 
to or did carry on such businesses, and that the collectors 
would have no right to accept the special tax of any one but 
those who had first complied with the laws of the United 
States. 
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The great animosity exhibited by Che present white popula- 
tion of Alaska to the enforcement of the present lavs and 
regulations which affect the liquor traffie leads me to sug- 
gest a modification of them, in so fur that incorporated 
towns in Alaskavmight be granted the power to license a cer- 
tain number within thetr corporate linits to sell liquors un- 
der certain restrictions, aaid license to be issued by the 
Governor, and the funds derived therefrom to acerue to the 
benefit of siad corporation; the present law to be in force, 
however, outside af those incorporated towns, and tie sale of 
liquor to Indians or natives anywhere in Alaska, either in- 
side or outside of the limits of these corporations to be 
punished under the present laws. 

I append to this report an interview (Appendix "B") TI had 
on this subject with Commodore kvans, of the YU S. Se S&S. 
"Yorktoum", in Behring Sea, and would say that the cleéuring 
of vessels in southern ports for Alaska, with prohibited 
goods on board, either on the manifest or not on the mani- 
fest, especially to ports where there is no customs officer, 
is a great source of evil, and enables liquors, firearms, and 
ammunition to be landed. 

At Chileat, where such was permitted and where liquor was 
landed early in May this year, it its known that steam laun- 


ches and small craft went from Juneau to Chilcat and brought 
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quantities of liquor back to supply the open saloons at Ju- 
neau and Douglas Citi. 

If the lavs of Alaska are to be inforced, every department 
and every bureau should use its utmost energies in that di- 


rectron. 


Agreeably to your request, incidentally to my other duties 
I made soe observations in regard to the misstons and . © 
schools in Alaska, and would report. 

Alaska has been divided into three schol divisions or 
westrieta: 1, southeastern Alaska, containing about 30, 000 
square miles; 2, the St. Elias district, from Yacutat Bay to 
Zokhanoff Bay, containing about 30,000 square miles; and 8, 
the Unalaska district, from Zokhanoff Bay to Attu, the most 
eastward Aleutian island, and north to the Arctic Ocean, as 
far as the United States possessions extend, containing 
432,000 square miles. 

During the school year: just closed, seventeen Government 
schools have been in operation, at the following places: two 
each at Sitka, Juneau, and Douglas; one each at Jackson, or 
Howean, Wrangel, Chileat, Kodiak, Afognak, Karluk, and Ungel; 
part of the year at Kake, where the school-teacher, Chas. H. 


Edwards, was murdered, Jan. Jlth, 1892, and part of the year 


at Klanack, Kilisnoo, and Port Clarence, which is in connec- 
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tion with the reindeer farm--in all, seventeen schools which 
are exelusively supported by the Government and had 745 pupils 
enrolled and cost $20,039.39 to run thein 

Contract schools have also been in operation partly sup- 
ported by the Government and partly by difjerent missionary 
societies, as follows: by the Presbyterians, at Point Barrow, 
Koonah, and Sitka; by the Roman Catholics, at Kosoriffsky, 
Nulato, and Cape Vancouver; by the Episcopalians, at Point 
Hope and Aurick; by the Moravians, at Bethel and Carmel; by 
the Methodists, at Unalaska; by the Congregationalists, at 
Cape Prince of Wales; by the Swedish Ruangelical, at Yacutat; 
and by independent subscriptions, at Metlakatta--in all, 
fourteen contract schools supported Seteity by the Government 
and misstons, in which 1,102 pupils were enrolled, 810 day 
scholars and 292 industrial. The latter are clothed, fed, 
and taught. The boys are instructed in shoe-making, house- 
building, furniture-mak ing, coopering, baking, gardening, and 


the care of cattle; the girls, in cooking, baking, washing, 


troning, sewing, dress-making, and house-keeping. These 


schools cost the Government nearly $80,000.00, making a total 
expenditure for education in Alaska by the United States, 
$50, 000.00 

To keep up the present number of schools and to organize 


and operate new ones in much needed localities, from $60,000 
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to $75,000.00 is needed. 

For the schools which were entirely supported by the Gov- 
ernment, their cost, eté., see Appendix "C", 

A new day school was opened during the year in connection 
with the reindeer farm at Port Clarence. Additional schools 
should be established at St. Lawrence Island where there are 
125 children of school age and where the Reformed Episcopal 
Church has undertaken to organize a mission and school but 
had abandoned the worke---also at Belkofsky where there are 91 
children, at Kenai where there are 71 children, and at Nut- 
Phok where there are 40 children. These four new schools 
ould cost about $1,000.00 each, or $4,000.00 in all. 

For the contract schools supported jointly by the Govern- 
ment and missions, and some statistics thereon, see Appendix 
"D", In addition to t ose enumerated, the Hpiscopalian Mis- 
sionary Society has voted to opena new mission at Kotzebue 
Sound, and last fall they opened a new mission at Nuklakhyet, 
on the Yukon, and sent the Rev. J. L. Prevost as missionary. 
The Moravians will open a third mission station at Quinnehaha, 
near the mouth of Togiak River and between their present mis- 
STONS. 

The Woman's Home Missionary Society of the Baptists will 
soon have erected and ready for occupancy an Industrial Home 


om Wood Island, near Kodiak. 
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The Swedish Fuvangelical Church has established a mission 
and school at Inalaklik, north of the Yukon delta, in addi- 
tion to the one they sustain at Yacutat. 

To carry out the objects of the law, additional contract 
schools should be established at these points and should re- 
ceive Government aid, viz:

These five new contract schools would cost from $5,000.00 
to $8,000.00 addi tional. 

The amount of appropriations heretofore made for school 
purposes in Alaska, as near as I can learn, have been as fol- 
Tes: For the year 1885, $25,000.00; 1887, $15,000.00; 1888, 

$25,000.00; 1889, $40,000.00; 1890, $50,000.00; 1891, $50, 000; 
1892, S50; 000.00; and with the present development of the 
country and desire for education and homes for girls, $75, 000 
if appropriated for the coming year, could all be used to 
advantage; and an ever increasing amount would be needed, as 
Alaska ts opened up. 

In my travels from Sitka to the westward, I made notes of 
what I sia and made inguiries of reputable citizens of other 
et ities IT could not visit, and would submit the following 
additional report. 
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At Yacutat, between the Fairweather Range and ilt. St. 
Elias, on Yacutat Bay, is a mission station of the Swedish 
Rvuangelieal Chureh of Chicago, and a "Home" for twelve boys 
and twelve girls. The Governaent school is in charge of Miss 
Anna Carlson, of Luremberg, Kansas. There is a native vil- 
lage of 283 Indians, but their hunting and fishing grounds 
are at Kynack Island. The natives are well off--are thrifty 
and industrious and have money and blankets. The manufacture 
of “hoochino" is entirely stopped. Messrs. Hendrixsen and 
Johnsen are in charge of t he mission, and are now erecting a 
new saw mill at the station, They are doing good work here. 
Mr. Johnsen says, “Keep whiskey away from the Indian, and he 
is a good man; with liquor, he is nothing". 

At Nutchek, in Constantine Harbor, Prinee William's Sound, 
there is a trading post and there should be a Government 
school; but owing to the limited appropriution it could not 
be opened, Constantine Harbor is situated CO 22 north ; 
anad is a vrey beautiful harbor, with slopin gravel beaches. 
It was in this harbor that the "Coquitlan" transferred cargo 
- from British sealers. 

Kodiak, or St. Paul's, has a Greek church and a Governnent 
school. .Mr. C. C. Solter, the teacher, I found to be an ex- 
cellent man. The population of Kodiak Island and Wood Island 


is 876; the children of school age, accessible to tie school, 
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GO; and the average attendance, 40. 
Mr. Washburn, agevt of the Alaska Comercial Company, at 
St. Paul's, says that "a U. S. comitssioner and a jail are 


badly needed. A beer called "quasi" is manufactured here, 


- and some liquors are smuggled in. Drunkeness is growing 


among the natives, which ought to be suppressed, or we will 
soon have to support them. The natives are naturally thrifty 
and if liquor could be kept from them, they woulda be entirely 
self-supporting. 

Wood Island is only a few miles from St. Paul's, but is 
more pleasantly situated. The North American Trading Company 
has a comnuercial post there. There is a Greek chapel here, 
but there seemt o have been no services held in it for some 
time. There ts no school on the island, although there is 
quite an Indian village here. The Baptists have 060,000 feet 
of lumber, also shingles and other building material, to 
erect an orphanage or "Home"; but there was no one looking 
after the work when I was there. At this point on the Aleut- 
ian Islands and Alaska Peninsula the timber ceases. 

Afognak, on the island of the same name, has a Greek 
church and Government School, but I had no opportunity to 
visit them. 


Karluk, on the southwest of Kodiak Island, on Karluk River 
is the largest salmon fishing station in the nortiwest. 
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There are nine canneries on the spit, and $1,000, 000.00 are 
invested on the spit, in plant, gear, and boats. Owing to a 
combination, only three were running this year, but they will 
put up 11,500,000 cans this season. There are a Greek 
church and Government school here and quite an Indian village 
Mr. Oliver Smith, of the Kodiak Packing Company who have a 
cannery here and one at Alitat, says they have $3000,000 in- 
vested in these two canneries. He says, "Liquors are smug- 
gled in by schooners, and the natives manufacture a beer 
called “mechola" from hops, sugar, and flour. This makes 
them crazy drunk, but its effects do not last long. Men, 
wome, and children drink it. Because of this habit, the can- 
nery companies have been obliged to use Chinese and Italians 
in fishing and packing Sieh". 

Sand Point, on Popoff Island, has a custom house which 
cost $6,200.00, with C. H. Bullard as deputy collector of 
customs. There is a supply store here of Lynds and Hough who 
are extensively engaged in cod-fishing and also have some 
salmon canneries. They have six cod-fishing stations; --at 
Kelly's Rock on Ungo Island, Red Cove on Popoff Island, and 
Akutan; and three stations on Sanak Island, In connection 
with these fisheries they have four vessels constantly ply- 
ing between then and in Bering Sea, carrying supplies anda 


produce. But at Sand Point there are only three or four fan- 
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ilies. Sealers come in here for supplies in the sealing sea- 
SON. 

Unga, on Unga Island, has a Greek church and a Government 
school. JI found the teacher, O. R. McKinney, to be an excel- 
lent man, The population of the island is 174, as fcllows: 
native ieeucnk: C4; mixed, 42; whites, 65; and japanese, 38. 
The Baptists claim a mission station here, and I unde stand 
that they own tie house in which the school-teacher lives; 
but other than that, nothing is being done in missionary work 
The Alaska Comneretal Company are running the Apollo mine 
here and have a ten stamp mill in operation. The gold ore is 
not very rich. They have shipped a large quantity of concen- 
trates to Freyburg, Germany, in order to jiave an accurate 
test made of the quality of the ore. It is principally gold, 
but is said also te contain silver, lead, Zine, and other 
metals. 

Tiluluik Harbor, on Unalauska Island, is the principal sup- 
ply station of the Alaska Comercial Company,and Dutch Harbor 
is the principal supply station of the North American Commner- 
cial Company. At Unalaska there is a Greek church, with a 
resident prtest. There is also a contract Government school 
run under the auspices of the Woman's Home Mission of the 
Methodist Hptscopal Church, The Jesse Lee Home, under the 


management of Mr. and Mrs. John A. Tuck, has succeeded beyond 
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the most sanguine expectations. They are crowded and need 
more room They have seventeen girls under their charge. 
They ought to have accomodations for as many boys. The girls 
are taught to do house-work, cooking, baking, etc.; and are 
excellent seamstresses, some of the older ones being able to 
cut and fit dresses. They are great crochet-workers. They 
also make native work of the intestines of seals and other 
animals and fish. As they are now situated, they cunnot ac- 
comodate ali who apply for admission. The children attending 
this "Home" are required by their contract with Mr. Tuek to 
be permitted to attend the services of the Greek church. Of 
the seventeen girls I saw fourteen at Greek church services, 
as zealous in their crosses and genuflections as any present, 
and kneeling with their faces on the floor of the church, 
Alll go forwurd and kiss the crucifix. In the afternoon of the 
same Sunday I heard the same girls at the "Home" sing the 
"Gospel Hymns" with fervor and spirit. 

The Greek church is not in any sense an American church or 
a church for Americans. It is distinctively a foreign church 
ruled by a foreign autocrat. It has during the year sixteen 
general holidays and some two hundred minor ones, which are 
celebrated more or less by the Alaska churches. 


American citizens who have never heard a prayer for the 


President of the United States nor know the meaning of the 
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4th of July, or the name of the capital of the nation, are 

taught to pray for the Emperor of Russia, to celebrate his 
birthday, and comnemorate the victories of ancient Greece. | 

It has had a foothold in Alaska jor many a year, and has 

been am active force in political affairs ever since the 
Imited States has had possession, especially among some bands — | 
of Thlinkets and the entire Aleuts. They have at the present 

time over 12,000 manbers in good standing, with twelve church 

es who have regularly ordained priests, and about seventy 

chapels which are looked after by unordained ass istants. Be- 

sides this, they have seventeen parish schools, where chil- 

dren are trained up in the tenets of the church, and where 

the English language is not used. Their churches are situa- 

ted as follows: at Sitka, one church, one chapel, and one 

school; at Kenai, one church, seven chapels, and one school; 

at Belkofsky, one church, nine chapels, and one school; at 
Unalaska, one church, over twenty chapels, and one school; at 

Nuske gah, one pcan some fifteen chapels, and one school; 

at St. Paul's, one church; at St. George's Island, one 

church; at aera: one church and one school; atiAttu, one 
_¢ehurehsand one school; and at Michaelofsky, one church, one 

school, and eight or ten chapels. These chapels are within 

the district of which the churches are the headquarters. The 
priest has general supervision over then, and is responsible 
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to the Bishop for the care of the entire membership in his 
district. 

Kuskoquim and Nushagak Rivers have contract schools near 
their borders, in charge of Moravian missionaries, and their 
suceess has been so great that they have concluded to organ- 
izé@ a third mission station on the Togiak River, which is 
situated between the two rivers. One of these Moravian mis- 
Stonaries, the Rev. John H. Killbuck, is a Delaw.re Indian 
From the east. This new mission station and school are to be 
called Quinnehaha. It ought to be made a contract school and 
receive Government aid. The regio occupied by the Moravians 
is possibly the most densely populated of any in Alaska, and 
is supposed to have a population of 4,000 natives. The Mo- 
raviams have oceupied this field since June, 1884, 

In the Yukon Valley there are contract schools in charge 
of the Episcopalians and Roman Catholics, which are doing 
good work. 

St. Michael's, which lies north of the delta of the Yukop, 
was formerly a thriving trading post, with a large Indian 
village of Ingaliks and Eskimo. The opening up of the Yukon 
River to navigation and the carrying of supplies to the upper 
stations and mining camps, by river boats, have caused St. 


Michael's to be almost deserted, other than as a trading post 


of the Alaska Comnercial Company. The Greek church and mis- 
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sion premises only remain. There is nothing here, and but 
few Indians make this their home. 

On the coast above St. Michael's the Swedish Rvangelical 
Church is about to commence, if it has not already comnenced, 
a misston andcsé¢hool at Unalaklik, which ought to be encour- 
aged by the Government, and, if possible, be made a contract 
school. At Cape Prince of Wales, where the Congregational- 
ists have charge of a contract school, mission, and "Home", 
out of 3804 children of school age the average attendance Was 
115 for nine months; and at Point Hope, wiere the Kpiscopal- 
tans have charge, every child of school age except three was 
in school. 

It is remarkable that the attendance in these higher lati- 
tudes at school in proportion to the number of children of 
school age is greater than in the lower altitudes, even in 
Alaska... From Point Barrow, the most northerly school receiv- 
ing Government aid, the same gratifying reports are received. 

When it its known that few, if any, of the native females 
ae at womanhood without being debauched, with the except- 
ton of those vine are under the care and protection of these 
good people who are in charge of these several mission 
"Homes", how can ar_y one withhold from those engagee in this 
work the aid and support needed to supply the accomodations 


for all those who upply for admission, or withhold from those 
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in charge of our schools in Alaska the amount of the appro- 
priation meeded to carry on the work. $75,000.00 could well 
and profitably be used in carrying on the school work in 
Alaska as at present developed, and an increasing aaount will 
soon be needed, as the work begins to be felt and appreciated 
by the natives. In some places the natives are already awak- 
ening to the benefits arising from ae the crude system of 
education now inaugurated. (See interview with the Kake In- 
dians, which accompanied my report on the "Kdwards Murder and 
Conmnett Outrage", and also tie interview with the Crow and 
"Wolf" family of the Stickeens, in Appendix "A") The ad- 
vancement of this work of education will hasten the time when 
the district of Alaska can be admitted as a territory and be 
entrusted with a full-fledged territorial government. 

Besides the Government and contract school work, there is 
the greater work of the several missions, which needs espece- 
tal mention. The Roman catholic @hurch, under the Bishop of 
Vietoria, B. C., has a school, "Home", and hospital at Juneau 
which are excellently managed and are doing good work. They 
also claim two in process of establishment in the Yukon coun- 
try, one, near Kosorofsky, and another, between Aurik and 
Nulato, and still another at St. Michael's, on Bering Sea. 


These stations are in charge of Jesuit priests, and at Juneau 


they are assisted by Sisters of Charity. 
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The Society of Friends (Quakers) have. a mission and "Home" 
at Douglas, with twenty-five girls, and they soon will have 
accomodations for twenty-five boys also. It is under charge 
of DrL J. BH. Connett. The Presbyterians have an excellent 
"Home" for twenty-five boys and girls at Juneau, under the 
management of Rev. Hugene S. Willard, assisted by Miss Bessie 
Mathews and Miss Jennie Dunbar. Pupils are advanced from 
this school to the Indistrial School at Sitka. They have al- 
so another "Home",at Howcan, where about twenty-five girls 
are under the charge of Mrs. A. R. McFarland, who has labored 
so long in connection with the mission and school work in 
Alaska. She wis originally located «at Wrangel, in the fall 
of 1877, where she conducted very successfully a "Home" for 
girls, which unfortunately burned down a few years ago ana 
never was rebuilt. (See interview with the "Crow" and "Wolf" 
families of Been: Appendix "A", for an urgent demand for 
the reestablishment of a "Home" for both boys and girls there 
At these "Homes" the children are fed, clothed, and cared for 
but they attend the Government schools for their education. 
The Presbyterians have another mission, at Hoonah, where kev. 
John W. McFarland and his wife (nee Miss Maggie Dunbar) have 
155 pupils under there charge, and where the entire India 
village is under their influence, there being only one white 


man there, who is in charge of the store. The village is u 
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model of thrift and neatness. Mr. McFarland informed me that 
only oeccastonally has he any trouble with the Indians making 
"hoochinoo". The greatest trouble, he says, arises when the 
natives go to Juneau, as they bring liquor back with them, 

If they have no liquor, he says, it is easy to govern them, 
and no ofjteers are reyuired. 

The work done at the Industrial School at Sitka, under the 
supervision of the Rev. Alonzo #. Austin of the Presbyterian 
Chirch, where from 100 to 170 boys and girls have homes, and 
where the native church has over 300 comnunicants, is possi- 
bly the most noticeable and gratifying. This missiona dn 
school were established in 1877, and have wrought and are 
working a wonderful transformation in the minds and churac- 
ters of the natives, and are slowly but surely elevating them 
from the lowest depths of degredation, sensuality, and ignor- 
aoe to the higher types of manhood, virtue, and intelligence 
After an attendance of two years or more, the change is seen 
in their countenances, their general appearance, and their 
homes. From such institutions as these and such work as is 
herein reported, the day will soon come when Alaska can be 
admitted as a self-governing territory of the United States, 
with citizenship conferred upon the transformed and reformed 
native, as well as upon the "frontier" white man. Until the 


natives are elévated to the ability of self-government and 
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admitted to full citizenship, it would be imprudent to trans- 
fer the government of Alaska from the supervision of the gen- 
eral Government to the tender mercies of the 4,808 whites, 
who have hitherto rendered the laws inoperative, because 
grand juries selected from them have refused to insict and 
petit juries have refused to convict. The proper tine, in my 
estimation, for the admission of Alaska to territorial self- 
government will not come until a majority at leust of the na- 
tives are fully prepared to assume that responsible position 
and the whites have given evidence by their actions as grand 
and petit jurors, that they are ready and willing to enforce 
and Bey the laws of the land, 

The detailed workings of the Sitka Indastrial School have 
at different times been reported upon, and are fully set 
forth in Rev. Sheldon Jackson's report on "Education in Alas- 
ka", 1886, pages 82-89. He also shows that the principal 
difficulties in school work have come from official interfe- 
reEnCe . 

At different times in the history of the school have chil- 
dren, especially girls, been taken from school by process of 
law for purposes of the most debasing nature; not by the na- 
tives, but for the designing white man. These females, once 
away from the guardian care of the missionaries and school- 


teachers, are readily caught in the snares, and by the use of 
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liquor their ruin is speedily accomplished. Yet, while cases 
of this kind were pointed out to me, and the circumstances 
connected therewith were fully known and were common talk, 
the arm of the law has never been raised in Alaska to save 
or protect the defenceless females, made so by the action of 
the courts. It seems as if the officers of the Department of 
Justice in Alaska never thought of endeavoring to enforce the 
laws of the United States for the protection of females; at 
least, they hae never attempted to give them any protection. 
I feel confident, however, that hereafter and DAS be the Hon. 
Warren S. Truitt is Judge, no girls will be taken from the 
protection or the guardianship of these "Misstona Homes", un- 
less it ts shown beyond question that they are going bo re- 
ceive that protection to their lives and characters guaran- 
teed them under the la. 
I enclose a map showing the location of the courts, 
Bee eis. and missions.

U. S. Commissioner of Fducation, 
Dear Sir: 

It affords me much gratification to be able to give a favorable report 
of the progress of School No. 2 on Douglas Island. 

Without any personal solicitation, eas formerly, the enrollment has 
reached a total of sixty-seven. An unusual feature is the attendance of a good- 
ly number of young men and women. And another feature, rather peculiar in it- 
self, is the attendance of several young women, who are living in inlawful cohab- 
itation with white men. As in this country such conditions exist on every hand, 
and men who follow it are looked upon as honorable citizens and are given places 
on juries etc., and seem to be held respectable by a very large majority of our 
citizens, so I concluded to let them come thinking probably something might be 
said or done that would reveal to them the degradation of such a life. I am 
satisfied the Government officials at Washington have but a slight idea of the 


amount of crime existing in Alaska and if they do hear it are apt to think it the 


effusions of a pessimistic brain. For three weeks Bedlam has been turned loose, 


and the natives have been having one continuous drunken orgie, intermingled with 
savage fights, frequently with serious results. Smuggled whiskey need not be 
landed in the dark, and one with money sufficient to buy a few bottles of Brit - 


ish rum can go into the peddling business and soon raise a stake. It is very 


strange at the unexplainable apathy existing in the minds of the white citizens 
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of this Territory with regard to Government schools, at the amount of vitupera - 
tion cast at this branch of the Government service, it would be but small pity 
if they had to hustle for themselves for an education. Most of the educators 
in the Territory are brought face to face with many of the existing evils and it 
is through this channel principally that a true status is given to the public, 
or rather a fragment of it is given. The visit of Capt. Allen H. Dougall to 
this country, I hope will be productive of some good. He came as an Inspector 
of the Judiciary I believe. It is very disappointing at the tum of political 
affairs, if report be true. Our Pataat reports were the 9th at noon. The slum 
element here expect, under Cleveland, an appointment of all officers from within 
the Territory which would be a sad blow to law and order. 

The murder of Government teacher Mdwards and the expose of the tragedy 
given to the public by myself, after a visit to the region in which it occurred, 
and the outrage committed against S. R. Moon and myself, gave some idea at least 
of the outlawry holding sway over the country. There has been but little done 
as. yet to bring matters to a more satisfactory state. 

These conditions make the civilizing processes of the schools an uphill 
business. Our observance of Columbus day was a success. The exercises were 
almost entirely conducted by natives scholars, and were well rendered in good round 
English. In fact one would scarce know from their articulation that they could

Missionaries and Government teachers, of all 
others, should set an example of observing the laws. 

The statement, however, has been so confidently made that I 
feel it but proper to officially notify all the Stations that 
the selling, trading, or giving away of cartridges and guns 
will be considered a sufficient cause for the iminediate dis- 
missal of the offender from his position.

I have the honon under the providence of God, to make 

to the Board, through you, the Second Annual Report of the 
school which, for the two years just closed, has been under my 
charges 

School was opened Oct. oth, 1892, and the natives wlio were 
on the beach were Raat to attend and desitmus to begin; but 
at first the attendance was very limited, for various reasons; 
first of which was tie want of food for the coming winter, and 
to supoly this want they were compelled to go out on the land 
hunting and fishing. This kept them busily employed until the 
dark days of Decanber, and some even remained the entire win- 
ter, coming in only tu bring supplies of food to those who 
were in the igaloo, immediately returning to the fishing 
ground. Deer could not be obtained, as they had mtgrated 
farther into the interior than usual and only scattered indt- 
‘yidual S could he Seen. 
The people seem generally ready and will ing to learn, bus

their native prejudices of course interfere to some extent, 







and there are other matters of which mention will be made 


further One 
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’ The Progress. 

Their progress from the opening of school was better than 

last year They seemed not to have forgotten anything previ- 

ously learned, and started readily upon a review covering what 

had been done before, the review being thorough and comple te 

before any ney matter was presented, except. the short texts 

and verses which were kept on the blackboard continually and 

their attention directed to them for the purpose of fixing 

them in the memory. This cultivation of memory was a somavhat 
aiffieult task and did not succeed as well as was desired, tt 

is presumed more from the native idea that "to-morrow will be 
another day" thm amything else. They are somewhat averse to 
committing to memory, which will account for thetr apparent 
indifference. The people seen to have a great desire to know 

the Hnglish language, but with knowing the desire ends, as 

they neverwish to use it outside the schoolroom or In the . 
presence of those who sped it as their mo araeonoae. ran 
they are on the playground by themselves, with none of the old 
women about, they speak quite readily, especially so when they 
swear, an accomplishment many of them have fully acquired, and 
tt 1s always done in plain Hnglish, which shows wheneg it has 
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Obstacles and Dif ficulties. 

One very great, in fact almost insurmountable, onstacle, is 
the whiskey racket. It has been stated on apparently good 
authority that "there is no liquor landed tn this part of 
Alaska". If this statement is correct, how does it happen 
that the dninkenness is simultaneous with the arrival of the 
ships even as far away as Point Belcher? The dninken spre? is 
usually kept up till late in tie winter, or until the supnly 
7UNS OU Ce 

By whom this traffie ts carried, or how itt comes here, and 
under what etreumstances or means of conveyance it 1s landed, 
1s for some other person who has the authority to look after. 
The effects show plainly for themselves; and until the worse 
than crime is in some way curtailed, the progress of educating 
the native must be slow. 

This statement is not made as a complaint, but a simple 
matrer-of-fact statement of the almost daily occurences. 

During the two years just past, a good deal of inconven- 
iene? las been occasioned by our having no building of our 
own, and the natives really feel this more than the teacher. 
There is very plainly manifest a great deal of restraint, in 


fact, very few coming with the freedom and alactrity they 
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would to a house in whieh they felt they had a personal inter- 
est, and nearly all the pupils and many of the parents have so 
expressed themselves on the subject. 
Religious Services. 

No religious services of preaching or Sunday School have 
yet been begun, but the school has been opened regularly each 
day with prayer, and during the day frequent short talks have 
been given to the pupils, explaining to them the existence oj 
God and our duty to Him and to our fellow-men. These short 
conversations have always been personal to the individual, and 
the endeavor made to enforce tie precept given, by always Liv- 
ing just what was taught, believing example to be the best 
“sermon an@ easiest to understand. When any promise haus been 
made it has always been fulfilled, as this is the only way to 
reach the minds of the people, and anything to be of use to 
them must come within thetr comprehension and understanding or 
tt will fail to be a means of instruction and progress; put it 
above their comprehension and they will fail to execute; use 
foree, and you take avay their freedom and leave them in a 
worse condition. 

Religious Belief of the Natives. 
They believe that one supreme being made all things. They 


cali him "Toon-ah". They also believe that all animals were 
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created before man and that this supreme being walked the 
earth and conversed with all his creatures. When man was 
ereated, Toon-ah placed him above all, giving him dominion 
‘over them But finally Toon-ah became angry and began to kill 
lmen so that men were compelled to fight him to save themselves, 
sinc? which time he has always been trying to take them una- 
wares ana kill them by many ana various means, at one tine 
preventing them from catching whales; next, he will drive off 
the deer, scare away the dueks, and finally afflict them wish 
Bisease and death. They can fight a long time if they are 
|watehful, but at last he will sueceed in killing them unless 
they succegd in killing him first, which gives tiem a lease of 
life until Toon-ah revives. Their traditions run back to the 
erucification and resurrection. They have some tdea of the 
incarmmation, though in a false light, which ts plainly mani- 

| fested by the images they make and hang in their houses to 
keep off the evil spirits, and the numerous little omaments 
attached to their clothing for the same purpose. By hard

Cus toms or Habits. 

A peculiar custom of this people is to crowd into the hut 

a many as can be packed in. By so doing there will be ten to 


Sifteen inhabitants in an underground house barely sufficient 


',.to accomodate two. The hut never has more than one room, and 


in this single room all their domestic operations are carried 
on, cooking, eating, sleeping, and everything else pertaining 


to domestie life. At night orwhen the twilight begins to 


| fade, they will close tiie only means of ventilation, a small 


rouna hole in the roof, about the size and shape of an orai- 
nary stove-pipe, and they inhale and reinhale all the aitrof 
this room about four times an hour, and in the moming, when 


the door is opened, there will pass out the most offensive 


Odors imaginable. Yet they segn to suffer no inconvenience 


from it, and live thus from year to year through the winter.

influences of this kind, would not live a week, if he did 


become asphyxiated within six hours after entering. 


Marriag? is a very loose matter, being entered into almost, 
|perhaps altogether, without thougit and continuing so long as 
‘suitable, with the entire understanding that the wife was the 
absolute property of the husband, to be disposed of at any 
time and in any way. One woman in the village had at least a 
dozen husbands in the winter of 1890-'91, and in whaling tine 
picked up two more. She was in the trade. The men frequently 
exchange? wives. Should a man wish to go anywhere, and his 
wife be umvell or othenvise prevented from going with him, he 
will simply find some one whose wife is stout and well, and 
they will trade until the trip is over, perhaps a few days; 
perhaps a month, In this way disease is comminicated and 
spread. 

The prevalent disease its venereal, and of so frequent 
Poccurence that sone of the men begin to think it a disgrace if 
they do not have at least one "burn" in the year. These, how- 


ever, are the men who practise prostituting their wives ana 


female relatives on board the ships, and fron their geneml 
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conduet they are proud of having obtained this mark,as 1% 
shows how nearly they are civilized. Serofulous ulcers are 


very common and usually appear on tie breast, side, or loins, 



















frequently being as large as the mouth of a coffee cup, and 
when closed in one place thay break out elsewhere. If these 
practices are continued, in a decade or two they will extermti- 
mate the inhabitants of Point Barrow. Pulmonary trouble and 
disease of the throat are very frequent, and the indications 
are that they are only the previously named trouble in a dif- 
ferent form, pemaps from heredity, and is trritated ana 
aggravated by the foolish habit of foreing smoke into the 
lungs, producing violent paroxysms of coughing, almost strang- 
ling the smoken 

Superstitious Practices. 
These are many, and to give any detailed and intelligat 
account would require a volume of no small size; therefore in 
passing I will say that the worst ts that the majority of 
white men here on the beach encourage the practices, and sore 
of them even yo so faras to have these wonderful rites per- 
formed on their boats, so that they may be sure of success in 
whaling. No attempt is made in any way to civilize the na- 


tive, but every effort is made to be uncivilized by them, and 
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hat 1s more disgusting than a heathen white man? hut God's 
glorious promise is that his work shall succeed, and he will 
fulfill to the uttermost that promise, and in this is our con- 
fidence. When our own building shall come and be entirely 
under our own control, with not inte rrerence In any way, @ 
great impetus will be given to the work, and means used for 
securing success that cannotnow be introduced at all. My 
faith in this people is strong, and being confident in "I am 
with you to the end of the world", tt is a self-evidamt truth 
that this work, in the nane of Jesus, must and will triumph, a 
Births and Deaths. 
During the year of 1891, from duly lst to July 1st, 1892, 
the re have been four births, tvo stitli living, the others hav- 
ing passed out of life by the infanticide route of freezing, 
though it cannot be proven, as any and all testimony is native, 
the refore not admissible in court. 
The deaths, exclustv2 of the two just mentioned, have bem 
five, making the present decrease tn population three, for the 
ear just passed. 
When we take into consideration the facet that the great 
ajority of this people here are adults, and that thetr aver- 


ge is nearer forty than thirty years, that in two years the 
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population his decreased seventem, we can deteming with an 
almost mathematical certainty that, unless something better is 
inaugurated, by the close of the present cecade, the popula 
avon, waiecn gil told, is but 193, will.be almost if not 
entirely extinct. One hundred and ninety-three ineludes the 
inland natives, who number abowe 80; it cannot be ascertained - 
just the numb 27, on account of adoptions, theft, and pu mehase | 
| of children. 

Conelustons and Suggestions. 
After careful consideration, the accompanying tables were 
prepared with the intent to show the entire condition of the 
schaol for each month from comiencing to closing; also the ver 
cent of attendance from two standards, tie "onume ration” and

And Oloa Smakoff, the said party of 
the first part, agrees that she shall relinquish all control 
of the said boy Willie and that he shall remain under the 
control of the superintendont of the said orphanage at Wood 
Island, Alaska, until he is grown to manhood. 

W. #. Roscoe, the said party of the second part, agrees to 
take the said boy, Willie Smakoff, to the orphanage ut Wood 
Island, Alaska, and to clothe, feed, educate, and rear to man- 


hood the said boy, Willie Smakojff.

Yours of the Lith inst. Was duly received. 

It would not be becoming a man in my position to withhold 
the boy Willie Shmakoff when I am ordered to give him up by 
the Sitka Probate Court. I hae therefore dressed him warmly 
in new clothing throughout, including a heavy overcoat for the 
cold weather, and Teraerae the child, in spite of his stream- 
ing eyes and clinging to me, to the deputy marshal. Thus I 
fulfil your order. 

I hereby protest against the action of your court in grant- 
ing the guardianship to the boy's grandmother, and I am not 
yet ready to relinquish our claim to the boy. I give the boy 
up for the time being, but tt ts reluctantly and not willingly. 
I have consulted one man who was especially educated for the 
law and several other intelligent mm, and their opinion 1s 
unanirious that I have been unjustly treated. JI feel tolerably 


certain that the decision of the Sitka Probate Court can be 
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reversed. I need not state reasons now. LI am shut off fiom 
outside comnunications till next spring, but I send letters by 
this mail to etvilization, to learn from good counsel what can 
be done tin the matter.

famin receipt of your letter , petition, ete., by 
"Crescent City". 

The grandmother of the lad, William Shmakoff, resident at 
this place, employed Judge J. S. Bugbee as her attorney, who 
made formal application to the Probate Court to he appointed 
the guardian of the boy. It came up yesterday, .all the rela- 
tives being present, except the mother; and she, having shown 
that she was of good moral character and otherwise compe tent 
to discharge the duties of guardian, was duly appointed. The 
Court could not make any choice in the matter, for the statute 
distinctly says, "that whenever it becomes the auty of the 
Court to appoint a guardian fora minor, the relatives of such 
minor, whether male or female, shall in all cases be appointed 
the nearest relative having precedence; provided that such 
applicant shall be of good morml character, etc." 

Independent of that obligation, I frankly say that, in my 
judgment, that disposition of the child in question is the 


best under the circumstances. It is essential that the lad 
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should be removed from tle baa influences and authority of the 
mother; as well as a bone of contention between people of 
opposite religious beliefs. The necessary papers will go for- 
ward by the "Crescent City", and the refusal of any party to 
deliver up the child to the legally cons tttuted guaratian will 
be in its consequences to the person detaining hii. 

IT ama Protestant, but, sitting asa judge, no religious 
bias must influence mew. I very much regret that the differ- 
ence you describe should exist; but until these differences 
lass into offences against the laws, I must not meddle with 
them. The boy, by decision of the Court, having passed under 
the control of a guardian, the mother has for the present at 
least lost all authority over him.

In reply to your letter of October 20th last, requesting that the Local 
School Board here report to you as to whether for any reason whatever Mr, Davies 
is unsatisfactory as teacher of the Public School at Juneau, I desire to say that 
in our opinion no ground for such a conclusion exists, and if the Honorable Com- 
missioner will examine the character and record of the accusers of Mr. Davies he 
will soon see the cloven foot, Mr, Maloney and Mr, Sylvester never were friends 
of the public schools in Alaska, Mr. Sylvester, who, at the positive demand of 
the citizens here was peremptorily dismissed and removed from the office of 
Deputy Marshal, which he held, never let an cpportunity slip byy to throw mud at 
the public schools in Alaska; he finally succeeded in making himself so unpopular 
that the comunity withdrew its patronage from the “Alaska Journal" which he pub- 

he 

lished here and was compelled to sedl out and quit journalism, In his last num- 
ber of the “Alaska Journal", dated October 7th, 1893, in an editorial he, in his 
insinuating manner attacked our school system; I send you the copy. Sylvester, 


Maloney and Commissioner Hoyt never sncouraged our schools; Hoyt always sent his 


boy to the Catholic school, 
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Mr, Maloney with his record should be the last to complain of others, 

I enclose copy of the records of the U, S, Dist. Court for Alaska to show you who 
Mr, Maloney is, In addition to this I desire to state that, in 1884, in Dawson 
County, Montana, Maloney was indicted by the Grand Jury on the charge of forgery 
and one indictment for conspiracy to defraud the County. I know of no strife 
which Mr, Davies has stirred up, When the people of Alaska were aroused by the 
acquittal of the murderer Dalton at the last term of Court, they assembled to de- 
mand the action of the "Jury fixers and Jury bribers", and Mr, Maloney and 
Sylvester were the two principal persons whom they denounced with unmeasured 
terms; the best people, and representing the wealth and respectability of this 
section, requested Mr, Davies to act with them, he did so, and when so doing was 
in good company, Since that time the Maloney and Sylvester element who with 
Deputy Marshal #ndelman and Commissioner Hoyt, constitute what is here contemptu- 
ously termed the "Court House Gang", made war on Mr, Davies; not one of these 
parties have children attending school, except Commissioner Hoyt and he sends his 
boy to the Catholic school as before stated, 

This Court House clique, at the complaint of Maloney, had a warrant 
issued for the arrest of Mr. Davies on the charge of criminal libel, justice being 
such an uncertain factor in Hoyt's court; Mr, Davies waived examination and there 
the matter ends; he was not indicted, I also enclose a copy of the Juneau City 
Mining Record" of the date June 29, 1893, edited by F. F, Myers, which contains 


the secret of the opposition of Maloney and Sylvester, the representatives of the 
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"Dalton Party", to Mr. Davies, 

The charge against Mr. Davies is malicious, the people who send their 
children to our school do not complain, Mr. Davies is a competent teacher, and 
charges from a more responsible source should be received before Mr. Davies de- 
serves condemnation, Hoyt, Hndelman and Sylvester must go out of office in a 
short time when all will be quiet,

Your kind letters dated February 3d and 7th and the pho- 
tographs reached me in this medi No doubt you will hear of our 
sad calamity from the other Secretaries of the Board before you 
receive crake My deepest regret is that our dear people at 
Killisnoo are left without any Church Baten k Sheep without 
a shepherd and so many wolves to devour rae We would have re- 
Be dea with them but had no place to live and were badly broken up 
for things to do witHas the fire left us so little. Sitka was 
our only Buiicen Whether the Government will rebuild at once or 
not I do not know. Of course I have informed all authorities of 
our ieee tet. Governor Sheakley, of Alaska, whom I have person- 
ally interviewed, recommended a new school house at ar ihe 
ever I return to Killisnoo the Board mast establish me on a full 
salary independent of the public sAbebi As the Oil Company and 
Greek Church are pledged to each other's interest and raise such 
an opposition to Protestant work, and as the Company own so much 
of the island, it may not be good policy to cae tone But I dislike 
leaving our people at the mercy of the wolves Relea: 


To show you some of the opposition which I was compelled 
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to meet I shall enclose you a copy of two letters which were re- 
cently mailed to Governor Sheakley. Governor Sheakley kindly 
passed them over to me when I arrived here. They are libelous and 


intended to injure my reputation. These letters were written by 





the pillar of the Greek Church at Killisnoo who is a member of the 
Oil Company and their eer A worse character than he does 
not infest Alaska: Although he has a ee the States yet he 
is raising a family by an Indian woman in Killisnoo. And not 
satisfied with this debauches every Indian woman he rand These 
things I ek: I shall point our his falsehoods in the letters 
which he has been so bold to erate 

Letter No. I. 

The "strained feeling" spoken of is not so noticeable as he 
would make out and what there is is more due to him who incites 
his people against Te 

He calls Presbyterianism a "new sect" thus discovering his 
ignorance or bitter feeling toward ae This "new sect" he af- 
firms has gathered to it"the most worthless." The fact is they 
are of the brightest and cleanliest Indians in the NY i 
should be pleased to take any one into Killisnoo and compare the 
Protestant Christians with Russian Christians and I am sure the 
verdict for cleanliness, personal and domestic, virtue and intel- 
ligence, would be unhesitatingly in favor of the Meg eet That 


they were dissatisfied with the Russian Church and its follies it 
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it is SL For that reason they left it. That we sowed "seeds 
of hatred and animosity amongst the Indians" is false. We had no 
motive for such a deed as we were losing Ronen The Church 
whose members were leaving it did this out of hatred for our cause. 
The alleged insult to their Church and priest, forsooth, was noth- 
ing more than two boys who attended one of their services pointed 
at one or two of their pictures which they worship, without remark 
or Be banies A number of times have Russian Christians dis- 
turbed our services so that I was obliged to stop and remonstrate 
with Picea: But I was not so foolish as to get angry and threaten 
to carry the matter to Washington for Basak aa ak: I considered 
the source ignorant Ts aen He says it cost him" a great deal 
of eee I know of nothing so eed, 

"Animosity and antagonism may be plainly seen in their 
(meaning Protestant Christians) every day life." The fact is the 
animosity and antagonism are on his side of the household, as we 
have no reason for such disposition. He speaks of the newly 
fledged proselytes who stood among the "true" worshippers. These 
"true" worshippers were the very ones having the drunken spree 
spoken of in his besten: These "true"worshippers’are such as have 
a night of debauchery and go to Church the next day to go through 
a meaningless form of heres This man himself told me of a 
case (allow me to say that to me he always disclaimed any connect- 


ion with the Russian Church and called it a humbug more than once 
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in my Rete hie Ro show me its folly he told me what I have begun 
to tell you where on a Saturday night a whole household were given 
over to debauchery (he claiming to have seen them through the 
window) and the next day went to Church and pretended to be as 
pious as Saints. I can now see why it was he spoke in defamation 
of his Church. It was to deceive me as to his true position. 
I can agree with him that "one may well imagine that he is again 
living in the middle ages." The intolerance of the Russian Church 
would give any one Pea iacpedd tea 

"Through all this the education of the Indian children 
is suffering severely." The fact is the school was never more 
prosperous as both my reports and the standing of the children 
will pera This man or any other in Killisnoo has been in the 
school-room not once when school was in Seaeior How should he 
know the state of the porwete Not in a single instance have I 
known where "the cross, the holy icon and the sign of the cross" 
were held in derision by any of our baie as My interference in 
regard to the handcuffs is ites And why did I ever interfere 
and stop troubles? Because no one else would do it. Although Mr. 
Zuboff is regarded as the Justice of Peace yet he is too cowardly 
to interfere when the Indians are having eects: Then, too, he 
is in with them and does not care to disturb those who minister to 
his sensual gratifications. And when any one else performs what 


it is his duty to perform he calls it interference. In more than 
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one instance had I not pacified the natives there would certainly 
have been bloodshed. The rule with the Co. is to let the Indians 
carouse and fight and debauch each other so long as it does not in 
any way interfere with their interests. When they do this then 
they are ready to step in simply to defend their baal His 
waiting to arrest the disorderly Indians is all na oa I wanted 
the Co. to join me in having them arrested to make an example to 
others and they would Bee As to my bigotry I must confess I was 
too easy and tolerant with them. And this man who charges me 
with being a bigot has more than once congratulated himself to me 
in the presence of others that I was so liberal ace 

As to education being killed in Killisnoo I have al- 
ready shown that it was never brighter in the history of the 
Guhes2. This I say without reflecting upon past Seoiencs: They 
had to contend with what I have had to contend with as all can 
boatiry. Thus much for letter No. Ll. 

Now for letter No. 2. 

I may say to start with that letter No. 1, in my judg- 
ment would never have been mailed had it been known before that the 
fire would have taken place. Letter No. 1 was written because he 
had no better grounds for Seenaaate Another man besides Mr. 
'Zuboff is behind letter No. 2. A Mr. B. F. Brightman, Superin- 
tendent of the Oil Works, who for years has been striving to have 


his daughter made teacher of the Government school at Killisnoo. 
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He keeps himself in the background. But I know he is there all 
the same. The sole object of these men is to get every interest 
in Killisnoo into their own hands that they may run things to suit 
themselves right or wrong. This Mr. Brightman has denounced 
schools and missions before me in the worst ane: He has more 
than once told me that the Indian is better off without any 
education, that it makes him ten times worse, education anly makes 
bigger rogues and rascals of them, that it is a waste of money and 
means, that the Indian has no faculty that can be intellectually 
Reruns a. More than once have I heard such utterances from his 
lips with a good deal of profanity to enforee them. Mr. Zuboff 
says the Indians are worse than dogs and fit only for slaves. 
These are the kind of men who propose to elevate the Hootznahoo 
Tribe. Such a ridiculous thought makes one ea 

He would represent that our congregation the morning of 
the fire consisted only of Mrs. Jones our girl and interpreter. 
He fails to mention the other seven that were present and that in 
his own Church even though the bell had stopped ringing they had 
none and that all the Indians but about a score were ae ds All 
of our people were away except those in Church and one woman who 
was too sick to Bice’. 

You notice he puts himself in the foreground. There 
were others who did far more than he. "We have packed", he says. 


The fact is he had nothing to do with the packing. I saw to the

packing myself. Neither he nor Mr. B. F. Brightman packed anything th 
He offers building in which to continue satrden’ There is not a Y 
building, except the Greek Church, in Killisnoo, fit to hold 
school in. As to Miss B. I have nothing to say. We have met ) 
her and find her agreeable. Whether she is aware of this under- ~ 
hand game or not I cannot say. 

"The existence of our Church is quite sufficient." 
Here is the secret of the whole sryatie: Russia is trying to 
rule us out of Alaska our own country. Her Churches are not only 


intolerant of our Churches but interfere largely with our public 


schools. This is especially so for the six or eight weeks pre- b

vious to Easter. The priests demand the attendance of children 
as well as adults upon their services which are held nearly every \ 


day during that period two and three times a day. Thus the chil-

The new seet havinggathered to tts fold the most worthless, 
the most dissatisfied element of our little fishing station, 
sowed the first seeds of hatred and antmosity amongst the 
Indians and p roduced an active opposition to each other. 

On one Sunday, when divine service was being held in the 
Greeco-Roman Chureh, some of the newly fledged proselytes, who 
stood among the true worshippers, started to mock and deride at 


the mamer of worshinping, and even fora time discontinued

I deem tt my duty to acquaint you with the sad fact that on 
Sunday, the 18th day of February, at lO.00 A. Mey just as the 
Rev. le Fe Jones began divine service, in the Government 
school building, to a congregation consisting of Mrs. Jones, 
their Indian servant, and an interpreter, a blaze was diseov- 
ered in the ceiling elose to the school-hous2 stove-pipe. The 
service was brougit to a hasty stop, ana both the Rev. and 
Mrs. Jones rushed up stairs only to find their sleeping-rooms 
amass of flames and smoke. While Mrs. Jones endeavored to 
save some of their effects, the Reverend rushed doum stairs 
and shouted, "Firel Fire”. The first ones to arrive on the 
spot ure myself and Mr. Andrew Pe Kashevaroff. We made an 
immediate rush up-stairs, but to meet flanes and dense srioka, 
However, grabbing what we could we carried them below and 


again started up-stairs, but it was too late. It was an utter 
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impossibility to remain a single moment tn that suffocating 
heat and smoke. Rushing dow stairs, we found that every one 
had arrived on the scene. With the help of Mr. Brightinan, all 
the white population, and the Indians, we were enabled to save 
nearly all of the Government property, such as school-books, 
Slates, ¢tc., together with all of Mr. Jones’ goods that were 
down stairs. At the time of the fire there was a very heavy 
northern gale at noon. What remained of the once fine school 
building was just the mouldering cinders. We have packed all 
the school property in boxes and put it into one of the butla- 
ings belonging to the Company. Until a ney sehool butiding is 
erected, the school may b2 continued in one of. the Company's 
buildings, which the Alaska Oil & Guano Company offers for 
such a purpose. The building can be very nicely a weed ri 8 
a school at a nominal expense. Of course we have no building 
where a teacher could be domiciled, but that couid be arranged 
in a manmmer that may be beneficial not only for the edifica- 
tion of Killisnoo Indians, but to the satisfaction of all of 
uS. We have now «a young lady visiting her father, Miss Addte 
Re Brightman, who is 2a graduate of the West Brook's Seminary, 
Portland, Maine, and the State Normal School of Maine, and the 


Emerson College of Oratory, Boston. It gtves m a great 
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deal of pleasure to recommend Miss Brightman to the post of 
teacher, as she is a young lady of fine education, energette, 
ana in every way qualified for the post. You will no doubt 
meet Miss Brightman at Sitka, as she departs for the capital 
on the in-coming steamer. She will stop with Mrs. de Gs 

| Brady and will visit other friends. JI am positively sure that 
she will do a great deal of credit to the trust, should 
conferred upon her, and will certainly wipe away the unpleas- 
ant sectarian feeling which now exists. Her appointiot would 
be conducive to a fair atten ance, and would eventually iead 
to a fatr and honest education, and would elevate the 
_Hootsnahoo tribe. I hope your Bxcellency will keep both of my 
_comminications strictly conf iden tial, for personally I have 
pnot the slightest animosity or ill feel ing toward the Revs 

| Jones; and all my commnications to you vere simply for the 
good of the Indians and to show that church and school do not 
mun very well together, The existence of our chureh is quite 
suffietent, and when a strange elureh is brought in conflicts 
with the existing one, it only creates disputes and brings 
trouble to the Indians, as well as breaks up the peace of the 
members of the Company. Mr. and Mrs. Jones have already suf- 


fered enough tribulations, and we, the Alaska Oil & Guano 
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Company, wish them a speedy and honorable gain of all they

Dear Sir: 

During the past year large quantities of liquors have 
been shipped to Alaska in such a manner as to create general com- 
Ment on the enforcement of the prohibitory restriction Jaws. Some 
time ago the Collector of Customs of this port had his attention 
called to the open manner in which liquor was being shipped north 
and he stated that he hac no authority to stop it as most of it was 
Ee the Alaska permit system. Since that time the permit system 
has been abolished anc now liquor is being shipped umer all kinds 
of disguises. On the November trip of the Topeka 75 cases were 
shipped from Seattle to Juneau and on the Willapa 35. This liquor 


went up in crates of cabbage, in hutterbarrels, etc. and easily 


passed the inspection of the customs officers. It is authoritively 


stated that such goods have no trouble in being landed when con- 
signed to the proper persons, or in other words, to those who are 
in the ring, while to make a showing, small] quantities of liquor 
are seized no matter how carefully the goods may have been packed 
and shipped, when not consigned to one of the ring. All of this 


liquor comes from Seattle and it is intimated that the wharfingers 
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&t Seattle are aware of what is going on, wit their positions are 
at stake if they make any talk about it, and also that they are 
working under the instructions of the Seattle Chamber of Conmerce, 
in order to build up a trade for Seattle with Alaska. It is also 
Stated that the Deputy Collector of Customs at Juneau, in under 
the pay of the liquort ring who are protected by him. This infor- 
mation I obtained indirectly from a wholesale liquor dealer, who 
is in @ position to know whereof he speaks. An Alaska liquor 
Gealer when on the sound some weeks ago when asked why he did not 
purchase his liquor in Tacoma said that liquors purchased anywhere 
on the sound outside of Seatle would be seized and for his own 
protection he had to purchase in Seattle. Ail the above statements 
can be substantiated and I write them to you knowing that anything 
you may place before the Treasury Department will receive imme- 
Giate attention and investigation will reveal a very corrupt state 
of affairs relative to the liquor business of Alaska and if re- 
qiired I can furnish more information if the Department sees fit to 
look into the matter.
